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ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION. 


!      1 


Article  1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as  "Crocker's  [ovva 
Brigade,"  and  shall  include  every  soldier  who  has  served  with  honor 
in  that  brigade.  Honorary  members  may  be  elected  from  those  who 
have  served  with  honor  and  distinction  in  any  of  the  armies  of  the 
United  States. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  the  society  shall  be  to  keep  alive  and  pre- 
serve that  kindly  and  cordial  feeling  which  lias  been  one  of  the  charac- 
teristics of  this  brigade  during  its  career  in  the  service,  and  which  has 
given  it  such  harmony  of  action  and  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to 
its  glorious  achievements  in  our  country's,  cause.  The  fame  and  glory 
of  all  the  soldiers  belonging  to  this  brigade  who  have  fallen,  either  on 
the  field  of  battle  or  in  the  line  of  their  duty,  shall  be  a  sacred  trust  to 
this  society,  which  shall  cause  proper  memorials  of  their  services  to  be 
collected  and  preserved,  and  thus  transmit  their  names  with  honor  to 
posterity.  The  families  of  all  such  soldiers  who  shall  be  in  indigent 
circumstances  will  have  a  claim  u]xm  the  generosity  of  the  society,  and 
will  be  relieved  by  the  voluntary  contribution  of  its  members  whenever 
broaght  to  their  attention.  In  like  manner,  the  fame,  and  the  suffering 
families  of  those  soldiers  who  may  hereafter  be  stricken  down  by  death, 
shall  he  a  trust  in  the  hands  of  their  survivors. 

Art.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  these  objects,  the  society 
shall  be  organized  by  the  annual  election  of  a  President  and  Vice-Pres- 
idents—the  Vice-Presidents  to  be  chosen  one  from  each  regiment  com- 
posing said  brigade,  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a  Recording 
Secretary. 

Tin'  society  shall  meet  once  in  every  year,  and  those  soldiers  who.. 
for  any  cause,  are  unable  to  attend  its  meetings,  will  be  expected  t<c 
write  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  society  and  impart  such 
information  in  regard  to  themselves  as  they  may  desire  and  which  may 
be  of  interest  to  their  comrades. 

Honoring  the  glorious  achievements  of  our  brothers  in  arms  belong- 
ing to  other  armies,  whose  services  have  contributed  in  an  equal  degree 
in  the  reestablishment  of  our  government,  and  desiring  to  draw  elo>er 
to  them  in  the  bonds  of  social  feeling,  the  President  or  either  of  the 
Vice-Presidents  shall  be  authorized  to  invite  the  attendance  of  any 
soldiers  of  the  I  nited  States  annv  at  am  of  our  annual  meet  imrs. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Article  1.  All  persons  applying  previous  to,  on.  or  after  the  annual 
meeting  in  1881  for  enrollment  shall  pay  a  membership  fee  of  seventy- 
five  cents:  that,  the  annual  dues  shall  be  fifty  cents,  and  persons  apply- 
ing for  membership  shall  pay  back  dues:  that  all  fees  are  due  and  pay- 
able to  the  Recording  Secretary,  and  all  money  received  by  him  on 
account  of  the  society  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Treasurer,  and  that 
all  money  received  as  fees  shall  by  the  Treasurer  be  added  to  the  per- 
manent fund. 

Art.  2.  Money  for  ordinary  expenses  of  the  society  may  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  President.  All  other 
expenditures  only  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the  society. 

Art.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  with  vouchers.  The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  report  to  the  annual  meeting  all  money  received  by  him, 
and  all  transferred  by  him  to  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  report  to  every  meeting  all  cor- 
respondence of  general  interest. 

Art.  4.  All  questions  and  resolutions  shall  be  derided  by  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  present.  Put  amendments  proposed  to  the  consti- 
tution shall  be  acted  upon  only  at  th*>  annual  meeting  subsequent  to 
The  one  at  which  they  may  be  proposed,  unless  the  postponement  be 
dispensed  with  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  •">.     The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

First.     Heading  of  the  journal  of  the  previous  meeting. 

S-cnml.  Appointment  of  committees  on  business,  and  fornomina- 
i  ion  of  officers. 

Third.     Receiving  reports. 

Fourth.    Current,  business. 

Fifth.    Election  of  officers. 

Sixth.     Adjournment. 

Art.  (>.  If  l lie  society  shall  at  any  meeting  omit  to  designate  the 
time  and  place  of  the  next  meeting,  the  President  shall,  by  due  public 
n  itice.  fix  the  time  and  place. 

Art.  7.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  society  is  reported  to  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  to  have  disqualified  himself  for  membership 
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by  reason  of  dishonorable  or  vicious  conduct,  he  shall  be  reported  to  the 
President  of  the  society,  who  thereupon  shall  order  a  court  of  not  less 
than  three  members  of  the  society  to  investigate  the  facts  and  report 
to  the  next  meeting  foraction  of  the  society  in  the  case.

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Bart  ram  Zevely  is  Secretary  of  the  Transportation  Committee,  and 
his  signed  certificate  of  attendance  is  indispensable  for  the  one-third 
rate  home.  To  secure  this  reduction,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  pro- 
cure a  receipt  from  the  ticket  agent  at  starting  point  for  full  fare  paid 
going.  All  agents  are  provided  with  blanks  for  this  purpose,  which 
they  will  furnish  on  application.  If  you  travel  on 'more  than  one  road, 
purchase  local  tickets  over  each,  and  get  receipt  for  each  fare  paid. 
Unless  this  rule  is  complied  with,  it  will  be  impossible  to  obtain  re- 
duced fare  tickets  returning.  There  has  been,  with  almost  every  simi- 
lar reunion,  trouble  over  these  rates  —  that  comrades  will  not  secure 
receipts  for  the  full  fare  paid.  It  is  only  by  the  showing  of  these 
.  receipts,  with  the  Secretary's  certificate,  that  you  can  get  the  one-third 
rate  back. 

Of  course  the  through  tickets  to  Council  Bluffs  can  be  purchased 
many  days  before  the  reunion,  enabling  members  of  the  brigade 
to  be  here  a  week  or  two.  if  necessary,  but  the  reduced  rate  limit  will 
expire  three  days  after  the  close  of  the  reunion.

WELCOME,  VETERANS. 


Council  Bluffs  Nonpariel,  Sept.  i8,  1819. 

To-day  the  surviving  members  of  the  Crocker  brigade  meet  in  this 
city  for  their  stated  reunion.  This  brigade  was  one  of  the  most  gallant 
and  effective  in  the  Union  army.  Its  members  comprised  someof  the  most 
distinguished  officers  in  the  service,  and  its  record  is  not  excelled  by  any 
other  brigade  in  the  army.  Being  an  Iowa  organization,  lowans  take 
much  interest  in  its  meetings.  It  is  said  to  be  the  most  compact  or- 
ganization of  its  kind  extant,  and  the  only  brigade  that  maintains  a 
distinct  membership. 

Council  Bluffs  welcomes  to  its  midst  these  battle-scarred  veterans 
and  throws  open  its  arms  of  hospitality  bidding  everybody  welcome  and 
saying  to  all  "eat.  drink  and  be  merry."  These  reunions,  these  meet- 
ings of  old-time  comrades,  will  do  much  to  soften  the  lives  of  those  who 
attend  them.  The  hand  shakes,  the  greetings  they  receive,  the  inter- 
est that  is  manifested  in  their  welfare,  and  in  the  part  they  played  in 
the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  will  do  much  to  cause  them  to  feel  that 
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the  republic  is  not  ungrateful  to  its  defenders.  Council  Bluffs  is  proud 
of  its  distinguished  guests  and  bids  them  thrice  welcome.  In  language 
not  so  elegant,  perhaps,  as  suggestive,  we  say  to  the  members  of  the 
Crocker  brigade,  gentlemen.  ''Grab  a  root !" 


THE  OLD  CROCKER  BRIGADE. 


Omaha  World-Herald,  September  i3,  1889. 

General  Belknap,  the  President  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  Association- 
and  the  last  commander  of  that* famous  war  brigade,  arrived  in  the 
city  this  morning.  Quite  a  delegation  of  Council  Bluffs  citizens  went 
over  the  river  to  escort  the  distinguished  gentleman  to  this  city. 
Among  them  were  Hon.  J.  R.  Reed,  Colonel  W.  F.  Sapp  and  B.  Zoverly.. 
The  General,  upon  his  arrival  here,  was  escorted  to  the  Ogden  House, 
where  he  held  an  informal  reception.  Among  those  who  greeted  Gen- 
eral Belknap  were  several  survivors  of  his  old  brigade,  who  were  quite 
demonstrative  in  their  greetings.  The  day  will  be  spent  in  a  social 
manner,  and  the  General  will  be  given  a  drive  about  the  city.  Every 
indication  points  to  a  successful  meeting,  and  a  general  good  time  is 
expected.  The  General  expressed  himself  as  agreeably  surprised  at 
the  improvement  made  in  the  city  since  his  last  visit. 

The  arrangements  have  all  been  made,  and  the  various  committees 
have  been  appointed  to  look  after  the  details  of  the  reunion  which 
takes  place  in  this  city  to-morrow  and  Thursday.  The  brigade  meeting 
will  be  held  to-morrow  at  the  opera  house,  when  Mayor  Rohrer  will  de- 
liver the  address  of  welcome.  Clerk  Pray,  of  the  Supreme  Court,  will 
deliver  the  principal  address  of  the  day,  and  short  speeches  will  be 
delivered  by  other  prominent  persons  present.  The  reception  will  be 
held  in  the  evening  in  the  opera  house.  On  Thursday  the  regimental 
meetings  will  be  held  in  the  Government  building,  in  the  Board  of 
Trade  rooms,  in  the  court,  house  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  hall. 
The  banquet  will  be  given  in  the  evening  in  the  anniversary.

OUR  GUESTS  TO-DAY. 


CROCKER  S  IOWA  BRIGADE — HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  FAMOUS 
ORGANIZATION — THE  COMPANIES  COMPRISING  IT,  AND  THE  IM- 
PORTANT PART  THEY  TOOK  IN  THE  SUPPRESSION  OF  THE  RE- 
BELLION. 

Council  Bluffs  Nonpareil,  Sept.  18,  1881). 

To-day  the  survivors  of  the  famous  organization  known  as  ••Crock- 
er's Iowa  Brigade,"  are  the  guests  of  Council  Bluffs,  the  occasion  being 
their,  fifth  biennial  reunion.  Among  them  are  many  men  who  not 
•only  won  great  distinction  upon  the  battle  tleld,  but  since  laying  aside 
the  accouterments  of  war  have  gained  prominent  positions  in  civil  life 
and  attained  national  reputation.  There  are  doubtless  many  residents 
of  this  city  and  of  Iowa  at  large  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  history 
■of  this  famous  organization,  and  for  their  information  the  following 
brief  sketch  of  the  organization  of  the  brigade  and  its  career  are  given  : 

Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  was  composed  of  the  11th.  13th.  15th  and  16th 
Iowa  infantry  regiments.  The  15th  was  mustered  in  at  Keokuk  and 
the  remaining  three  at  Davenport.  This  brigade  was  organized  im- 
mediately after  the  two  days'  battle  at  Shiloh.  on  the  ttth  and  7th  of 
April.  1862.  it  was  the  oldest  brigade  in  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee, 
and  was  universally  known  as  the  "Old  Iowa  Brigade/'  although  Gen- 
eral M.  M.  Crocker  commanded  the  brigade  for  only  about  a  year. 

The  four  regiments  were  composed  of  the  following  companies:

All  four  of  these  regiments  took  an  active  part  in  the  great  battle 
of  Shiloh,  and  brought  honor  to  the  state  of  Iowa.  They  lost  a  very 
(large  number  of  men  in  this  sanguinary  battle. 

It  was  during  the  battle  of  Shiloh  that  Lieutenant-Colonel  Sanders 
gathered  about  him  from  his  regiment  over  three  hundred  men,  and 
held  with  them  for  the  rest  of  the  day  a  strong  battery.  They  were 
■aided  by  others  from  the  other  regiments,  and  were  then  enabled  to 
hold  the  position  during  the  next  day. 

A  Iter  Shiloh  the  four  regiments  were  united  and  remained  together 
In  April,  18(>3.  Colonel  Crocker  was  superseded  by  Colonel  Hall  in  the 
command  of  the  brigade.  On  the  30th  of  May,  1863,  Colonel  Chambers 
look  command  at  Vieksburg.  and  retained  the  same  until  April.  13(>4, 
at  which  time  he  went  back  to  the  regular  army.  Colonel  Hall  then 
commanded  the  brigade  again  until  July  31.  1864.  when  General  W.  W. 
Belknap  took  command.  During  the  time  that  Belknap  had  charge 
of  the  division  that  pursued  Hood.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Abercrombie, 
«>f  the  11th  regiment,  and  later.  Major  Pomutz.  of  the  15th.  took  com- 
mand of  the  brigade. 

Near  the  end  of  the  war  General  Belknap  was  promoted  to  the  com- 
mand of  a  division,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Beach,  of  the  11th  regi- 
ment, took  command  of  the  brigade. 

During  the  last  six. weeks  of  the  war  Brigadef-General  Hiek<>nloopcr 
commanded  the  brigade; 


-    ! 
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The  brigade  took  part  in  the  siege  of  Corinth,  after  which  it  went 
to  Bolivar,  Tenn.  The  next  few  months  it  did  little,  but  about  the 
middle  of  December  the  brigade  found  itself  at  Jacinto.  Miss.  Sep- 
tember 2i)th  it  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Iuka,  where  the  rebels  under 
Price  were  severely  chastised.  The  next  battle  they  took  part  in  was 
the  two-days'  battle  at  Corinth.  October  3  and  4.  1862.  In  this  battle 
General  Sanders,  of  Davenport,  was  among  those  severely  wounded, 
but  he  still  retained  the  command  of  the  16th  regiment.  By  Novem- 
ber 2d  the  brigade  had  compelled  the  enemy  to  retreat  from  Grand 
Junction,  on  the  Memphis  &  Charleston  road.  Shortly  after  this  they 
moved  on  toward  Yicksburg,  having  a  few  small  engagements  on  the 
way  thither.  The  brigade  was  then  stationed  at  Lafayette  to  guard 
the  railroad.  During  the  cold  weather  of  January.  1863.  they  started 
on  their  march  toward  Memphis,  and  there  on  the  18th.  the  brigade, 
together  with  other  troops,  embarked  for  Yicksburg. 

At  Milliken's  Bend,  near  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo,  the  landing  took 
place,  and  their  work  of  assisting  in  the  reduction  of  Yicksburg  began. 
It  was  during  this  time  that  Brigadier-General  Crocker  was  promoted 
to  the  command  of  Quimby"s  seventh  division,  and  Colonel  Hall  took 
command  of  the  third  brigade.  Here,  in  camp  before  Yicksburg,  our 
soldiers  were  visited  by  Governor  Kirkwood,  Judge  Love,  Congressman 
J.  F.  "Wilson  and  other  prominent  lowans.  On  the  3d  day  of  July. 
General  Pemberton  surrendered,  and  the  siege  of  Yicksburg  was  at 
an  end. 

At  the  end  of  July,  after  the  surrender  of  Yicksburg,  the  brigade 
was  sent  northward  from  the  Mississippi  to  suppress  the  guerillas:  and 
the  expedition  succeeded  admirably  in  their  undertaking,  and  returned 
on  the  3d  of  September  to  their  camp  at  Yicksburg.  from  whence  also 
in  a  few  weeks  several  similar  expiditions  were  undertaken.  In  Feb- 
ruary the  brigade  protected  the  work  of  building  bridges  over  the  Pearl 
river,  and  on  March  13th  the  soldiers  were  granted  a  furlough  to  return 
home,  where  they  were  received  heartily  and  in  triumph. 

While  the  brigade  had  heretofore  almost  constantly  been  engaged 
in  Mississippi,  it  was.  after  its  complete  reorganization,  transferred  to 
Alabama  in  May.  1863.  and  later  to  Georgia,  where  it  joined  Sherman's 
army.  During  the  latter  part  of  June  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  brigade 
to  be  compelled  to  withstand  almost  constant  artillery  tire  and  that  of" 
the  sharpshooters,  especially  so  at  Kenesaw  mountain  during  the  last 
days  of  June  and  the  Brst  few  days  of  July.  In  fact,  during  Sherman's 
great  march  through  Georgia  scarcely  a  day  passed  without  the  brigade 
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taking  part  in  minor  and  important  skirmishes,  until  on  the  20th,  21st 
and  22d,  as  well  as  28th  of  July,  it  fought  in  the  sanguinary  battles  of 
Atlanta.  The  siege  of  Atlanta,  which  took  almost  all  of  August,  was 
in  fact  one  continued  battle,  interrupted  only  with  hard  work  on  the 
intrenchments.  both  day  and  night. 

After  the  regiments  had  been  recruited  with  new  troops  from  Iowa 
the  march  toward  Savannah  was  begun  about  the  middle  of  November, 
which  place  was  evacuated  by  the  enemy  on  the  20th  of  December. 
The  Iowa  brigade  remained  in  camp  about  two  weeks,  and  then  on  the 
tith  day  of  January.  1865.  again  began  the  march  to  seek  and  conquer 
the  enemy.  Engagements  occurred,  among  other  places,  at  Pocatalgo. 
From  there  the  difficult  march  began,  through  raining  and  bad  winter 
weather,  through  the  Carolinas:  neither  swamps  nor  streams  retarded 
the  march  of  the  famous  brigade. 

The  crossing  of  the  Sackahatchee  river  with  such  a  large  army  had 
been  regarded  as  impossible.    Forward  the  march  continued  to  Rivers 
[j  m  Bridge.  Midway  and  Orangeburg,  where  the  enemy  was  forced  to  re- 

treat in  a  hasty  manner  to  the  Congeree.  and  were  then  completely 
routed. 

On  the  17th  of  February  the  starry  banner  was  raised  in  Columbia, 
the  capital  city  of  South  Carolina  and  the  hot-bed  of  the  rebellion.  The 
city  had  been  set  fire  to  by  the  rebels  before  their  retreat,  by  the  com- 
mand of  Wade  Hampton.  The  enemy  was  pursued  to  Fayetteville.  IS". 
C.  which  was  taken  on  March  12.  together  with  the  confederate  arsenal 
at  that  place.  During  the  days  from  the  18th  to  the  22d  of  March  the 
brigade  did  active  and  heroic  work  at  Bentonville.  in  battles  against 
Cheelham  and  Hardee,  where  they  were  compelled  to  withstand  the 
hardest  onslaughts  of  the  enemy.  They  succeeded  in  compelling  the 
enemy  to  retreat,  and  on  the  24th  the  army  marched  victoriously  into 
(loldshoro.  when,  after  two  weeks,  the  march  was  again  commenced. 

But  the  war  was  drawing  to  a  close:  the  battles  of  Petersburg  and 
Richmond  had  been  fought,  and  the  closing  scenes  of  the  dark  tragedy 
were  rapidly  following  each  other.  On  the  11th  the  glorious  news  was 
received  of  Lee's  surrender,  and  scarcely  a  week  later,  on  tin1  17th  of 
April,  came  the  sad  tidings  of  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln. 
So  excited  were  the  soldiers  over  the  news  that  it  was  with  difficulty 
t lie  officers  restrained  them  from  burning  Raleigh  and  visiting  sum- 
mary vengeance  upon  the  southerners. 

On  April  26  came  the  official  notice  that  the  conditions  of  the  sur- 
render had  been  accepted  by  the  rebel  General  Johnston,  the  closing  act 
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of  the  four  years  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  during  which  time  the* 
brigade  had  lost  35  officers  and  1.137  men.  On  the  20th  of  April  the- 
brigade  began  its  homeward  march  northward,  and  it  was  one  of 
triumph.  On  the  7th  of  May  the  brigade  reached  Petersburg,  where 
a  corps  parade  was  held,  and  then  the  march  proceeded  rapidly  through 
marshes,  encumbered  by  extreme  hot  weather,  toward  Washington,. 
into  which  city  the  grand  entree  was  made  on  the  24th  of  May.  when  the 
final  parade  took  place.  From  Washington  the  brigade  Came  home- 
ward, by  railroad  and  steamer,  to  Louisville,  Ky..  where,  on  the  25th 
of  July,  they  were  discharged,  on  which  occasion  General  Logan,  the 
commander  of  the  department  and  army  of  the  Tennessee,  delivered  a 
heartfelt  address  of  parting.  In  the  beginning  of  August  they  arrived 
in  Davenport,  where  they  were  mustered  out  and  returned  to  their 
homes  and  families  to  enjoy  the  honors  they  so  richly  deserved. 

It  is  the  survivors  of  "Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade"  who  will  be  the- 
honored  guests  of  our  city  while  holding  their  fifth  biennial  reunion 
to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  every  citizen  should  exert  himself  to  the 
utmost  to  make  the  brief  stay  of  our  distinguished  visitors  as  pleasant 
as  possible.

FIRST  DAY'S  PROCEEDINGS. 

Council  Blurt's  Nonpari-il.  Septciul  er  1!>.  ]S8t>. 

Yesterday  was  a  typical  autumn  day.  just  the  kind  of  a  day  for  the- 
survivors  of  one  of  the  bravest  brigades  of  the  late  war  to  have  a  re- 
union. The  preceding  night  had  brought  our  first  visit  from  .Jack  Frost, 
and  when  the  bugle  call  sounded  through  the  corridors  of  the  Ogden 
House  yesterday  morningat  Ho'clock.  many  of  the  old  veterans  felt  a  chill' 
running  through  their  veins,  a  reminder,  as  it  were,  that  their  winter. 
to<».  was  gradually  drawing  nigh,  when  the  snows  of  the  years  will  have 
covered  up  the  last  brave  heart  of  the  last  survivor  of  Crocker's  famous 
brigade.     But  soon  the  genial  sun  put  in  an  appears  nee  and  began  to 
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warm  the  life-blood  of  our  patriotic  visitors,  and  the  halls  and  rotunda 
of  the  hotel  fairly  swarmed  with  the  members  of  the  brigade,  their 
wives,  sweethearts  and  friends,  and  in  many  a  corner  groups  could  be 
seen,  with  clasped  hands  and  tear-dimmed  eyes,  "going  over  the  battle 
-of  Shiloh  again."  and  lamenting  the  dearly  beloved  comrades  who  had 
fallen  by  the  way.  But  there  was  no  time  for  sorrowful  reminiscences 
yesterday.  Council  Bluffs  had  opened  wide  her  gates,  and  her  hospita- 
ble citizens  stood  waiting  to  take  their  brave  visitors  by  the  hand  and 
make  them  feel  everything  in  sight  was  theirs,  and  that  nothing  would 
be  left  undone  to  make  their  visit  to  Council  Bluffs  one  of  unalloyed 
;happiness  and  pleasure.  So  the  early  morning  hours  were  passed  away 
in  renewing  old  and  making  new  acquaintances,  and  in  social  inter- 
. course.  At  10:30  o'clock  the  bugle  sounded  the  assembly,  and  at  least 
400  survivors  of  the  brigade  fell  into  line,  and  headed  by  Dal  bey's 
band,  paraded  through  the  principal  streets  of  the  city,  which  had 
been  gaily  decorated  with  flags  and  bunting  by  our  merchants  and 
•others.  After  the  parade  the  members  of  the  brigade  made  their  way 
in  detachments  to  the  place  where  the  annual  meeting  was  to  be  held. 
but  owing  to  a  blunder  on  the  part  of  some  one  in  authority  they  be- 
•came  badly  mixed  up.  a  portion  of  them  going  to  the  county  court 
house,  where  it  had  been  announced  that  the  meeting  was  to  be  held, 
while  others  went  to  the  G.  A.  B.  hall.  This  occasioned  some  delay, 
but  finally  as  many  as  could  squeezed  themselves  into  the  south  room 
of  the  court  house,  and  at  11:30  promptly  the  President  of  the  Associa- 
tion, General  Belknap,  called  the  meeting  to  order  by  stating  that  "it 
was  customary  for  us  to  take  off  our  hats  when  we  were  in  the  house." 
This  sally  brought  down  the  house,  and  in  the  best  humor  the  Associa- 
tion proceeded  to  business.

REPORT   OF  BUSINESS   MEETING. 

FIRST  DAY.   SEPT.  18,  1889. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  General 
W.  W.  Belknap. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  having  been 
dispensed  with,  the  meeting  proceeded  with  its  regular  busi- 
ness. 

General  Belknap  read  a  letter  from  the  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Keokuk,  inviting  the  members  of  Crocker's  Brigade  to 
hold  their  next  biennial  reunion  in  that  city.  Referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Location. 

The  next  business  was  the  appointment  of  the  various  com- 
mittees, as  follows  : 

Committee  on  Location — Jarbo.  of  the  11th  Iowa:  Pray,  of  the  13th; 
Guthrie,  of  the  lotto,  and  Porter,  of  the  16th.  j 

Committee  on  Officers — Louie  Elseer.  of  the  11th  Iowa:   Major  Put- 
nam, of  the  13th:  Lieutenant   P.  L.  Muir.  of  the  15th.  and  Captain  I 
Weingartner  of  the  16th. 

Committee  on  Orator—  Captain  Lemon,  of  the  11th  Iowa:  Captain  S. 
A.  Marine,  of  the  13th;  Major  (ioodrell,  of  the  15th,  and  Captain  A. 
Palmer,  of  the  Kith. 

The  next  business  in  order  was  the  reading  of  the  reports  of 
the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  the  Treasurer, 
which  were  submitted  and  approved  by  the  association,  and  a 
movement  started  to  wipe  out  the  indebtedness  of  the  associa- 
tion as  appeared  by  the  reports  that  had  just  been  read. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  and  unanimously  adopted  that 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  fraternal 
telegram  to  Mrs.  General  Crocker,  expressing  the  regrets  of  the 
briirade  at  her  unavoidable  absence  from  this  reunion. 
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Similar  resolutions  were  passed,  and  the  Secretary  instructed 
to  forward   copies  thereof  to  Colonel  Shane,  of  the  13th  Iowa 
and  Colonel  Hare,  of  the  1  lth. 

At  this  point  Captain  J.  13.  Eyerly  presented  the  following: 

Comrade  General  James  Wilson  is  dead,  lie  died  at  bis  home  in  ^New- 
ton, Jan.  8.  1888.  aged  68  years,  and  was  buried  by  his  comrades  of 
Garrett  post.  G.  A.  R.  Seldom,  indeed,  do  we  meet  in  our  brigade 
reunions  after  even  the  brief  separation  of  two  years,  that  we  are  not 
summoned  to  speak  of  those  who  have  gone  hence  and  shall  not  return, 
even  to  the  land  of  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death.  Man  may 
die.  his  spirit  never. 

The  end  of  lives  comes  nearer  every  year, 
The  friends  left  become  dearer  every  year. 

And  the  jroal  of  all  that's  mortal 

Opens  wider  still  its  portal 

To  the  land  of  the  immortal. 

And  as  the  portal  opens  friend,  brother  and  comrade  enter,  and  we 
are  left  standing  upon  the  brink  of  time  bidding  them  good  bye  for  a 
season. 

Trusted  and  honored  by  his  fellow  citizens,  faithful,  discreet  and 
courteous  in  public  and  private  life,  he  was  conscientious  in  the  dis- 
charge of  every  duty,  and  rilled  worthily  each  station  whose  burdens  he 
assumed. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  war  he  assisted  in  recruiting  company  B 
13th  regiment,  of  Iowa  infantry,  and  upon  its  organization  was  elected 
first  Lieutenant,  and  for  nearly  four  years  he  was  our  comrade  on  the 
field  of  carnage. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  speak  of  his  record  as  a  soldier:  it  is 
well  known  to  you  all.  We  will  miss  the  manly  form  and  voice  of  our 
comrade  in  future  gatherings,  and  realize  that  the  day  of  the  patriot 
and  volunteer  soldier  of  America  in  her  darkest  days  will  soon  have 
passed  away,  and  that  in  but  a  short  time  at  most  we  shall  have  passed 
to  that  undiscovered  country  where  wars  are  no  more,  and  the  weary 
and  burdened  may  have  rest. 

We  mourn  as  comrades  the  loss  of  one  of  our  number  whom  we  loved 
to  honor,  and  while  we  feel  our  loss  deeply,  yet  we  realize  that  our  loss 
is  our  noble  comrade's  great  gain  :  that  the  hope  of  the  Christian  soldier 
of  enlistment  in  that  great  army  above  is  a  consolation  and  encourages 
us  all  to  press  on  to  victory.     Therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved.  That  while  we  bow  with  humble  submission  to  the  will  of 
the  Great  Commander,  we  do  not  the  less  mourn  our  comrade  who  has 
been  called  from  active  service  to  rest. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Comrade  General  James  Wilson,  this 
brigade  loses  a  comrade  who  was  always  active  and  zealous  in  his  duties 
as  a  soldier;  ever  ready  to  aid  the  poor  and  distressed  comrade :  prompt 
to  advance  the  interests  of  the  soldier,  devoted  to  their  interests,  wel- 
fare and  prosperity:  one  who  was  wise  in  counsel  and  fearless  in  action  : 
an  honest  and  Upright  man.  whose  virtues  endeared  him.  not  only  to 
the  comrades  of  the  brigade,  but  to  all  of  his  fellow  citizens. 

Resolved.  That  this  brigade  tenders  its  heartfelt  sympathy  to  the 
bereaved  family  of  our  deceased  comrade  in  this  their  sad  affliction. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  proceedings  of 
this  brigade  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  presented  to  the  family  of  our 
deceased  comrade/' 

•'  In  presenting  this  resolution  to  the  Association  for  action  General 
Belknap  delivered  a  most  eloquent  and  feeling  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  his  deceased  friend  and  comrade,  and  with  tears  in  his  eyes  said 
that  the  resolution  should  be  adopted  by  an  unanimous  vote,  which 
was  done. 

"At  this  point  one  of  the  comrades  proposed  three  cheers  for  their 
old-time  leader,  General  Belknap,  and  the  boys  responded  with  three 
cheers  and  a  tiger  that  fairly  made  Pottawattamie's  immense  court 
house  tremble,  after  which  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  at  Dohany's 
opera  house  at  10:30  o'clock  to-morrow. 

"The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  regimental  meetings  at  the  several 
headquarters,  in  viewing  the  sights  about  the  city  and  in  visiting- 
friends  and  acquaintance.  Comrades  who  had  not  met  before  since 
the  battles  of  Shiloh  met  again  yesterday  afternoon  and  fought  over 
again  the  battles  of  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  Here  and  there  were 
groups  of  veterans  who  were  devoting  the  time  to  the  pleasant  remi- 
niscences of  the  late  war.  The  fun  by  the  camptire,  and  the  many 
other  little  incidents  that  assisted  in  keeping  up  the  spirits  of  the  boys 
of  *f>2.  One  could  not  help  but  be  struck  with  the  expressions  of  gen- 
uine brotherly  love  that  were  heard  on  all  sides.  The  cordial  shake  of 
the  hand,  the  happiness  depicted  on  each  countenance,  all  go  to  show 
how  firm  is  the  bond  of  brotherhood  that  was  welded  together  by  the 
bullets  of  the  enemy  at  Atlanta.  The  citizens  vied  with  each  other  in 
showing  courtesies  to  the  veterans  and  in  admiring  the  battle-scarred 
tlags  of  the  brigade,  the  most  interesting  of  which  was  the  one  taken 
from  the  Kith  regiment  at  the  battle  of  Atlanta,  on  the  22d  of  .Inly. 
and  which  was  restored  to  the  regiment  two  years  ago  at  Pes  Moines. 
I'Urt  time  flies  rapidly,  and  evening  soon  drew  nigh  and  reminded  the 
brigade  heroes  that  they  still  had  their  appetites  with  them,  and  f<>v

about  one  hour  not  a  veteran  could  be  seen  upon  the  streets:  then  the 
air  became  tilled  wijh  martial  musie.  and  a  few  moments  after  T 
o'clock  the  brigade,  headed  by  Dalbey's  baud,  marched  down  Broadway 
to  Dohany's.  The  orchestra  seats  had  been  reserved  for  the  visitors, 
but  it  became  evident  early  in  the  day  that  more  seats  would  be  re- 
quired, consequently  the  doors  were  closed  to  the  general  public  until 
the  members  of  the  brigade  had  been  accommodated  with  seats. 

"The  interior  of  the  opera  house  had  been  most  profusely  decorated. 
The  rear  and  sides  of  the  stage  were  banked  up  to  a  height  of  eight 
feet  with  living  flowers  and  plants,  while  at  each  side  were  pyramids 
of  flowers.  At  the  right  of  the  stage  were  two  tablets  in  memory  of 
the  1.137  members  of  the  brigade  who  had  fallen  in  battle,  or  died  in 
hospitals  and  prisons.  At  the  left  of  the  stage  rested  a  painting  of 
General  Crocker  surrounded  withsmilax.  while  immediately  in  its  rear 
was  an  American  flag  at  half  mast.  The  galleries,  and  pillars  support- 
ing them,  were  draped  with  the  national  colors,  and  taken  all  in  all  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  Dohany's  never  before  presented  as  gala  an  appear- 
ance as  it  did  last  night.  The  scene,  as  General  Belknap  called  the 
vast  assemblage  to  order,  was  inexpressibly  grand.  .Just  before  the 
stage,  to  the  number  of  half  a  thousand,  sat  the  surviving  heroes  of  a 
•score  of  battles  and  the  march  to  the  sea.  while  beyond,  and  in  the 
galleries,  fully  1.500  of  Council  Bluffs'  best  citizens  gave  token,  by  their 
presence,  of  their  love  of  patriotism  and  heroes. 

••The  appearance  of  General  Belknap  upon  the  stage  was  the  signal 
for  a  burst  of  applause  from  the  audience.  After  the  applause  had 
subsided,  the  general  said  that  it  was  the  custom  of  Crocker's  brigade 
to  open  all  their  meetings  with  prayer,  and  in  accordance  with  that 
cu>tom  I  present  to  you  lb''  Lie  v.  Mr.  Maekay.  of  Council  Bluffs,  who 
will  pronounce  the  invocation.  Kollowing  the  invocation  the  Cedar 
Rapids  Glee  Club  rendered  very  acceptably  •■  Hear  dem  Bells."  The 
bugler  and  the  drum  corps  sounded  the  assembly,  and  the  Bag  was  run 
up  and  the  meet  ing  was  fairly  under  way,  whilst  the  entire  audience 
was  completely  carried  away  with  enthusiasm,  and  the  old  soldier  im- 
agined himself  at  a  genuine  eaihptire.  General  Belknap  briefly  stated 
that  this  was  the  fifth  biennial  reunion  of  the  brigade.  ■•  A  programme 
has  been  placed  in  my  hands  and  this  programme  will  be  literally 
carried  out.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  the  Omaha 
quartet,  who  will  render  a  selection."  Tie-  next  feature  on  the  pro- 
gramme was  an  address  of  welcome  by  Mayor  Rohrer,  in  which  he  de- 
picted in  glowing  colors  the  heruisin  displayed  by  the  regiments  com- 
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prising  the  Crocker  brigade,  and  on  behalf  of  Council  Blutts'  40.000 
people,  extended  a  cordial  and  hearty  welcome  to  the  brigade  and  its 
friends  to  this  city.  General  Belknap  next  introduced  the  Rev.  G.  W. 
Crofts,  who  read  the  following  poem  of  welcome,  which  was  received

RESPONSE  OF  GENERAL  WILLIAM  W.  BELKNAP. 

LmUfs  and  Gniiltmcu.  F+Uwc-Citizensdf  Council  Bluff*: 
"  None  lun  On"  brave  deserves  the  fair!  " 
The  poet   who   told   the  truthful   story  in   this  line,  which   run- 
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through   all  men's  lives,  builded  then  better  than  lie  knew,  hut  just- 
as  he  would  have  formed  his  words  could  he  have  seen  the  future. 

The  eyes  which  in  bright  beauty  glisten  their  welcome  from  these 
galleries:  the  fair  hands  which  wave  to  us  in  honor;  the  smile  which 
each  one  of  these  men  before  you  gathers  and  cherishes  as  his  and  his 
alone,  all  tell  the  men  of  the  brigade  that  by  work  which  duty  de- 
mands, and  by  their  valor,  they  have  won  the  grateful  acclaim  of  those 
who  are  now  here  to  meet  and  greet  them. 

"  None  but  the  brave  deserves  the  fair:  " 

I  vaunt  nothing  when  1  say  that  they  were  brave  indeed  !  In  early 
days,  when  Missouri's  Union  men  called  to  them  for  help,  they  came. 
The  character  of  the  men  who  went  into  line  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
the  nobility  of  which  character  afterward  appeared  on  many  fields  of 
battle,  was  formed  in  those  early  times. 

They  met  the  guns  of  Shiloh  on  those  two  trying  days,  and  each 
regiment  gave  to  its  state  and  country  its  flag  stamped  with  an  im- 
mortal history. 

They  stood  in  the  battle's  front  at  luka  and  afterward  in  line,  at 
Corinth,  in  Crocker's  command,  and  under  my  own  eye.  and  as  the 
enemy  moved  from  the  opposite  hill  the  pale  faces  of  our  men  told  of 
their  apprehension,  but  the  determined  grasp  of  their  trusty  guns 
showed  that  no  fear  was  there  :  and  the  sharp  salutation  of  the  Con- 
federates was  met  by  such  a  fearful  fire  that  its  result— most  disas- 
trous to  the  enemy,  whose  lines  fell,  broken,  to  the  rear — added  its 
most  thorough  part  to  final  triumph. 

And  thm  came  Vicksburg.  where  lines  of  skirmishers  met  other 
lines  opposing:  where  sappers  and  miners,  men  who  had  run  the  plow 
or  "tended  store"  in  Iowa.  Wisconsin  or  Illinois,  rushed  to  the  front 
and  soon  wished  that  they  held  The  plow  or  tended  store  again.  But* 
Vicksburg  was  won— the  striking  triumph  of  history:  the  most  bril- 
liant mano'uvre  in  war:  the  only  siege  of  which  books  make  mention 
or  of  which  men  tell  what  they  knew:  where,  while  every  man  in  the 
whole  command  may  have  had  a  theory  of  his  own  as  to  its  reduction, 
yet  not  one  of  them  could  tell  of  his  commander's  theory,  or  even  knew 
what  it  was.  But  we  learned  it  when  the  boats,  barricaded  with  bales 
of  cotton,  drifted  below  the  doomed  city  :  when  the  advancing  columns 
of  the  Northern  army  marched  across  on  the  farther  side.  and.  taking 
tl#se  arriving  boats,  crossed  over  to  meet  their  com  Hides  W'lio  had  gone 
before:  when  our  great  leader,  with  neither  haversack,  canteen  or 
comb:  wiih  not  even  a  handkerchief  to  wipe  the  sweat  of  the  heated 
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day  from  his  face,  gathered  his  army  to  himself,  as  in  the  boats  they 
crossed  the  river,  threw  them  upon  the  outcoming  forces  of  the  enemy, 
whipped  him  in  every  fight,  and  stood  in  his  own  place  between  two 
Confederate  fragments,  received  on  the  Xation"s  great  day  the  sur- 
render of  31.600  men  and  246'cannon— up  to  that  date  the  capture  of 
more  men  and  guns  than  any  general  ever  took  on  earth,  and  more 
men  and  military  material  than  his  whole  army  had  when  it  crossed 
the  river.  With  paroles -he  sent  the  captured  on  their  way.  His  deeds 
were  great,  his  career  a  marvel,  and  his  work,  from  the  beginning  and 
to  the  end,  a  wonder.' 

But  among  all  the  triumphs  of  Grant's  amazing  life,  the  light  of 
Yicksburg's  victory  shines  brightest  of  the  bright. 

And  these  men  who  are  here  to-night  were  there !  Had  they  no 
other  honor,  that  would  be  enough  ! 

And  then  came  Atlanta !  Ours  and  fairly  won !  That  siege  of 
eighty  days,  after  heavy  fighting :  battles  where  giant  met  giant ;  where 
men  fought,  not  knowing  their  positions,  nor  caring  for  anything  but 
victory:  on  both  sides  of  the  works,  surrounded  by  the  enemy,  and  sur- 
rounded without  their  own  knowledge,  or  the  knowledge  of  the  enemy : 
where  McPherson.  our  chivalric  leader  and  firm  friend,  with  no  warn- 
ing save  that  which  distant  guns  could  give,  rode  into  the  presence  of 
an  unlooked-for  tire,  and  gave  his  life  to  liberty:  and  where,  in  that 
siege,  the  men  on  the  skirmish  line— always  the  valley  of  the  shadow 
of  death  to  advancing  men— dropped  day  by  day  and  lessened  a  decreas- 
ing line:  and  when,  the  work  of  the  campaign  almost  done,  under  the 
moon  and  stars,  across  Flint  river,  with  their  Commander,  Sherman, 
pacing  the  ground  before  them,  listening  as  lie  and  they  did  to  the 
booming  explosions  from  surrendered  Atlanta,  forgetting  discipline, 
our  men  dismissed  tattoo  as  they  sang  aloud  the  inspiring  songs  of  vic- 
tory. 

On  to  Savannah  and  the  sea  was  their  next  march,  and  soon  they 
stood  where  the  breakers  of  the  Atlantic  broke,  as  if  in  honor,  at  their 
feel  :  then  through  tiie  Carolinas  to  the  North,  where  surrender  came, 
and  happiness  and  peace  and  home. 

Vou  give  these  men  due  honor,  sir.  and  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs, 
and  they  thank  you  for  the  recognition.  When  the  war  closed,  doubt- 
ing the  future,  they  feared  that  their  work  would  be  forgotten..  But 
the  years,  as  they  goon,  show,  as  the  years  have  from  Hie  beginning, 
that  those  who  go  to  war  always  have  highest  honor.  Time  has  made 
young  men  old.     Eyes  do  not  beam  as  brightly:  steps  are  not  as  firm; 
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movements  are  not  as  strong:  words  arc  less  quickly  spoken;  there  is 
silver  where,  before,  the  locks  were  dark.  But  the  soldier's  true  heart 
is  still  as  true  as  ever:  the  warm  grasp  of  a  greeting  hand  is  there,  and 
words  of  welcome  make  their  comrades  happy.  With  this  same  feeling 
of  friendship,  arising  amid  the  dangers  of  the  war.  living  through  all 
its  trials  and  growing  with  the  hastening  years,  the  brigade  bids  me. 
ladies  and  gentlemen  of  Council  Bluffs,  to  salute  you  !  and  to  say  that 
the  thanks  which  you  have  won  from  us  can  never  be  given,  for.  al- 
though we  have  the  thoughts,  we  have  no  language  in  which  to  tell  our 
words. 

It  is  our  wish  that  the  felicities  of  life  and  the  blessings  of  Heaven 
may  be  yours  in  the  same  full  measure  that  you  have  the  best  benedic- 
tions of  Crocker's  Towa  Brigade. 

At  the  close  of  Gen.  Belknap's  address  the  Cedar  Rapids 
Glee  Club  rendered  another  of  their  excellent  selections,  which 
was  roundly  applauded  by  the  audience,  who  insisted  on  an 
encore,  to  which  the  quartet  responded  with  "Tenting  on  the 
Old  Camp  Ground, "  which  completely  brought  down  the  house. 

Gen.  Belknap  next  introduced  the  Hon.  Gilbert  B.  Pray, 
who  remarked  that  before  delivering  his  address  he  would  read 
-si  poem  that  had  been  written  for  and  dedicated  to  Crocker's 
Brigade,  and  which   he  had  been  requested  to  read:

The  Old  Brigade  !  how  warm  the  heart 
With  memories:  glorious  its  part 

From  Shiloh  to  the  sea  :

"Old  Glory"  to  the  breeze,  to  wave

After  reading  the  poem  Mr.  Pray  delivered  a  masterly 
.address,  as  follows: 

Marcellus  M.  Crocker  was  a  native  of  Indiana,  born  in  February, 
1830,  came  to  Iowa  with  his  father's  family  in  1844,  and  settled  in  the 
then  frontier  village  of  Fairfield,  Jefferson  county. 

-  In  the  first  year  of  the  history  of  Iowa  as  a  state,  young  Crocker 
was  appointed  a  cadet  at  West  Point,  and  was  probably  the  first  repre- 
sentative of  the  young  state  in  that  institution.  He  remained  a  stu- 
dent there  for  two  years:  was  called  home  by  the  death  of  his  father 
and  compelled  to  remain  there  in  order  to  take  up  the  burden  and 
battle  of  life  laid  down  by  his  natural  protector.  He  at  once  became 
the  guardian  of  and  breadwinner  for  his  mother  and  sisters.  Early  in 
life  he  became  a  lawyer,  and  at  the  age  of  2.").  in  the  year  1854.  he  set- 
tled in  Des  Moines.  From  that  time  until  his  death  in  1865.  he  was  a 
prominent  figure  in  the  affairs  of  the  state.  In  accord  with  the  prac- 
tice of  the  times  he  rode  the  district  with  the  judge  of  the  court,  and 
was  sometimes  seen  far  up  in  northern  Iowa  with  the  celebrities  or 
those  clays,  such  as  Colonel  Elwood.  1>.  ().  Finch.  ••Timber  Wood," 
Enoch  W.  Eastman  and  others.  Young  Crocker  was  recognized  as 
among  the  first  lawyers.  When  the  war  broke  out,  Crocker  responded 
to  the  President's  call  by  raising  die  first  military  company  in  central 
Iowa,  which  was  incorporated  in  the  Second  Iowa  Infantry,  of  which 
he  was  the  ttrst  Major.  In  September.  1881,  he  was  promoted  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, and  on  October  30th  was  commissioned  a  Colonel  and 
given  command  of  the  13th  regiment.  From  that  day  to  his  death  the 
history  of  Iowa  in  the  war  without  Crocker  would  be  like  the  play  of 
•Hamlet  with  Hamlet  left  out."  It  may  fairly  be  said  that  Crocker, 
as  well  as  his  famous  brigade,  is  an  Iowa  production.  Indiana  gave 
him  birth:  Iowa  nurtured,  educated  and  trained  him.  It  is  of  the 
Iowa  of  thirty  years  ago.  the  Iowa  from  which  came  the  men  of  these 
regiments  that  I  desire  to  h<»!d  up  Uiyoti  for  comparison  with  the  Iowa 
of  to-day.  in  order  that  the  younger  men  may  appreciate  the  grandeur 
of  the  history  of  tin-  slat*'. 

In  i860  the  population  of  Iowa  was  U74.U1U:  of  these  :554. 4!): I  were 
males  and  320.420  were  females.  In  WX  about  the  middle  of  the  war 
period,  the  population  had  increased  t<>  701,(M)3,  but  in  these  three 
rears  the  number  of  males  bad  increased  but  514.  while  the  number  of 
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females  hud  increased.25.666,  making  the  totals  355.00"  males  and  346,- 
<)st>  females.  January  1,  1861,  the  number  of  men  subject  to  military 
duty  in  Iowa  was  116.034.  In  1863  the  number  had  fallen  to  91.147. 
During  the  war  78,059  men  were  enlisted  for  service  and  bore  arms  in 
defense  of  the  Union,  being  almost  68  per  cent  of  the  number  subject 
to  military  duty  in  1861.  To-day  there  is  in  Iowa  upward  of  2.<XX),000 
of  people.  Should  this  state  be  called  upon  for  troops,  and  should  she 
respond  as  in  1861,  1862  and  1863.  what  an  army  she  would  send  forth. 
It  would  mean  a  quarter  of  a  million  soldiers. 

One  of  the  best  sentiments  ever  penned  is  from  old  Governor  East- 
man, one  of  Iowa's  pioneers  and  noblest  men.  He  said  of  Iowa :  "'The 
affection  of  her  people,  like  the  rivers  of  her  borders,  rlow  to  an  insep- 
arable union."  Grand  Iowa,  situated  midway  of  the  continent,  in  the 
valley  of  its  two  greatest  rivers,  one  washing  its  eastern,  the  other  its 
western  border.  It  contains  55.056  square  miles  of  the  best  land  on  the 
earth.  Surely  there  is  no  other  area  of  equal  extent  that  is  so  good  for 
the  home  of  man.  Within  fifty  years  it  has  been  transformed  from  a 
wilderness  to  one  of  the  greatest  states  in  the  Union.  Fifty  years  ago 
the  site  of  the  capitol  building  of  your  state,  that  magnificent  monu- 
ment of  your  thrift,  industry  and  honesty,  was  an  Indian  camp,  the 
home  of  the  barbarian  who  has  passed  away.  What  a  grand  advance, 
all  made  in  the  space  of  an  ordinary  life  !  The  affections  of  this  peo- 
ple for  the  Union  of  our  fathers  was  attested  by  the  giving  of  so  large 
a  percent  of  them  to  the  service  of  the  country:  and  Iowa  stands  to- 
day without  a  peer  or  rival  in  the  annals  of  this  Nation,  for  heroic, 
faithful  service  to  it.  We  have  come  to  your  beautiful  city  on  the 
western  border  of  this  state  to  meet  in  reunion  the  men  of  Iowa's  most 
famous  military  organization.  "Crocker's  Brigade."  What  a  hold  that 
name  has  on  us !  What  a  flood  of  memories  come  rushing  on  the  mind 
as  we  stand  face  to  face  with  those  who  stood  shoulder  to  shoulder 
wii  li  us  in  those  days,  now  long  ago.  In  those  days  of  youth  when  life 
was  one  bright  and  buoyant  hope  of  the  future:  days,  months  and 
years  have  run  into  a  quarter  of  a  century:  now  we  live  in  memory  of 
the  past.  We  meet  that  we  may  take  each  other  by  the  hand  and 
again  feel  that  electric  thrill  that  stirs  the  blood  and  rouses  emotion, 
only  felt  when  tried  and  true  comrades  meet. 

Crocker's  Brigade!  I  have  said  Iowa's  most  illustrious  military 
organization  — I  might  have  said  more.  as  the  army  of  the  Nation  lias 
not  produced  your  equal  in  length  of  united  service.  I  do  not  propose 
to  recount  your  exploits:  they  are  embalmed   in  the  pages  of  history  ; 
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let  those  who  doubt,  scan  diligently  those  pages:  they  will  search  in 
vain  for  a  hrigade  which  has  written  its  name  in  more  shining  letters 
on  the  roll  of  honor  than  you;  search*  where  you  will  and  you  cannot 
rind  the  four  regiments  that  through  more  months  stood  united  as  one. 
were  wielded  as  one.  which  has  placed  more  names  on  the  roster  of  im- 
mortal heroes  which  stood  more  Arm,  more  determined,  and  more 
united  in  its  defense  of  the  National  Union.  The  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion created  the  Union.  The  war  of  the  rebellion  preserved  it  and 
made  it  perpetual.  It  was  the  fulfillment,  the  realization  of  the  hope, 
which  has  steadily  glowed  in  the  bosom  of  patriots  of  all  ages.  The 
tire  that  burned  in  the  eloquence  of  Demosthenes,  that  warmed  the 
blood  of  the  Gracchi  against  the  tyrants  of  Rome;  which  in  unhappy 
Poland  emitted  its  last  feeble  spark,  when  Kossuth  was  an  exile  and 
Kosciusko  a  martyr:  which  was  smothered  in  Ireland  when  Emmet 
fell  from  the  scaffold;  which  was  kindled  by  Washington  in  a  new 
land,  and  has  at  length  found  an  altar  amidst  its  worshipers  where  it 
shall  burn  forever  upon  the  free  soil  of  America  :  nowhere  more  potent 
in  its  sway  than  in  Iowa,  the  home  of  the  free  school,  the  modern  home 
of  all  the  benefits  that  educated  temperate  industry  will  bring.  Iowa. 
as  a  state,  was  but  fifteen  years  of  age  in  1861.  In  that  period  she  had 
systemized  her  internal  affairs,  founded  her  institutions  of  charity  and 
learning,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  all  that  she  is  to-day.  But  fifteen 
years  upon  the  plane  of  history  until  she  was  called  upon  to  aid  the 
Nation  in  a  struggle  for  life.  The  call  was  made  to  this  young  state 
to  buckle  on  the  armor  of  war  to  meet  rebellious  force  not  unlike  an 
eruption  of  nature.  Volcanic  erruptions  in  nature  produce  great 
peaks,  mountains  and  hills:  thus  the  plain  is  broken,  the  valley 
formed  and  the  landscape  made  beautiful.  Men  go  forward  in  the 
daily  and  common  walks  of  life  and  they  are  as  the  common  plain: 
revolutions  come,  the  plain  is  broken,  great  men  are  found  equal  to 
the  great  emergency.  The  history  of  the  Nation  is  enriched  by  the 
record  of  its  strong  men  and  good  momen.  a  biography  of  the  men  who 
stepped  to  the  front,  who  tilled  the  breach  in  the  ramparts,  and  either 
in  the  forum  or  on  the  field  uphold  its  cause.  Thus  history  goes  on 
repeating  itself  because  man.  the  maker  of  it,  is  much  the  same  yes- 
terday, to-day  and  forever. 

A  little  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago.  along  tin-  Atlantic  coast. 
the  sires  of  this  generation  were  living  as  colonists  of  Great  Britain  as 
on  a  plain,  they  lived  without  prominent   features  or  great   character. 

The  rights  of  man  demanded  a  change  in  the  system  of  government,  a

revolution :  then  were  found  those  equal  to  the  emergency,  and  the  men 
who  formulated  and  signed  the  declaration  of  their  rights  became  the 
prominent  characters  of  the  struggle  which  followed.  They  called  to 
their  aid  a  plain  and  unassuming  Virginia  planter,  who  in  qualities  of 
statesmanship,  as  a  leader  of  men,  either  on  the  field  of  battle,  or  in 
the  halls  of  the  government,  was  the  equal  of  any  man  of  his  time:  in 
honesty  and  fidelity  to  the  trust  imposed  upon  him.  he  stood  the  peer. 
He  led  his  people  to  victory,  he  secured  unity,  peace  and  stable  govern- 
ment, lie  surrendered  almost  imperial  power  to  those  who  gave  it. 
Washington  abhorred  war  in  all  its  forms,  yet  for  love  of  country  and 
of  home  he  was  willing  to  sacrifice  himself,  and  all  that  was  dear  to 
him  in  life  to  promote  the  well-being  of  his  fellowTmen.  The  plain  of 
existence  was  broken  for  the  colonies.  It  was  as  if  an  irruption  of  vol- 
canic nature  had  taken  place :  men  for  every  emergency  had  been  found. 
Great  and  prominent  characters  in  history  had  been  produced  and  the 
name  of  George  Washington  was  made  immortal.  Pie  was  the  central 
figure  of  the  history  of  his  country,  the  mighty  peak  in  nature.  The 
nation  he  and  his  compeers  had  created,  under  the  guidance  of  God. 
was  the  one  to  which  the  oppressed  and  down  trodden  of  all  the  world 
turned  their  longing  eyes. 

If  you  travel  travel  to  the  east  you  will  find  that  nature  at  some  re- 
mote period  of  the  past  has  heaped  up  a  chain  of  mountains  at  from 
one  to  three  hundred  miles  from  the  Atlantic  coast.  Let  those  peaks 
and  mountains  represent  the  prominent  characters  and  the  soldier 
element  of  the  revolution.  Nature  and  history  stand  side  by  side.  For 
three-quarters  of  a  century  the  nation  passed  on.  grew,  flourished  in 
the  arts  of  peace,  extended  its  borders,  increased  its  area  and  its  prod- 
ucts, advanced  in  literature,  the  sciences  and  manufactures,  and  be- 
came the  granary  and  storehouse  of  the  world.  Its  fleets  were  upon 
•  every  sea  and  its  ships  were  in  every  port.    It  humbled  Great  Britain 

and  conquered  Mexico,  but  these  were  mere  episodes,  mere  ripples  on 
the  surface  of  the  plain  of  history  which  we  were  yet  to  make. 

The  slaveholders'  revolt,  the  revolution  of  1861,  was  an  event  in 
tlic  affairs  of  this  nation  and  of  the  world,  against  which  there  is  no 
comparison  in  the  history  of  men  :  and  none  in  nature  save  that  irrup- 
tion  which  cast  up  the  great  mountain  chain  of  the  west.  For  every 
peak  and  mountain  of  that  vast  chain  T  can  find  you  a  prominent 
figure  in  the  history  of  the  rebellion.  In  years  gone  by  many  people 
traversed  the  plain  which  extends  from  your  door  to  the  westward. 
They  journeyed  towared  the  golden  shores  of  the  Pacific:  they  traveled 
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in  the  primitive  way,  with  trains  of  oxen.  The  road  was  long  and 
tedious.  Many  weary  nights  the  sun  sank  beyond  the  horizon  of  the 
billowy  plain  :  many  mornings  they  saw  him  rise  behind  them  to  usher 
in  another  long  day  of  toil ;  the  road  was  beset  by  savage  foes  by  night 
and  by  day ;  the  weary  days  ran  into  months,  when  some  bright  morn- 
ing as  they  passed  over  a  gentle  and  undulating  hill  in  the  vast  prairie, 
there  burst  upon  their  vision  their  first  view  of  the  mountains.  They 
seemed  to  stand  there,  a  great  incomprehensible  mass  like  a  low-lying 
bank  of  clouds  along  the  horizon,  dark  and  threatening.  The  weary 
pilgrims  pause  and  gaze  at  t.he  grand  spectacle,  and  then  slowly  journey 
on.  They  approach  nearer  and  nearer,  the  outlines  become  more  dis- 
tinct, the  blended  mass  assumes  form,  foot-hills  come  into  full  view. 
covered  with  grass  and  trees:  mighty  peaks  further  on  become  distinct, 
and  finally  standout  clearly  defined  in  their  awful  grandeur.  The  line 
above,  which  nature  ceases  to  clothe  with  verdure  is  now  seen,  above 
which  is  the  region  of  perpetual  snow.  They  have  traversed  the  level 
plain  of  the  history  of  the  country  covering  the  three-fourths  of  a  cen- 
tury from  ITS.")  to  I860;  They  are  in  the  midst  of  the  mighty  events  of 
the  rebellion.  They  pause  to  view  the  mighty  procession  of  prominent 
figures  and  characters  that  those  events  brought  to  the  surface  and 
into  historical  renown.  First  they  bow  their  heads  in  silent  admira- 
tion of  the  beauty  of  those  undulating  and  billowy  foot-hills  stretching 
away  into  the  distance  north  and  south,  and  far  out  into  the  plain,  in 
countless  thousands.  These  mounds  -to  them  represent  the  numbered 
thousands  of  smaller  mounds  scattered  all  over  the  land  under  which, 
lies  a  hero,  denoting  a  life  sacritied  upon  the  altar  of  country.  A  hero 
that  returned  not  to  receive  the  rewards  of  a  brave  man.  Our  band  of 
pilgrims  enters  the  passes,  goes  up  and  through  the  great  canyons  and 
gorges:  around  and  above  them  for  thousands  of  feet,  the  chasm  in 
this  wall  of  rock  extends.  Wearily  and  watchfully  they  wend  their 
way  onward  toward  the  pass,  the  only  place  offering  an  opportunity  1<> 
go  through  and  beyond  this  great  wall  made  by  the  upheave!  of  nature. 
At  length  the)  have  reached  the  goal  and  stand  in  the  opening  or  pass 
between  the  peaks.  They  halt  and  turn  to  gaze  upon  the  grand  scene 
presented  to  their  view.  They  stand  in  Fremont's  pass  of  the  main 
chain  of  mountains  <>r  continental  divide.  Mountains  and  peaks  are 
around  and  about  them  in  every  direction,  and  in  every  form  of  rugged 
grandeur  as  tar  as  human  \  ision  can  extend.  They  are  in  t he  midst  of 
the  most  magnifieeW  scenes  of  nature  They  are  in  the  midst  of  the 
mo^t  magnificent  characters  of  the  .war  of  rebellion.    The  great  chain 
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of  mountains  extending  from  the  northern  limits  of  this  country  to  its 
southern,  represents  the  men  who,  in  the  freshness  of  early  manhood,, 
who,  abhoringwar,  with  its  terrors,  with  all  its  resounding  glory,  dared 
all  its  perils  for  the  love  of  home  and  country. 

First  are  the  men  who  bore  the  musket.  Upon  their  shoulders  was 
the  weight  and  burden  of  saving  their  country,  upon  their  heads  the 
weight  of  responsibilities.  It  was  they  who  marched  by  night  and 
clay,  by  daylight  or  in  in  darkness,  in  sunshine  or  in  rain:  it  was  they 
who  sought  the  foes  of  their  country  on  every  field,  in  the  valley  or  on 
the  hilltop,  and  halted  not  until  the  victory  was  theirs.  It  mattered 
not  whether  they  were  properly  clothed  or  fed,  they  heeded  naught  but 
the  desires  and  the  commands  of  their  leaders.  They  bore  the  brunt 
of  battle;  to  them  should  be  given  the  substantial  rewards  of  a  pros- 
perous country,  to  them  the  praise.  The  peaks  that  tower  above  the 
range  here  and  there  along  its  varied  extent,  represent  the  great  lead- 
ers who  were  made  prominent  by  the  strong  arm  and  fearless  hearts  of 
the  men  in  line.  Numerous  as  those  grand  peaks  are.  I  could  give  you 
a  name  in  history  for  each  and  all  of  them,  but  time  forbids.  lean 
only  call  by  name  a  few  who  are  dear  to  every  loyal  heart.  This  war 
made  many  Iowa  men  prominent  in  military  and  civil  life.  Great 
character  was  produced  equal  to  the  great  needs  of  the  hour.  The 
plain  of  Iowa's  history  was  broken.  The  upheaval  raised  monuments 
as  high  for  Iowa's  sons  as  any  along  this  great  range.  Far  off  to  the 
south  I  point  you  to  a  group  of  noble  peaks,  not  separate  from  or  much 
different  from  many  others,  yet  distinct,  fairly  outlined  and  individual 
in  majestic  characteristics  of  their  own.  I  fancy  this  noble  group  the 
Counterpart  in  nature  of  the  great  leaders  of  this  brigade.  In  the  center, 
a  little  higher  and  grander  than  others,  we  place  Crocker  surrounded 
by  Hall.  Hedrick  and  Chambers.  A  galaxy  of  heroes  whose  deeds 
have  enriched  history,  whose  lives  have  ennobled  man.  whose  memory 
shall  live  and  be  kept  fresh  and  green  as  long  as  those  peaks  shall 
stand.  Here  in  tin-  midst  of  these  great  peaks.  1  notice  one  more  sym- 
metrical and  graceful  in  its  contours  and  lines,  the  very  trees  that 
grace  its  sides  are  taller,  more  lithe  and  beautiful:  I  recognize  it  as  a 
monument  to  one  who  was  young  and  brave,  and  beautiful:  for  the 
one  moment  erect  and  glowing  in  the  whirl  of  battle,  the  next  falling 
forward  toward  the  foe.  dead,  but  triumphant.  For  one  moment  that 
brave,  inspiring  form  was  visible  to  this  whole  Nation,  rapt  and  calm 
in  the  midst  of  his  array:  tin1  next  in  the  midst  of  the  enemy's  sharp- 
slifKttPrs  his  bugle  voice  of  victory  stilled  forever  in  death.     It  can  be 
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a  monument  to  but  one— our  own  gallant  MePherson.  On  the  left 
here  is  a  mountain  rising  higher  than  its  fellows;  it  is  dark-browed 
iind  threatening  in  its  aspect,  yet  covered  to  its  crown  with  green 
trees  and  verdure  as  if  laurel-crowned  by  nature.  It  is  surrounded  by 
smaller  peaks,  mountains  and  mounds  as  if  all  surrounding  nature  was 
seeking  to  uphold  and  applaud  its  strength  and  beauty.  It  can  repre- 
sent but  one  character — that  gallant*,  brave  and  dashing  chief  of  vol- 
unteers, the  glorious  and  incomparable  Logan,  who  always  led  in 
battle,  and  never  ceased  his  work  for  the  volunteer  army  until  his 
eyes  were  closed  in  death.  Well  may  that  emblem  of  nature  that  rep- 
resents him  be  laurel-crowned.  Away  on  the  right  I  point  you  to  a 
mountain,  not  of  the  tallest,  but  broad  and  grand:  it  stands  alone,  as 
if  self-reliant  and  independent:  its  base  is  broad,  its  surface  even  and 
unruffled.  Storms  break  about  it :  lightning  and  thunder  crash  about 
its  head,  yet  all  unmoved  or  unchanged  each  dawning  day  rinds  it  the 
same.  Nature's  synonym  for  one  who  was  near  and  dear  to  the  men  of 
this  brigade,  to  the  entire  army,  and  all  the  people  of  this  nation,  one 
loved  and  respected  around  the  world.  How  like  it  is  to  our  exalted 
leader,  General  Grant,  that  matchless  soldier  who  never  lost  a  battle. 
or  failed  to  win  a  campaign;  that  man  who  could  be  grand  without 
being  gloomy,  who  was  silent  but  not  sullen,  who  was  great  without 
ostentatious  pride.  Who  can  forget  that  brave,  time-honored  face, 
with  its  grave,  silent  strength,  its  broad  sagacity  and  honesty?  Who 
can  forget  that  manly  tight  on  Mt.  McGregor,  where  he  held  the  silent 
messenger  aside  with  one  hand  and  toiled  with  the  other,  that  poster- 
ity might  know  the  ston  of  his  life:  that  he  might  at  last  leave  li is 
wife  and  children  above  want?  Who  can  forget  that  noble  face  as  it 
appeared  mastered  by  the  emotions  of  his  heart,  as  it  melted  into  manly 
tears,  when  he  realized  the  depth  and  strength  of  the  love  in  which  he 
was  at  last  held  by  his  people V  Hut  stop,  there  is  one  peak  in  sight 
that  rivets  attention.  We  stand  gazing  to  the  West,  head  uncovered 
and  awed  into  silence.  We  are  in  the  presence  of  and  gazing  upon  one 
larger  and  grander  than  all  others:  one  whose  base  is  broader,  formed 
of  the  eternal  granite,  whose  sides  are  more  regular  and  symmetrical, 
whose  head  towel's  above  all  its  fellows,  crowned  with  a  crown  which 
is  a  badge  of  peace,  upon  whose  broad  breast,  and  facing  toward  the 
rising  sun  it  bears  that  symbol  of  the  Christian  world,  that  hope  of 
mankind,  the  Cross  of  .Jesus.  There  it  is  plain,  and  unmistakably 
made  by  the  hand  of  Nature's  God,  of  snow-pure  and  vernal.  It  is  the 
mountain  of  the  Holy  Cross.     There  i!   has  stood  since  man  first  came 
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to  view  it,  where  if  will  stand  through  all  time  to  cheer  the  weary  and 
oppressed.  High  and  above  all  human  strife  and  contention,  in  the 
pure  air  of  heaven,  above  the  malignity  and  malice  of  men,  it  warns 
all  the  children  of  earth  to  commune  with  the  Savior,  whose  symbol 
»  it  is. 

,;It  will  never  grow  old  while  the  sea-breath  is  drawn 
From  the  lips  of  the  billows  at  evening  and  dawn. 
While  heaven's  pure  finger  transfigures  the  dews, 
And  with  garlands  of  frost-work  its  beauty  renews : 
It  was  there  when  the  blocks  of  the  pyramid  pile 
Were  drifting  in  sands  on  the  plains  of  the  Nile. 
And  it  shall  still  point  homeward,  a  token  of  trust. 
When  pyramids  crumble  in  dimness  and  dust. 

"  It  shall  lean  o'er  the  world  like  a  banner  of  peace 
Till  discord  and  war  between  brothers  shall  cease: 
Till  the  red  sea  of  Time  shall  be  cleansed  of  its  gore. 
And  the  years  like  white  pebbles  be  washed  to  the  shore  : 
As  long  as  the  incense  from  ocean  shall  rise 
To  weave  its  bright  woof  on  the  warp  of  the  skies. 
As  long  as  the  clouds  into  crystals  shall  part, 
That  cross  shall  gleam  high  on  the  Continent's  heart." 

A  work  of  nature,  yet.  how  like  a  character  brought  to  the  surface 
by  a  revolution  among  men.  How  like  the  immortal  Lincoln:  in 
stature  he  towered  aboA'e  his  fellows.  His  feet  were  planted  on  those 
principles  of  right  which  formed  the  base  of  all  his  actions  and  made 
him  as  firm  thereon  as  the  everlasting  granite.  Abraham  Lincoln, 
more  than  any  other  man  who  ever  breathed,  carried  into  his  public 
life,  and  vitalized  in  his  public  conduct,  the  principles  of  Christianity. 
A  great  public  man  said  in  1S()4  :  "  I  believe  in  the  great  Jehovah  and 
next  to  him  believe  in  and  trust  Abraham  Lincoln."  That  sentiment 
was  and  is  the  sentiment  of  the  American  people.  No  man  has  wielded 
a  greater  power;  great  and  absolute  power  as  it  was.  it  was  unaccom- 
panied by  a  single  act  of  cruelty,  inhumanity  or  injustice,  but  was 
tempered  with  pity,  acts  of  mercy  and  tenderness.  As  we  descend 
again  upon  the  plain  and  are  again  among  the  shifting  scenes  of  every 
day  life,  we  look  back  in  the  distance  to  the  grandeur  of  the  towering 
masses  we  have  left,  and  the  feeling  comes  strong  into  the  mind  that 
these  mountain  peaks  are  to  endure:  planted  upon  their  base  of  ever- 
lasting granite,  they  shall  stand  as  monuments  for  all  ages  overtopping 
the  scenes  of  man's  habitation.  They  are  beyond  the  power  of  man  to 
destroy.  A  new  civilization  may  change  the  lace  of  the  earth,  hut 
these  eternal  land-marks  shall  escape  the  havoc  of  time;  when  the  Hood 
and  darkness  comes,   to  them  shall  be  moored  the  ark  of  safetv  which 
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shall  carry  and  preserve  amid  all  change  and  destruction  the  spirit  of 
liberty,  equality  and  justice. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Pray's  address  Dalbey's  band  ren- 
dered a  selection,  after  which  Gen.  Belknap  said  they  were 
going  to  "  whoop  things  up." 

The  next  feature  on  the  programme  was  a  recitation  by  Miss 
Louie  McElroy,  the  daughter  of  the  only  and  original  Drummer 
Boy  of  Shiloh.  Miss  McElroy* s  recitation  was  an  effort  of 
more  than  ordinary  ability,  and  well  merited  the  applause  and 
exquisite  basket  of  flowers  bestowed  upon  her. 

Gen.  Belknap  then  introduced  Col.  Roper,  of  Illinois,  with 
the  remark  that  if  he  could  not  "  whoop  it  up''  he  (the  general) 
would  jump  out  of  the  window.  There  was  no  occasion  for 
that,  however,  for  the  gallant  colonel  succeeded  in  "  whooping 
up'*  the  boys  with  a  new  version  of  the  prodigal  son.  An  en- 
core brought  him  out  again,  and  also  a  kindred  spirit  in  the 
person  of  Col.  John  H.  Stibbs,  of  the  12th  Iowa,  and  they 
succeeded  in  great  shape  in  making  everybody  happy.  The 
Omaha  quartet  then  rendered  a  beautiful  selection. 

Mrs.  Col.  Jesse  Cheek,  of  Des  Moines,  was  introduced,  with 
the  remark  that  when  the  1 5th  Iowa  was  mustered  into  the 
service  at  Keokuk  she  was  a  "wee  tot,'*  and  came  into  camp 
singing  war  songs.  *' She  would  favor  the  audience  to-night,'' 
and  she  did  so  in  a  manner  that  left  no  doubt  as  to  the  pleasure 
given  her  hearers.  Her  echo  song  was  a  magnificent  effort, 
and  brought  the  fair  singer  a  basket  of  choice  Mowers  and  an 
encore,  to  which  she  responded  with  "  Marching  Thro'  Georgia,' ' 
the  entire  audience  joining  in  the  chorus. 

Judge  Casady,  of  Des  Moines,  the  former  law  partner  of 
Gen.  Crocker,  was  next  introduced,  and  read  an  address  upon 
the  character  and  characteristics  of  the  gallant  general,  which 
was  enthusiastically  received  by  the  members  of  the  brigade. 
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DR.    WATSON'S   ADDRESS. 

The  next  speaker  was  Dr.  Watson,  of  the  11th  Iowa,  who 
said: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Comrades  of  Crocker  Iowa  Brigade: 

While  we  have  often  been  disposed  to  smile  at  the  veneration  of 
others  for  mementoes  and  relics,  the  evidence  that  would  convict  all 
of  us  of  indulging  in  similar  feelings  is  furnished  by  the  veneration  we 
have  for  those  old  battle-scarred  flags,  under  which  we  marched  and 
fought. 

While  I  have  no  such  sacred  relic  to  present  you,  I  have  something 
that  has  associations  and  will  awaken  memories  you  can  never  forget. 
This  plain  gavel  in  its  separate  parts  is  a  memento  of  two  battles. 
never  to  be  forgotten  by  those  who  participated  in  them.  The  handle 
is  made  from  a  shingle  of  Shiloh  church.  The  firm  texture,  the 
straight  grain  and  rapid  growth  symbolize  the  peaceful  influences 
amid  which  it  grew,  that  seemed  destined  to  continue  when  it  became 
a  part  of  that  structure  whose  walls  resounded  to  songs  of  thanksgiving 
and  praise.  ISear  it  on  that  bright  Sabbath  morning  in  April  was 
opened  that  fearful  tempest  of  shot  and  shell  in  which  you  received 
your  first  baptism  of  tire,  your  first  lesson  in  battle,  where  many  of 
your  brave  comrades  fell  among  the  victims  of  that  blood-stained  field. 

Last  spring  during  a  trip  south  I  passed  over  the  ground  where  in 
1864  you  participated  in  that  campaign  which  stands  preeminent  for 
deeds  of  valor,  persistent  effort  and  unrivaled  strategy  of  both  attack 
and  defense,  where  for  seventy  days  the  din  of  battle  was  never  hushed  : 
a  campaign  that  gave  the  name  of  our  gallant  Sherman  a  place  in  his- 
tory that  will  endure  as  long  as  the  language  survives. 

While  at  Atlanta  I  did  what  every  one  of  you  and  every  survivor  of  the 
17th  Corps  would  do  if  you  had  the  opportunity:  I  visited  the  hallowed 
>l«>t  where  the  gallant  McPherson  fell.  It  is  marked  by  a  Columbiad 
erected  on  a  granite  base,  surrounded  by  six  or  seven  pines,  through 
whose  branches  the  winds  repeat  the  sighs  and  mournings  that  were 
uttered  twenty-rive  years  ago.  Looking  around  for  some  memento, 
that  it  would  not  be  sacrilege  to  take,  I  found,  a  few  feet  distant,  a 
slump,  the  remains  of  a  silent  witness  of  the  sacrifice  that  hallowed  this 
uuiet  spot  upon  that  memorable  22d  of  July,  18G4.  Borrowing  from  a 
colored  laborer  his  axe.  1  chopped  from  that  stump  a  piece  which  I 
made  into  gavels  :  this  is  one.    This  gavel  is  a  memento  of  two  of  your 
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hardest  fought  battles,  ttie  first,  and  to  some  the  last,  for  it  was  here 
the  gallant  16th  was  overpowered  by  superior  numbers  and  closed  their 
active  campaign.  Many  others  were  privileged  to  join  that  triumphant 
march  that  has  become  historic:  but  they  encountered  no  opposition 
or  catastrophe  that  could  be  compared  to  the  day  of  which  this  is  a 
memento.  Accept  this  for  use  at  our  future  gatherings,  if  it  be  con- 
sidered to  take  the  place  of  the  gavel  of  secession.  Let  it  be  preserved 
with  the  archives  of  this  organization  :  when  they  and  it  shall  pass  into 
the  custody  of  the  last  survivor,  may  he  deposit  it  with  the  State  His- 
torical Society  as  a  memento  worthy  of  preservation  of  two  of  the 
hardest  fought  battles  of  this  famous  brigade. 

Of  the  further  proceedings  the  following  is  taken  from  the 
Council  Bluffs  Nonpareil : 

Colonel  Stibbs  was  again  introduced  and  presented  a  new  version  of 
••  Barbara  Fritchie."  that  was  received  with  a  perfect  ovation  and  de- 
manded an  encore,  to  which  he  responded  with  "Snyder's  Flight." 
which  only  made  the  boys  want  more.  They  got  it  in  the  siiape  of  a 
parody  on  "Way  Down  Upon  the  Suahee  River,"  by  the  Cedar  Rapids 
quartette.  As  usual,  an  encore  was  demanded,  to  which  the  quartette, 
assisted  by  Colonel  Roper,  responded  with  "Old  Noah."  Major  Pad- 
dock, of  Omaha,  was  the  next  speaker,  and  his  address  proved  to  be 
very  entertaining,  and  served  to  keep  the  boys  awake  long  enough  to 
give  Governor  Larrabee  a  chance  at  them.  The  Governor  delivered  a 
very  pleasing  address,  highly  complimentary  to  the  surviving  members 
of  the  brigade  upon  their  labors  in  continuing  the  Association  to  the 
present  time.  The  Governor's  address  was  largely  devoted  to  statis- 
tics, but  was  highly  entertaining  and  instructive,  and  was  well  re- 
ceived by  the  audience. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  Governor's  address  the  tattoo  was  sounded 
by  the  bugle  and  drum  corps,  when  the  fifth  biennial  campftre  came 
to  a  close  at  exactly  11  ^O  o'clock.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  Crocker 
brigade  never  had  a  more  successful  reunion  or  a  more  enjoyable  time. 
Everybody  enjoyed  the  occasion  and  seemed  loth  to  leave  even  after 
"taps"  had  been  sounded. 

MAJOR    PADDOCK'S    ADDUESS. 

Mr.  Presiih  „r.  Lnilks  and  Gcntlcmm : 

1  realize  that  Nebraska  brings  her  offerings  to  this  delightful  en- 
tertainment in  great  contrast  with  the  strong  states  here  represented. 
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At  another  time  in  the  history  of  the  past,  the  memories  of  which  sur- 
round us  to-night.  Nebraska  brought  her  feeble  offering.  And  though 
she  cannot  now.  more  than  then,  hope  to  vie  with  her  older  and 
st ronger  sister  states  in  wealth  of  equipment,  still,  as  she  then  partic- 
ipated in  events  which  are  memorable,  so  would  she  join  in  those  of 
the  present,  that  must  in  the  future  become  endearing  recollections. 
And  if  then  she  was  of  even  small  instrumentality  in  adding  lustre  to 
American  arms,  and  glory  to  the  American  name,  so  may  she  now  by 
contrast,  perhaps,  add  lustre  to  her  country's  greatness  and  cast  a  side 
light  upon  its  marvelous  career. 

Although  Nebraska  is  one  of  the  newest  states,  and  among  those 
furtherest  removed  from  the  schools  and  training  which  most  surely 
produce  men  skilled  in  the  professions,  in  finance  and  the  management 
of  great  enterprises,  still  she  has  some  history,  and  has  had.  and  yet 
has.  some  notable  characters. 

As  a  financier,  in  his  way.  probably  "Canada  Bill."  who  was  once  a 
hunted  citizen  of  our  state,  had  few  superiors.  Versatile  in  his  opera- 
tions, subtle  in  his  management,  "child-like  and  bland "  in  his  mani- 
festations: as  a  skilled  and  adroit  manipulator  of trust  funds  we 

may  "ne'er  see  his  like  again."  We  make  no  claim  to  a  rivalry  with 
the  great  jurists  of  our  country's  history,  though  we  have  had  some  of 
eminence  and  of  great  usefulness  in  crushing  labor  strikes  and  foster- 
ing grand  combinations  of  capital  which  are  constantly  making  the 
poor  man  rich  and  the  rich  man  poorer:  in  protecting  the  brainy  and 
brilliant  guilty,  and  punishing  with  merited  severity  the  unsophisti- 
cated and  innocent  tenderfoot.  It  is  related  of  one  of  our  earliest 
judges,  that  on  the  trial  of  a  cowboy  prince  for  the  festive  amusement 
of -getting  the  drop"  on  a  slow  comrade,  he  gave  his  charge  to  the 
Jury  somewhat  in  thiswise:  ■•Gfntleroen  of  the  jury,  stand  up  and 
receave  the  we  relict  of  the  court.  Ye*  re  not  to  belave  phat  the  iaawyers 
t  ill  ye  on  aither  side,  but  phat  the  coort  t  ills  ye  to  lake  as  iaa  yere  to 
takeaslaa.  El  ye  belave  that  the  pris'ner  at  the  bar  is  innoshent. 
ye*ll  so  find,  and  ef  ye  belave  from  the  perjured  teestomouy  that  he  is 
guilty,  yell  also  so  rind  in  yere  sintance.  and  dom  me  ef  I  don't  remit 
it."  This  is  supposed  to  be  the  just  judge  of  whom  our  school  books 
and  other  books  made  mention.  When,  or  where,  or  hotc  he  received 
his  reward  is  only  known  to  the  few.  In  the  management  of  great  en- 
terprises, whether  of  constructing  or  wrecking,  mammoth  lines  of 
transportation,  or  national  thoroughfares  of  inter-communication,  we 
have  no  Vanderbilt  or  .lav  (rould.  whose  meteoric  careers  have  dazzled 
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the  world  and  furnished  for  all  future  time  shining  examples  for  the 
emulation  of  ambitious  and  grasping  youth.  But  in  this  connection 
and  with  commensurate  assurance.  I  beg  to  offer  the  name  of  "  Buffalo 
Bill."  He  has  won  distinction  and  dollars  on  two  continents,  and 
when  not  hob-nobbing  with  the  Prince  of  Wales  or  marshaling  domes- 
ticated itinerant  aborigines,  or  inaugural  processions,  he  is  a  conspic- 
uous resident  of  the  western  part  of  our  state.  There  he  lives  and 
nourishes— his  "shooting  iron"  after  painting  things  very  red— among 
liis  liberty-loving  and  festive  neighbors,  inspiring  awe  of  the  grandeur 
of  his  person,  and  gaping  admiration  of  his  magnificent  personal 
jewels. 

I  presume  I  speak  to  many  who  are  familiar  with,  and  have  often 
admiringly  observed  our  long  continued,  softened  twilight  evenings, 
and  have  innocently  supposed  them  to  be  the  reflection  of  the  setting 
sun.  Those  of  us.  however,  who  reside  in  the  intelligent!?)  eastern 
portion  of  the  state,  have  long  been  aware  that  these  pleasing  illumi- 
nations are  produced  by  the  brilliancy  of  William's  mammoth  shirt- 
front  diamond.  And  when  darkness  "comes  o'er  us"  we  realize  that 
he  has  turned  his  manly  form  to  the  west  in  the  encounter  of  further 
terrors,  or  has  succumbed  to  his  hereditary  and  insiduous  foe — "old 
tanglefoot." 

We  have  made  some  advance  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  but  unlike 
our  more  enterprising  neighbors.  Colorado  and  California,  we  have  not 
yet  learned  how  to  apply  the  wonderful  invention  which,  turns  into 
commercial  value  broad  acres  of  climate— with  the  land  thrown  in. 
And  yet.  sir.  by  the  intrepid  march  of  her  industrious  and  indomitable 
pioneers,  Nebraska  has  compelled  the  "Great  American  Desert  "  to  re- 
treat to  unknown  and  mythical  lands,  leaving  behind  it  expansive 
prairies  of  richest  soil,  and  streamle't  valleys  of  unsurpassed  fertility. 
even  to  the  very  skirmish  line  of  the  mountains'  foot-hiUs.  And  ab- 
juring corporation  monarch*  and  silver  potentates,  she  has  proclaimed 
in  dulcet  and  picturesque  tones,  and  with  the  aid  of  her  royal  ally, 
Iowa,  has  demonstrated  to  the  world  that  "corn  is  king."  dwelling  in 
a  gorgeous  palace,  and  holding  swa\  over  a  sovereignty  of  willing  and 
wealth-producing  .subjects. 

But.  Mr.  President,  this  is  not  all  that  Nebraska  offers  of  the  hope- 
ful present  and  the  glorious  past.  Within  her  borders  are  found  sur- 
viving thousands  of  the  patriotic  and  loyal  soldiery  of  the  great  strug- 
gle for  American  preservation,  triumphing  in  its  renowned  history  and 
worshiping  its  sacred  memories.     All  over  our  fertile  domain,  in  the 
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various  walks  and  vocations  of  peaceful  and  prosperous  and  contented 
life,  are  met  sterling  and  respected  citizens,  as  they  were  patriotic  and 
valiant  soldiers,  friendly  and  warm-hearted  neighbors,  as  they  were 
genial  arrd  cheerful  and  helpful  comrades  in  arms.  Surviving  heroes  ! 
many  of  whom  on  that  memorable  July  morning,  with  swelling  hearts 
of  exultant  pride,  and  tender  retrospect,  welcomed  the  bow  of  prom- 
ise athwart  the  Yicksburg  sky,  which,  reflecting  back  across  the  anx- 
ious prairies,  across  the  watching  Alleghanies,  met  the  gleaming  halo 
of  coming  peace  encircling  the  illustrious  fteld  of  Gettysburg.  Events 
which  carried  dismay  and  consternation  to  rebellious  foreign  sym- 
pathizers sent  a  thrill  of  joy  and  gladness  to  fireside  home,  alike  of 
humble  cottage  and  stately  mansion  throughout  the  loyal  North,  gave 
answered  promise  to  hearthstone  and  sanctuary,  and  cloistered  pray- 
ers and  hope  and  faith  to  marble  halls  of  state.  And  God  "grant  that 
the  peace  which  dawned  at  Yicksburg  and  Gettysburg,  flashed  over 
the  victorious  field  of  Chattanooga,  through  the  mists  and  clouds  and 
storms  of  Missionary  Ridge  and  Lookout  Mountain,  glimmered  along 
the  heroic  valley  of  the  Shenandoah,  and  over  the  valorous  field  of 
Nashville,  lighted  the  resistless,  vanquishing  pathway  of  "Atlanta  to 
the  Sea.'' and  broke  into  full,  radiant,  noontide  effulgence  at  Appo- 
mattox, may  remain  unobscured  and  unclouded  till  the  "peace  the 
world  knows  not "  shall  dawn  for  us  and  ours  to  the  latest  generation. 


REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY

Mi\  President  and  Comrades  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade: 

At  the  date  of  our  last  meeting  there  were  2,165  names  upon  the 
Brigade  Roster.  The  changes  during  the  two  years  have  been  few,  and 
the  number  stands  substantially  the  same  now. 

May  20.  1889,  I  went  to  Council  Bluffs  and  spent  a  day  with  citizens 
of  the  place,  in  making  arrangements  for  this  meeting.  They  gave  me 
a  cordial  greeting  suggestive  of  the  warm  welcome  they  have  given  to 
you. 

On  July  1st  the  first  circular  was  sent  out,  giving  notice  of  this 
meeting.  la  addition  to  those  sent  to  members  of  the  brigade,  seventy- 
live  were  sent  to  leading  newspapers  in  [owa,  Kansas  and  Nebraska. 
with  a  request  to  publish  the  notice. 
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On  August  loth  the  circular  of  the  local  executive  committee  was 
sent  to  each  survivor,  giving  railroad  and  hotel  rates  and  urging  at- 
tendance. They  were  also  sent  to  the  same  list  of  newspapers  as  the 
tlrst  circular. 

About  July  1st  printed  letters  of  invitation  were  sent  to  distin- 
guished soldiers  and  citizens  in  the  state  and  out  of  it.  and  a  number 
have  accepted  and  are  now  your  honored  guests. 

Letters  were  written  to  members  of  the  brigade,  asking  their 
cooperation  in  the  work  of  urging  attendance  and  advertising  the  meet- 
ing. 

No  effort  has  been  wanting  to  give  notice  of  the  meeting  to  every 
survivor. 

More  than  one  hundred  circulars  have  been  returned.  The  cause  of 
this  has  been  changing  postomce  without  notice  to  the  Corresponding 
Secretary,  discontinuance  of  postomce,  or  other  unknown  cause. 

The  giving  of  notice  of  change  of  postomce  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  insure  notice  of  meetings  to  reach  you. 

A  copy  of  the  call  for  this  meeting,  the  railroad  circular,  letter  of 
invitation,  list  of  deceased  members,  and  all  other  matters  of  interest 
are  filed  with  this  report.  The  list  of  deceased  members,  is  far  from 
being  full,  and  many  more  must  have  died  than  the  number  reported. 

The  press  of  the  west  has  been  very  generous  in  giving  frequent  and 
liberal  notices  of  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF   BUSINESS    MEETING. 


SECOND  DAY.  SEPT.  19.  1889. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  General 
W.  W.  Belknap,  after  which  he  announced  that  the  first  order 
of  business  would  be  a  report  from  Acting  Quartermaster- 
General  W.  H.  M.  Pusey,.  who  made  the  following  remarks: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Brigade: 

I  want  to  say  to  you.  gentlemen,  that  the  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs 
are  doing  everything  to  make  your  stay  with  us  pleasant,  agreeable 
and  satisfactory  in  every  particular.  We  have  up  here  two  blocks,  a 
Masonic  Temple.  It  is  a  large  hall  that  seats  500  persons  at  once,  that 
is.  the  caterer  we  have  engaged  will  set  500  plates,  and  that  is  all  who 
can  sit  at  the  first  table.  We  have  ample  provisions  to  feed  more 
folks,  but  we  could  not  procure  in  this  city  a  larger  hall  or  greater 
accommodations.  Xow.  this  banquet  is  given  exclusively  to  Crocker's 
Brigade,  their  wives  and  daughters.  While  you  were  the  heroes  of  the 
■field  they  were  the  heroes  of  your  homes,  and  restored  them  to  your 
arms  on  your  return.  Bring  them  with  you.  Now  pardon  me,  but  I 
want  these  ladies  to  be  the  wives,  daughters  or  grandchildren  of 
Crocker's  Brigade.  There  were'  two  members  of  the  brigade  last  even- 
ing who  brought  to  the  opera  house  eight  ladies,  and  the  committee 
asked:  "Are  all  these  ladies  your  wives?"  Now.  gentlemen,  at  the 
close  of  your  business  meeting.  Colonel  Rood  and  Captain  Munroe  will 
remain  in  this  hall  with  me  to  distribute  to  the  members  of  your 
brigade  tickets  to  the  banquet.  They  must  be  members,  for  there 
are  right  here  in  this  city  Iowa  soldiers  who  may  be  entitled  to  come, 
but  these  men  and  this  brigade  alone  are  the  guests  of  Council  Bluffs 
to-night.  After  your  business  meeting,  you  will  please  pass  on  to  the 
stage  and  receive  your  tickets  from  Colonel  Rood  and  Captain  Munroe. 

This  morning  I  received  letters  from  eight  ladies,  to  whom  I  had 
sent  tickets,  saying:  "We  don't  want  to  go:  bring  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  the  soldiers  there,  and  we  return  our  tickets."  We  will 
have  ample  accommodations  to  entertain  you  to-night  and  we  want 
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perfect  order,  so  you  must  have  those  tickets,  and  they  are  not  trans- 
ferable. We  will  let  you  bring  one  wife,  but  don't  bring  eight.  (Great 
laughter.) 

J    $  The  President:     The.  first  business  is  the  reading  of  the 

journal  of  last  meeting.  As  you  all  know  what  the  proceed- 
ings were,  will  any  member  move  that  the  minutes  be  dispensed 
with. 

Mr.  Rhinexberger,  of  the  15th,  moved  that  the  reading  of  the 
minutes  be  dispensed  with.     Carried. 

Receiving  report  of  committee  on  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

Hon.  G.  B.  Pray,  chairman  of  committee  on  time  and  place, 
made  the  following  report : 

We  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  decided  in  favor  of  Des  Moines 
.as  being  eminently  proper.  It  is  not  only  the  home  of  Crocker,  but  is 
in  the  interior  of  the  state.  We  have  held  these  meetings  in  Western 
and  Eastern  Iowa:  we  now  think  it  absolutely  fair  that  the  location  be 
at  Des  Moines  in  the  latter  part  of  September,  1891.  the  date  to  be 
fixed  later. 

Mr.  Lett,  of  the  11th,  moved  the  adoption  of  that  report. 

Major  Kepler:  We  would  like  to  inquire  back  here  if 
there  has  been  any  invitation  from  Des  Moines.  I  understand 
that  there  are  some  telegrams  in  the  hands  of  this  committee, 
from  Marshalitown,  Keokuk,  etc.,  urging  and  inviting  us  to 
come  there.  We  think  we  ought  at  least  to  know  who  all 
favored  us  with  an  invitation. 

The  President:  The  city  of  Keokuk  invited  us  to  meet 
there.  I  also  mentioned  that  there  was  a  telegram  from 
Marshalitown;  I  also  mentioned  that  it  was  proposed  to  meet  at 
Muscatine. 

Major  Kepler:     In  addition  to  the  request  that  we  would 

come  to   Marshalitown  is   the  fact  that    the  Soldiers1  Home  is 

i  there,  and  I  desire  to   make  an  amendment  to  that  motion,  that 

the  word  Marshalitown  be  inserted  in   place  of   Des  Moines.      I

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think  we  can  receive  them  in  grand  shape.  I  think  we  will  have 
a  better  time  at  Marshalltown,  and  1  move  that  Marshalltown 
be  selected  instead  of  Des  Moines. 

Lieut.  Wetherly,  11th  Iowa  :  1  have  not  been  to  Marshall- 
town  for  three  or  four  weeks.  I  don't  know  by  what  authority 
this  telegram  is  from  Marshalltown.  I  certainly  would  .second 
the  motion  if  I  knew  from  what  authority  this  telegram  came. 
lam  satisfied  that  Marshalltown  would  do  as  much  for  Crocker's 
Brigade  as  any  city  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  We  have  not  a  great 
many  of  Crocker's  Brigade  living  in  our  town,  and  if  this 
invitation  has  been  by  authority  from  Marshalltown,  I  certainly 
would  advocate  the  Brigade  meeting  there.  We  certainly  have 
good  water  there. 

General  Belknap  :  I  would  ask  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee to  read  that  telegram  from  Marshalltown  if  he  has  it. 

G.  B.  Pray;  No  request  from  Marshalltown  has  been 
received.  The  only  thing  we  had  before  the  committee  was 
Keokuk.  Ottumwa  and  Des  Moines.  I  will  say  for  the  city  of 
Des  Moines  that  this  has  been  under  consideration  for  some 
time.  I  am  sure  that  the  Brigade  will  meet  with  a  royal  welcome 
if  they  go  there. 

Major  Hioley:  This  committee's  report  was  by  a  comrade 
from  each  regiment,  and  have  decided  wisely.  No  doubt  Mar- 
shalltown would  be  :i  very  nice  place  to  meet,  and  I  believe 
that  if  the  comrades  meet  at  Des  Moines  they  will  have  a  good 
time. 

Col.  Jesse  Cheek:  This  matter  has  been  under  considera- 
tion by  Des  Moines  for  more  than  a  year.  At  our  last  meeting 
we  wanted  to  present  the  name  of  Des  Moines  for  the  next 
meeting;  but  believing  in  justice  to  the  comrades  of  Nebraska, 
Kansas,  etc.,  we  gave  way  to  the  city  of  Council  Bluffs,  and  I 
assure  you  that  if  we  meet  at  Des  Moines  we  will  have  a  glorious 
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good  time,  and  as  for  water,  we  have  good  rivers  near  it,  such 
as  'Coon,  Des  Moines,  etc. 

The  motion  was  then  put  in  regard  to  the  amendment  insert- 
ing Marshalltown  instead  of  Des  Moines,  and  was  rejected.

I  would  much  prefer  to  retire  on  full  pay;  but  as  the 
treasury  is  empty  and  I  would  be  compelled  to  expend  my  in- 
come in  the  payment  of  my  salary,  I  accept  the  position  most 
thankfully  that  you  have  given  me,  and  I  have  one  special  rea- 
son for  doing  thai,  tor  1  know  that  my  fame  is  abroad  in  other 
lands.     I  have  a  daughter,  whom  perhaps  you  may  have  seen,

who  when  examined  in  Paris  as  to  the  three  greatest  generals 
in  the  world,  when  she  was  eleven  years  old,  and  she  has  always 
been  truthful,  replied,  Belknap,  Grant  and  Napoleon.     You  all 
- 1   *  pretend  never  to  have  heard  that,  but  I  believe  that  is  the  reason 

for  the  fifth  time  you  have  elected  me  President. 
Colonel  Rood  wTas  loudly  called  for  and  said  : 

Tn  the  course  of  our  lives  as  soldiers  if  we  lose  the  esteem  and  respect 
of  other  men,  we  can  bear  it  without  a  murmur,  if  we  should  lose  the 
respect  of  our  comrades,  we  would  hide  our  faces  from  our  fellow  men. 
I  cannot  promise  to  do  different  than  I  have  in  the  past,  but  T  shall 
endeavor  as  long  as  I  serve  you  to  do  as  I  have  done  in  the  past.

Captain  Donnelson  was  one  of  the  first 
to  enlist  in  the  Company.  He  rendered  Captain  Clark  valuable 
assistance  in  recruiting  for  the  Company ,  He  was  the  first  Orderly 
Sergeant,  made  out  the  first  morning  report,  first  pay  roll,  detailed  its 
first  guards,  drew  its  first  camp  equipage.  At  the  election  of  officers 
he  was  elected  Second  Lieutenant  and  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Survey  that  held  an  inquest  on  those  shoddy  overcoats.  He 
was  severely  wounded  at  Shiloh.  April  (i.  18(11.  He  was  elected  the 
second  Captain  of  the  Company  June  8.  1862.  vice  Captain  Daniel  15. 
Clark,  resigned.  He  resigned  on  account  of  his  wounds,  September 
1">.  L882.  He  died  as  he  had  lived,  loyal  to  his  (rod  and  his  country, 
and  to  his  friends.  He  left  a  wife  and  seven  children  to  mourn 
his   loss.

-CORRESPONDENCE. 


The  following  is  the  list  of  letters  submitted  by  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  received  from  members  of  the  Brigade  and 
other  invited  guests  : 

Ellijay.  Ga..  Aug.  IT.  1889. 
General  Wm.  W.  Belknap.  Washington,  D.  C: 

My  Dear  General,— In  compliance  with  the  request  contained  in 
your  valued  favor  of  the  25th  ult..  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing matter: 

For  about  ten  years  past  I  have  from  time  to  time  been  over  much 
of  the  old  ground,  forever  rendered  sacred  to  us  by  the  sublime  deeds 
of  our  old  comrades,  and  looking  back  over  an  experience  of  four  years 
of  army  life,  no  part  <>f  which  could  be  called  inactive,  and  much  of 
which  was  tilled  with  exciting  incidents.  [  find  standing  out  clearly 
and  indelibly  impressed  upon  my  mind  the  stirring  days  of  the  Atlanta 
campaign. 

En  route  to  Atlanta  by  the  way  we  pursued  in  1S64,  there  is  nothing 
to  particularly  impress  our  people  until  near  Ac  worth,  where  we  joined 
Sherman's  main  army,  although  there  are  many  who  will  recall  with 
pleasure.  Rome,  with  its  beautiful  environs,  and  others  of  the  towns 
along  our  line  of  march.  On  the  occasion  of  my  first  revisit  I  found 
myself  greatly  interested,  and  seemed  to  recognize  the  ground  about 
Acwortli.  which  indeed  presents  much  the  same  general  appearance 
now  as  when  we  passed  over  it:  in  1864;  but  as  the  train  reached  Big 
Shanty  my  interest  grew  intense,  and  I  was  fairly  carried  back  to  the 
old  (lavs,  and  when  Kenesaw  Mountain  burst  into  view  I  felt  trans- 
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ported,  and  only  with  real  difficulty  succeeded  in  conducting  myself  in 
a  manner  not  to  attract  attention. 

I  doubt  whether  there  is  a  man  living  who  fought  with  us  in  our 
*  old  positions  before  Kenesaw  Mountain  who  cannot  at  this  distance  of 

time  recall  it  as  vividly  as  any  spot  on  earth,  whether  it  be  his  birth- 
place or  the  hallowed  ground  where  his  dearest  friends  lie  buried. 

between  our  final  position  before  Kenesaw  and  the  mountain  itself 
there  are  the  same  undulating  fields  and  scraps  of  woodland  :  the  same 
red  hillsides,  with  their  wrinkled  slopes  reaching  down  to  the  winding 
creek  and  its  fringe  of  trees,  which  made  up  the  beautiful  landscape 
between  our  lines  and  those  of  the  enemy,  and  which  lovely  picture  we 
so  ruthlessly  marred  by  daily  disputations  with  our  unquiet  neighbors. 

I  find  I  can  heretrace  our  old  positions  with  more  accuracy  than  at 
any  other  place:  the  location  of  our  most  advanced  line  of  skirmish 
pits  being  almost  certainly  traceable,  although  now  smoothed  down 
and  covered  with  a  tine  growth  of  cotton. 

The  fortifications  upon  the  mountain,  it  may  well  be  imagined,  are 
sadly  out  of  repair,  and  so  overgrown  that  they  do  uot  present  a  very 
formidable  appearance,  but  with  the  aid  of  memory  we  can  readily 
locate  the  batteries  and  the  well  remembered  signal-station  at  the  top. 
There  has  been  planted  well  up  toward  the  summit  an  orchard  and 
vineyard,  and  both  are  in  tine  bearing. 

But  this  is  a  fast  train,  and  while  [  have  been  calling  up  old  memo- 
ries we  have  skirted  the  northern  base  of  the  mountain,  over  the  very 
ground  we  tried  so  unavailingly  to  pass,  and  as  we  slow  up  the  unsen- 
timental brakeman  shout's  ••Marietta!"  and  I  have  a  moment  to  view 
that -portion  of  the  town  visible  from  the  car  window,  and  afterward 
to  get  a  good  rear  view  of  the  mountain.     Marietta,  as  all  know,  has 

!  been  honored  bv  the  location  there  of  a  national  cemetery,  where  lie 

I 

buried    more  than  two  thousand  of  our  old  comrades.     Like  all  our 

national  cemeteries,  this  is  beautifully  situated  and  admirably  well 
\  kept. 

I  should  grow  tedious  indeed  if  I  were  to  retrace  the  ground  between 
l»ig  Shanty  and  Xick-a-.Jack  Creek,  but  the  rapid  tiank  movement  to 
that  place,  the  spirited  fighting  of  the  4th  and  5th  of  July,  as  we  closed 
in  upon  the  enemy's  stronghold,  will  always  be  remembered,  as  well  as- 
the  dizzy  inarch  from  there  to  Roswell\s  Ferry,  where  we  crossed  the 
Cimttarhoochie  River:  the  pretty  running  fight,  of  .July  2o.  over  the  pic- 
turesque eountry  east  of  Atlanta,  up  to  our  position  on  the  :!l>>t.  the 
splendid  charge  and  subsequent  lighting  that  day.  and  later  on,  the 
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manoeuvre  to  the  position  we  held  at  the  opening  of  the  memorable 
and  eventful  battle  of  July  22. 

There  is  something  about  this  battle  and  that  of  the  28th  of  the 
same  month,  that,  to  my  mind,  distinguishes  them  from  all  other 
battles  of  the  war.  From  the  time  of  the  first  appearance  of  the 
strong  lines  of  Confederates  moving  upon  our  position;  all  through  the 
tierce  shocks  of  their  magnificent  charges,  and  the  desperate  fighting 
as  we  labored  in  the  masses  of  the  flushed  and  temporarily  victorious 
troops  who  had  penetrated  to  our  rear,  and  who  were  only  a  moment 
too  late  to  aid  their  brethren,  pressing  in  our  front,  in  our  complete 
capture:  in  short,  from  the  first  moment  of  this  dreadful  conflict  to 
its  tragic  close,  it  was  evident  to  me  and  T  think  to  all  of  us.  that 
something  grandly  momentous  was  transpiring,  and  as  the  fight  waxed 
hot.  this  feeling  grewlnto  a  certainty  and  the  soldiers  fought  with  all 
the  spirit  and  determination  of  men  who  hazard  their  all  upon  the 
result  of  battle.       '    . 

The  story  of  this  battle  has  never  been  and  never  can  be  told.  As 
for  our  part  in  it.  the  slow  movement  as  we  sullenly  gave  ground, 
gathering  in  any  shape  about  our  regimental  colors,  until  we  hastily 
reformed  in  the  position  in  the  field,  from  which  we  as  sullenly  with- 
drew to  the  hill,  whore  we  joined  Leggett's  troops  and  with  them 
repelled  so  many  desperate  charges— this,  which  was  a  part  of  our  part 
in  the  fearful  tragedy,  will  always  be  vividly  remembered.  There  is 
not  a  man  who  did  hisduty  that  day.  who  cannot  recall  acts  of  heroism 
performed  by  common  soldiers,  that  justly  entitled  them  to  the  thanks 
of  Congress. 

The  splendid  dovi]*  of  our  well-loved  Belknap  will  always  live  in 
our  memories,  and  heroes  never  fought  to  grander  music  than  his  mag- 
nificent voice,  which  rose  above  The  awful  din  of  battle  on  every 
field,  cheering  and  inspiring  us  with  a  courage  which  would  have 
rooted  a  coward  to  his  ground  in  the  face  of  odds. 

Cj)on  this  tragic  ground  the  men  of  those  peerless  armies  of  the 
North  and  South  met,  and  grappling/rioted  for  hours  in  the  richest 
blood  ever  spilled  in  war.  until,  weak  and  panting,  sickened  with 
slaughter,  they  fell  apart,  each  forced  to  recognize  in  the  other  those 
sublime  qualities  of  courage  and  fortitude  which  made  victory  possible 
only  to  superior  numbers  faultlessly  handled. 

The  every -day  courage  of  Sherman's  army  or  the  Army  of  the 
Tennessee  was  never  fjuestioned.  but  tie-  ferocity  of  the  troops  when 
the  killing  of  our  idol.   MeWierson,    became   known,    was  something 
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appalling,  and   in  the  awful  struggle  of  the  afternoon,  war  was  sup- 
planted by  murder,  for  we  were  frenzied,  and  face  to  face  with  mad- 
men who  only  knew  that   victory  was  vital  to  their  cause,  and  who 
surrendered  only  with  their  lives,  their  hopes  of  victory. 
i  Upon  this  tield  the  splendid  army  of  the  Confederacy,  which  had 

confronted  us  so  long.' received  the  first  of  those  awful  blows  whose 
telling  effects  so  suddenly  and  so  unmistakably  appeared :  and.  with 
the  close  of  the  suicidal  battle  of  the  28th.  beaten  and  sick  at  heart. 
the  enemy  staggered  to  the  friendly  cover  of  his  trenches,  from  which 
lie  at  last  withdrew  with  faltering  steps,  his  wan  eyes  and  blanched 
<-heeks,  his  lean  and  shrunken  sides,  and  his  unsteady  and  uncertain 
gait  and  vacillating  course,  pathetically  portending  his  fast  approach- 
ing end. 

The  blackened  rums  of  Atlanta,  which  we  left  when  we  began  the 
famous  march  to  the  sea.  have  long  since  disappeared,  and  in  their 
place  has  risen  a  magnificent  city  which  has  become  the  capital  of  the 
state  and  one  of  the  most  important  commercial  centers  in  the  coun- 
try. It  is  the  most  Cosmopolitan  city  in  the  South,  and.  except  upon 
fete  days  is  not  distinctively  southern  in  appearance.  Several  new  rail- 
ways and  highways  have  been  constructed,  and  these,  together  with 
other  improvements,  have  ruthlessly  swept  through  and  destroyed  a 
great  portion  of  their  fortifications  about  the  city;  still,  upon  almost 
every  eminence  there  yet  stand  mouldering  ruins  of  the  old  works  whose 
mute  evidence  of  the  struggle  is  touchingly  pathetic  to  any  beholder 
Mho  participated  in  the  siege. 

1  have  sought  to  establish  with  certainly  our  various  positions  from 
the  20th  to  the  22d.  inclusive,  but  regret  my  inability  to  do  so.  as  many 
improvements  have  been  made,  and  some  of  the  fields  are  now  grown 
up  with  pine  and  other  trees,  whose  stately  appearance  causes  one  to 
wonder  much  when  he  realizes  that  the  ground  on  which  they  stand 
was  cultivated  in  1864:  besides,  I  have  only  my  memory  to  aid  me  in 
this. 

But  there  is  one  place  of  paramount  interest  to  all.  the  location  of 
which  is  almost  certainly  known,  and  reverently  uncovering,  we  ap- 
proach the  hallowed  spot  where  the  thrice  noble  and  dearly  loved 
McPherson  fell,  and  which  is  now  marked  by  a  large  siege  gun  planted 
upright  upon  a  granite  base,  and  inclosed  by  an  iron  railing:  several 
seats  have  been  placed  under  the  surrounding  trees  and  there  are  other 
evidences  that  the  spot  i>  now  more  frequented  than  formerly. 

From  this  spot  we  can  with  reasonable  accuracy  trace  our  position 
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at  the  opening  of  the  battle,  but  there  is  less  evidence  remaining  than- 
would  be  supposed,  the  havoc  among  the  trees  which  was  at  first  so 
marked  a  feature  being  now  scarcely  perceptible,  and  we  are  compel  led 
to  recognize  the  fact  that  nature  has  busied  herself  in  wiping  out  these 
traces  of  the  conflict,  while  a  large  portion  of  the  busy  population  give 
little  thought  to  the  fearful  sacrifices  that  were  here  made  to  perpetu- 
ate their  liberties:  yet  the  old  soldiers  may  find  consolation  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  duty  well  and  faithfully  done,  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
the  fact  that  to  their  services  our  country  owes  her  present  prosperity 
and  proud  position  among  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

May  we  not  look  forward  to  a  time,  perhaps  a  hundred  years  from 
now,  when  we,  touching  elbows  in  unbroken  line,  shall  from  behind 
the  walls  of  Paradise  look  out  upon  this  great  and  happy  country. 
with  its  hundreds  of  millions  of  people,  whose  intelligence  shall  have- 
solved  the  problem  and  whose  sense  of  justice  shall  have  enacted  into 
law  the  plan  whereby  each  and  every  individual  shall  be  made  to  bear 
his  just  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government  and  secure  and  enjoy 
his  full  measure  of  the  privileges  and  blessings,  whose  happy  lot  it 
shall  be  to  dwell  together  in  that  perfect  unity  resulting  from  the 
amicable  settlement  of  all  serious  questions  of  division  and  the  com- 
plete obliteration  of  sectional  lines'.-' 

When  the  grand  public  system  of  the  States  shall  have  fully  matured 
and  performed  its  perfect  work,  and  the  people  arc  thus  lifted  up.  no 
power  on  earth  may  assail  our  country's  safety,  and  at  this  time  we 
may  perhaps  realize  something  of  the  importance  of  the  rough  but 
manly  part  we  acted  in  our  country's  history. 

To  all  the  old  boys  a  cordial  greeting,  an  embrace  and  a  "(rod  bless 
you."  Sorrowing  with  you  over  our  departed  comrades,  and  rejoicing 
with  you  in  the  happiness  of  your  reunion,  I  remain,

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  REGIMENTAL  MEETINGS, 


THE   ELEVENTH    REGIMENT. 


The  11th  Iowa  hold  their  regimental  meeting  at  G.  A.  R. 
hall,  Council  Bluffs,  at  half  past  two  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
ISth  day  of  September,  1889,  10S  members  being  present. 
Captain  Miles  was  chosen  Chairman,  Captain  B.  F.  Rose,  from 
Concordia,  Kansas,  was  appointed  Secretary,  and  Miss  Elsie 
Hall,  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Colonel  A.  C.  Blizzard  the  greetings  of  the 
assembly  were  ordered  sent  to  Mrs.  Colonel  Hall,  residing  at 
Seattle,  Washington  Territory.  The  motion  was  carried  unani- 
mously, after  which  three  cheers  were  proposed  for  her,  which 
were  given  in  a  most  heart}'  manner. 

It  was  then  announced  that  the  society  was  in  debt  to  the 
amount  of  £600,  and  that  General  Belknap  had  requested  that 
each  regiment  raise  *l.r>0  as  their  proportion.  Captain  J.  II. 
Munroe  was  called  upon  to  explain  about  this  debt,  and  he  res- 
ponded to  the  request  by  giving,  in  a  few  well  chosen  remarks, 
the  expenditures  of  the  society  for  the  last  year,  such  as  print- 
ing tin'  proceedings, shadges,  etc.  The  budges  being  no  expense 
to  the  society  except  to  the  members  themselves,  so  that  all 
monev  that  goes  out  for  the  badges  is  returned. 

It  was  then  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
wait  on  the  meeting  here  and  obtain  their  subscriptions  at  once. 
This  motion  was  amended,  and  each  comrade  was  asked  to  give 
whai  he  could  afford.  Dr.  \\  atson.  Colonel  Blizzard  and  Cap- 
tain .1.  H.  Munroe  were  chosen  by  the  chair  on  this  committee. 
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Colonel  Blizzard  made  a  strong  appeal  to  the  members  on  this 
point,  and  in  a  few  minutes  $105.35  had  been  raised  by  the 
11th  as  their  proportion. 

It  was  then  moved  and  seconded  that  an  expression  of  sym- 
pathy and  regret  be  sent  to  Colonel  Abercrombie,  as  he  would 
appreciate  it  more  as  coming  from  his  old  regiment,  and  to 
show  him  that  they  had  not  forgotten  him.  It  was  moved  that 
Colonel  Hare's  name  be  added,  and  the  motions  were  carried 
unanimously. 

S.  C.  Dunn  ottered  the  motion  that  the  regiment  form 
promptly  at  7:30  at  the  Ogden  House  and  march  in  a  body  to 
the  opera  house  under  the  command  of  Captain  B.  F.  Rose. 
Carried. 

Remarks  were  made  pro  and  con  on  the  advisability  of  having 
a  permanent  organization  of  the  regiment,  with  officers  to  take 
charge  of  its  affairs,  and  it  was  decided  to  have  such  an  organi- 
zation. The  chair  then  appointed  a  committee  of  three,  con- 
sisting of  S.  C.  Dunn.  J.  H.  Munroe  and  A.  E.  Keith,  to  name 
officers  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

The  committee  reported  for  officers  as  follows:

Vice-Prtsident— Lewis  Eisifer,  Co.  E. 
Sea-eta ry —John  Lett.  Co.  E. 
Treasurer— Lee  Jarboe.  C<».  IT. 

These  officers  were  elected  unanimously. 

Dr.  Watson  made  an  enthusiastic  appeal  in  regard  to  holding 
a  general  reunion  of  all  the  soldiers  of  the  state  of  Iowa  in  189", 
and  that  he  advised  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  legisla- 
ture. In  view  of  this  fact  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  a 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the 
necessary  steps  for  a  general  state  reunion  of  the  Iowa  soldiers 
in  1890.      The  chair  appointed  for  that  committee.  Dr.  Watson, 
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E.  B.  Lewis  and   Captain  B.    F.    Rose.      Many   remarks .  were 
made  on  this  subject,   and  it  was  finally  deeided  to  refer  the 
matter  to  the  brigade  for  action. 
It  was  then  moved  to  adjourn.

The  letters  of  President  Sanders  and  Vice-President  Cheney 
expressed  a  desire  to  be  relieved  from  farther  service  as  officers 
of  the  society. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  he  had  published  a  roll  of  the  regi- 
ment and  mailed  a  copy  to  every  member  whose  address  was 
known  to  him.  The  cost  originally  contemplated  was  $25,  but 
the  expense  had  reached  $35.  The  work  had  been  undertaken 
with  the  knowledge  that  the  society  had  no  funds,  and  it  was 
left  with  the  members  to  contribute  if,  in  their  judgment,  the 
work  was  commendable,  and  if  a  further  publication  of  a  more 
complete  roll  was  desired. 

Many  remarks  were  made  expressive  of  thanks  to  the  Secre- 
tary for  the  roll,  and  urging  the  importance  of  making  it  more 
complete,  with  a  view  to  its  publication  two  years  hence,  and  on 
motion  Mr.  Haver  and  Mr.  Davidson  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  solicit  subscriptions  from  the  members  present.  They 
shortly  reported  the  amount  received,  $12.85. 

Mr.  Haver  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  ask  from  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Sixteenth  Iowa,  whose  address  is  known,  a  contribution  of 
50  cents  to  reimburse  the  Secretary  for  money  expended  and  to  create 
a  fund  for  revising  and  republishing  the  roll.

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  forward  letter  of 
Vice-President  Cheney,  descriptive  of  the  present  condition  of 
"the  country  we  marched  over"  in  Tennessee  and  Alabama,  to 
the  Grand  Army  Advocate,  with  request  for  its  publication. 

The  meeting  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  for 
a  general  interchange  of  sentiments,  and  adjourned  without 
further  business. 

September  19,  1889. 

At  the  close  of  the  morning  brigade  meeting  the  members  of 
this  regiment  were  called  together  in  the  opera  house,  Council 
Blutl's,  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  Brigade 
Society,  Isaac  Clements  in  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  since  yesterday's  meeting  he  had 
learned  that  the  publication  of  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting 
of  Crocker's  Brigade  would  depend  upon  whether  the  Brigade 
Society  could  or  could  not  raise  the  money  to  pay  off  its  pres- 
ent indebtedness  and  publish  the  book  :  that  the  annual  dues  and 
membership  fees  received  were  insufficient:  that  other  regimental 
organizations  had  contributed  a  portion  of  the  money  required, 
and  some  action  should  be  taken  by  the  Sixteenth. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Mr.  Bickel,  was  adopted  : 

Bemhed,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  embrace  in  the  request 
for  50  criiis  for  regimental  mil.  a  like  contribution  of  50  cents  a  mem- 
ber, by  which  our  portion  of  the  Brigade  indebtedness  may  be  liquida 
ted. 

Many  members  present  paid  their  assessments,    as  shown  by 

the  Treasurer's  report.

On  motion.  Judge  Day  was  elected  Chairman,  who  stated  that 
as  the  Brigade  had  lost  its  beloved  President,  the  object  of  this 
meeting  was  to  have  an  informal  talk  as  to  the  situation  and 
map  out  a  program  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Brigade. 

A  letter  from  Capt.  Munroe,  Vice-President,  wasread,  stat- 
ing regrets  for  inability  to  be  present. 

Col.  Higley,  Vice-President,  sent  word  by  Col.  Rood  that  he 
was  sick  and  unable  to  come. 

Gen.  Sanders,  Vice-President  for  the  16th  regiment,  sent 
word  by  Capt.  Fraeker  that  he  could  not  be  present.

Resolved,  That  Col.  Hood  be  requested  to  prepare  a  memorial  ad- 
dress on  the  life  and  character  of  Gen.  Belknap. 

Carried. 

Suggestions  for  the  program  for  the  next  Brigade  meeting 
were  asked  for. 

Col.  Cheek  suggested  that  the  proceedings  for  the  first  even- 
ing be  made  up  largely  as  a  memorial  service  for  Generals  Bel- 
knap and  Crocker. 

This  appeared  to  meet  the  views  of  those  present. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

HONORED  OF   IOWA. 

"Fairer  seems  the  ancient  city,  and  the  sunshine  seems  more  fair, 
That  he  once  has  trod  its  pavement,  that  he  once  has  breathed  its  air!  " 

So  wrote  the  poet  Longfellow  of  Albert  Durer.  the  great  artist, 
whom  lie  so  happily  names  "the  Evangelist  of  Art."  But  the  time  is 
surely  coming  when  the  memories  of  two  of  our  Iowa  soldiers— men 
who  went  out  as  captains  only  from  this  city  of  Pes  Moines— may 
evoke  like  encomiums  from  the  pens  of  other  poets.  We  refer  to 
Generals  Crocker  and  Tuttle.  The  appreciative  words  of  Gen.  Grant 
concerning  our  own  Crocker  do  not  flow  so  musically  as  those  of  the 
poet,  but  they  will  always  echo  "down  the  corridors  of  time.''  He  was 
"  lit  to  command  an  independent  army."  Those  words  will  live  as  long 
as  our  language  lasts,  carrying  the  memory  of  that  gallant  soldier  to 
the  remotest  ages.  AVre  all  know  how  the  charge  of  Gen.  Anthony 
Wayne  at  Stony  Point.  July  15.  177t>.  lias  ever  been  characterized  as 
one  of  the  sublimest  deeds  in  American  history,  as  it  no  doubt  was: 
but  it  has  always  seemed  to  us  that  the  charge  upon  the  rebel  works 
at  Fort  Donelson.  led  by  Col.  Tuttle.  of  Des  Moines,  was  in  every 
respect  its  equal  !  But  while  such  men  are  still  living  or  people  are 
living  who  know  them  personally,  the  lialos  which  illuminate  the 
deeds  of  heroes  arc  slow  to  rise  and  take  form.  It  is  rather  cold  com- 
fort to  a  soldier,  old  and  poor,  to  be  told  that  the  future  will  do  just  ice 
to  his  memory,  and  that  statues  in  his  honor  will  be  erected  by  a 
grateful  posterity — but  that  is  much  the  way  matters  go  in  i  his  world-— 
so  curiously  made  up  as  it  is  !  People  now  living  will  some  day  see  the 
proudest  tributes  paid  to  the  memories  of  these  two  Iowa  heroes.  It 
will  be  a  proud  thing  for  this  city.

It  consists 
of  the  original  draft  of  Gen.  Crocker's  report  on  the  battle  of  Corinth. 
in  his  own  hand-writing,  with  one  his  letters  to  his  life-long  friend. 
Jinn.  P.  M.  Casady.  who  sa*ys:  "Crocker  wrote  a  very  tine  hand  for 
a  lawyer,"  These  now  precious  memorials  of  our  great  hero  are 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  fine  portrait  engraved  on  steel  for  Capt. 
Stewart's  book  on  the  "Iowa  Colonels. "  Under  the  same  glass  are 
port  raits  of  Gen.  Samuel  A.  Rice  and  his  brother.  Gen.  E.  X.  Rice. 
with  a  lt-tter  by  the  first  named  to  Hon.  James  Harlan— all  very  pre- 
cious mementoes  of  ••  the  bravest  of  the  brave,"  of  the  dark  days  of  the 
war  for  the  Union.

WELCOME  TO  CROCKER    BRIGADE. 

Des  Moines  to-day  has  a  heartfelt  welcome  for  its  honored  guests— 
the  members  of  the  famous  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade.  Veterans  of  four 
years  of  war  and  earnest  toilers  in  a  quarter  of  a  century  of  peace  and 
restoration  after  the  war.  they  have  been  the  moulders  of  thought  and 
action  in  one  of  the  most  memorable  periods  in  modern  history.  As 
the  battle-scarred  heroes  of  many  of  the  greatest  battles  of  the  greatest 
war  of  modern  times— they  are  welcome  in  the  capital  of  the  state  for 
which  they  achieved  imperishable  honors. 

The  story  of  the  achievements  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  reads  like  a 
romance.  Born  full  grown  and  full  armed  of  the  struggles  at  Shiloh, 
tliey  fought  at  Corinth,  before  Yicksburg.  and  with  Sherman  from 
Chattanooga  to  the  grand  review  in  Washington  City  at  the  close  of 
the  war.  they  left  in  their  trail  of  glory — Kenesaw  Mountain.  Atlanta. 
Savannah.  Columbia,  Fayetteville.  Bentonville  !  The  veterans  of  no 
war  achieved  a  more  distinguished  fame  or  added  more  to  the  military 
glory  of  a  state.  The  fame  they  achieved  for  themselves,  and  in  a 
much  larger  measure  for  the  state  and  nation,  was  not  of  a  single  battle. 
but  a  series  of  battles  and  a  series  of  victories.  Under  the  four  com- 
manders—the  gallant  Col.  Marcellus  M.  Crocker,  organizer,  and  ttrst 
disciplinarian  of  the  brigade,  then  Hall.  Chambers,  and  last  but  not 
least.  Iowa's  distinguished  Gen.  Belknap,  the  Iowa  Brigade  partici- 
pated in  sixty-eight  battles  and  made  the  triumphal  tour  of  the  Con- 
federate states,  conquering  wherever  fell  the  force  of  their  arm-. 
righting  and  marching,  storming  breastworks,  fording  rivers,  wading 
swamps,  the  brave  Brigade  pushed  forward  until  the  war  was  brought 
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to  a  close  by  the  surrender  of  Lee.  It  is  with  a  thrill  of  pride  that  one 
reads  the  story  of  their  wonderful  victories. 

To  the  man  whose  name  honors  the  Brigade  and  state,  it  is  con- 
ceded, was  due  much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Iowa  Brigade,  Col.  Crocker, 
afterward  Gen.  Crocker,  was  a  disciplinarian  as  well  as  a  brave  leader 
of  his  troops,  lie  schooled  the  four  immortal  Iowa  regiments  in  the 
severest  tactics  of  the  volunteer  military  system  and  inspired  the  men 
with  his  own  matchless  courage.  The  Thirteenth  Regiment  had  the 
honor  of  giving  to  the  Brigade  this  courageous  officer,  who  was  the  first 
to  command  it.  Col.  William  Hall,  who  succeeded  Crocker,  came  from 
the  Eleventh  Regiment.  Alexander  Chambers  from  the  Sixteenth,  and 
and  Gen.  Belknap  was  the  contribution  of  the  Eleventh  Iowa.  Gen. 
Belknap  held  the  command  until  the  close  of  the  war,  and  so  it  was 
that  each  one  of  the  four  regiments  whose  survivors  are  here  to-day. 
had  the  honor  of  furnishing  a  commander  for  the  Brigade. 

It  is  impossible  to  follow  in  greater  detail  the  war  story  of  the  Iowa 
Brigade.  Its  great  events  will  be  told  by  eloquent  lips  at  t lie  camp- 
tires  and  banquets  of  to-day  and  to-morrow.  And  when  all  has  been 
said  and  written  that  tongue  can  utter  or  pen  indite,  all  of  the  courage, 
the  endurance  and  the  sufferings  of  the  years  of  service  of  the  Iowa 
Brigade  will  not  have  been  told.  There  is  much  that  can  never  be 
told— but  the  veterans  as  they  clasp  the  hands  of  brave  comrades  to- 
day, and  once  more  look  into  each  other's  faces  will  realize  what  the 
war  was  and  what  it  meant  to  them.  The  story  of  their  valor  and 
their  suffering  was  written  in  heart  throbs— it  will  never  be  written  in 
ink.

The  widow  of  Gen.  M.  M.  Crocker  is  visiting  her  sister.  Mrs.  .1.  C. 
Ilotchkis>,  414  West  Fourth  street.  Mrs.  Crocker,  ok  account  of  her 
health,  has  lived  for  the  past  three  years  in  Los  Angeles;  California. 
For  four  or  live  sears  before  that  she  lived  in  Chicago.  She  lias  three 
children,  one  sou  and  two  daughters.  Her  children  resemble  the  gen- 
eral very  much.  She  says  she  did  claim  her  youngest  daughter  as 
resembling  herself,  but  now  she  has  grown  to  resemble  her  father — 
joined  the  Crocker  Brigade  as  it  were.  The  son.  Frank,  resides  in 
Washington.  D.  C.  1  ne  eldest  daughter,  Mrs.  Duncan,  lives  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  younger  daughter.  Mrs.  West,  is  a  widow  and  is  travel- 
ing In  Europe.  Mrs.  Crocker's  father,  Jesse  O'Neal,  at  the  age  of  89 
years,  lives  on  his  farm  in  Dallas  < -•  >i ; 1 1 ! > ,  where  Mrs.  Crocker  will  visit 
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him  to-morrow.  Mrs.  Crocker  has  just  secured  a  grand  oil  painting-  of 
her  husband.  It  is  from  the  brush  of  a  young  German  artist,  a  Mr. 
Carling.  of  St.  Paul.  The  painting  is  from  a  photograph  taken  of  Gen. 
Crocker  at  Yieksburg  in  the  winter  of  1863.  Some  of  his  brother 
officers  buttoned  up  his  military  coat  and  almost  forced  him  off  to  a 
photograph  gallery  where  he  sat  for  the  negative.  He  never  had  but 
one  photograph  taken  before  that  one,  and  that  was  taken  in  Pes 
Moines  before  the  war.  Another  Des  Moines  artist  took  an  ambro- 
type  of  him  before  the  war.  and  no  other  pictures  of  the  general  were 
ever  secured.  The  general  never  wore  a  beard  until  he  enlisted.  The 
painting  by  Carling  represents  the  general  in  full  uniform.  His  very 
bright  blown  eyes,  his  black  hair,  his  reddish  black  beard,  in  fact,  all 
his  features  are  lifelike.  Mr.  J.  S.  Polk.  Gen.  Crocker's  former  law 
partner,  agrees  with  Mrs.  Crocker  in  liking  the  painting.  Mrs. 
Crocker  feels  overwhelmed  by  the  kindness  shown  her  by  her  old 
friends,  and  she  also  appreciates  the  love  shown  to  her  husband's 
memory  by  the  men  of  the  Crocker  Brigade.  The  lady  looks  to  be  in 
good  health,  and  she  is  young  in  appearance. 
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REPORT   OF   BUSINESS   MEETING. 


FIRST   DAY. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Sept.  23,  1S91. 

Meeting  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  called  to  order  by  Capt.  John 
II.  Munroe,  of  the  11th  Iowa,  from  Muscatine,  First  Vice- 
President. 

Present — Capt.  John  H.  Munroe,  First  Vice-President,  11th 
Iowa:  Hon.  S.  A.  Marble,  13th  Iowa:  Gen.  Add.  II.  Sanders. 
Second  Vice-President,  16th  Iowa  :  Col.  II.  H.  Rood,  Corres- 
ponding Secretary;  Capt.  C.  W.  Fracker,  Recording  Secretary, 
and  about  400  members. 

The  CjiaiPwMan  :  Gentlemen  <>/!}>,-  Crocker  Brigade* — This 
is  the  sixth  reunion  of  this  Brigade,  and  it  becomes  my  duty. 
:is  First  Vice-President  of  this  Association,  to  call  you  to  order, 
which  I  now  do.  The  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting,  held  at 
Council  IMuti's,  were  not  printed,  for  tin-  reason  that  we  \\'ei'e 
tmt    financially  able  to  bear   that   expense,  and  consequently  the 
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reading  of  the  minutes  will  have  to  be  omitted  on  this  oeeas- 
sion.  You  probably  all  remember  what  oeeured  there,  as  it  was 
printed  in  the  daily  papers  of  Council  Bluffs.  We  will  now 
proceed  to  business  as  laid  down  in  our  constitution  and  by-laws. 

Secretary  Fracker  :  Mr.  Chairman, — Before  we  com- 
mence on  the  program  I  would  move  you  ( in  order  to  make  it 
formal,)  that  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  at 
Council  Bluffs  be  dispensed  with. 

Motion  seconded  and  earried. 

The  Chairman  :  The  next  on  the  program  is  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  for  nomination  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  different  regiments  name  to 
me  each,  one  member  of  that  committee. 

The  following  members  were  named  by  the  respective  regi- 
ments :  11th  Iowa,  W.  H.  Tedford,  Company  F  ;  13th  Iowa, 
Capt.  Kepler;  15th  Iowa,  Capt.  Reinearson  ;  16th  Iowa,  Lieut. 
John  Hayes,  of  Red  Oak. 

The  Chairman  :  The  next  will  be  the  committee  on  time 
and  place  of  holding  our  next  reunion,  and  we  will  proceed  with 
that  part  of  the  program. 

The  following  members  were  nominated  and  elected  as  the 
committee:  Samuel  Dunn,  of  the  11th  Iowa:  II.  II.  Rood,  of 
the  13th  Iowa:  W.  P.  Muir.  of  the  15th  Iowa:  Peter  Kiene,  Jr., 
of  the  10th  Iowa. 

The  Chairman  :  I  believe  that  is  all  the  committees  that  are 
necessary. 

Comrades,  since  our  last  meeting  our  most  distinguished  com- 
rade has  joined  the  silent  majority,  and  we  feel  his  loss  very 
deeply.  In  the  course  of  human  events  we  must  expect  things 
of  this  kind  to  happen,  but  I  undertake  to  say  that  no  society 
in  the  United  States,  of  soldiers  or  ex-soldiers,  or  any  other  or- 
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ionization  ever  loved  its  President  and  Commander  more  than 
the  Iowa  Brigade  loved  that  gallant  soldier  and  gentlemen, 
William  W.  Belknap.  (Applause,)  It  will  be  impossible,  com- 
rades, to  till  his  place,  and  I,  it]  occupying  his  place  temporar- 
ily, feel  the  great  loss  in  even  attempting  to  do  what  he  has  so 
long  and  well  done.  I  understand  General  Sanders  has  a  motion 
to  make,  and  I  will  give  way  to  him. 

General  Sanders,  oe  the  16th  Iowa  :  Mr.  President  and 
Cmnmde.% — A  sad  duty  has  been  imposed,  or  rather,  a  high 
honor  conferred  on  me.      I  will  read  briefly  what  1  have  to  say: 

(iKX.    A.    11.     SANDERS    ON  THE    DEATH  OF    GEN.    WILLIAM    WORTH    BEL- 
KNAP. 

Mr.  President  and  Comrades^ — The  sad  task  lias  been  imposed.  or 
rather,  the  honor  conferred  on  me.  of  formally  announcing  to  the 
Crocker  Brigade,  what  as  individual  members  you  have  long  and  sor- 
rowfully known,  the  death  of  our  late  President.  Gen.  Win.  W.  Bel- 
knap—and  in  this  connection  to  move,  as  in  proper  time  I  shall  do.  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  on  resolutions  expressive  of  our  esteem 
for  the  man  and  the  soldier,  our  appreciation  of  his  labors  for  this 
association  as  its  many  years  President,  and  our  affectionate  memory 
<>!'  the  '•  loved  arid  lost"  who  now  sleeps  at  Arlington. 

At  the  fourth  biennial  reunion  of  this  Brigade  held  at  Davenport. 
September  21-22.  1887,  the  following  resolutions  were  read,  and  passed 
with  great  enthusiasm  at  the  close  of  the  second  day's  business  meet- 
ing. September  22.  four  years  ago  yesterday  : 

••Whereas.  This  day  records  the  fifty-eighth  mile  down  life's  path- 
way of  our  beloved  and  honored  President.  W.  W.  Belknap:  be  it 
therefore 

" Resolved,  That  the  heartiest  congratulations  of  the  members  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  be  extended  to  him.  on  this,  his  anniversary. 

*•  Resolved,  That  in  looking  back  over  the  thrilling  events  of  the 
past,  no  man  stood  out  more  grandly  or  was  loved  more  deeply  by 
Crocker's  men  than  our  58-year-old  comrade.  (Jen.  \V.  W.  Belknap. 

"  lit  sol  n  d.  Thai  we  implore  thepowersthat  be,  that  his.  life  may  be 
extended   beyond   tin4   full   measure  of  years  of   mankind.     May    his 
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shadow  never  grow  less,  his  health  remain  perfect,  and  he  he  able  to 
put  in  his  spare  time  "whooping  up  the  boys." 

Two  years  later,  at  Council  Bluffs.  Gen.  Belknap's  life  had  yet  been 
spared,  and  it  then  seemed  it  might,  as  one  resolution  prayed,  be 
"extended  beyond  the  full  measure  of  years  of  mankind." 

Two  years  more  since  then  have  passed,  and  again  the  veterans  of 
the  old  Brigade  are  gathered,  a  fast  lessening  host,  but  even  stronger 
their  clasp  of  hand  and  warmer  the  beating  of  their  hearts  in  friend- 
ship, as  they,  miss  those  whose  names  so  lately  on  our  roster,  shall 
never  more  on  earth  answer  "here"  at  a  reunion  roll  call.  One  grand 
voice,  and  so  recent  its  eternal  stilling,  that  even  now  its  echo  seems 
with  us.  has  responded  "  here"  to  the  Almighty's  call,  but  •"here"  with 
us  it  shall  never  more  again  be  heard. 

There  is  a  presence  gone  forever  from  the  old  Brigade.  As  sunshine 
passes  away,  deep  shadows  pall  the  places  of  light  and  joy-,  we  feel  the 
absence  of  so  much  that  gave  us  social  warmth,  and  germinated  the 
seeds  we  had  planted  of  veteran  friendship,  growing  up  to  the  strong 
tree,  and  blossoming  and  bringing  forth  much  fruit  of  old-time 
memories  and  present  happiness.  And  such  a  grand  presence  was  that 
we  miss — such  splendid  physic. il  manhood — such  greatness  of  heart, 
that  gathered  us  all  in  the  wide  grasp  of  its  affections— such  eloquence. 
humor  and  pathos,  such  industry,  energy  and  tact,  in  conducting  these 
reunions,  from  the  morning  business  meetings  to  the  evening  camp 
fire  and  the  last  night's  parting  banquet,  lie  was  at  the  birth  of  our 
•organization,  its  second  President,  and  unanimously  reelected  at  awry 
reunion. 

At  "the  front"  in  peace  as  in  war.  he  laid  the  plans,  always  elabor- 
ate, of  every  reunion,  and  by  correspondence  of  weeks  and  months 
matured  every  design,  and  was  personally  early  in  the  field,  critical  of 
i'\wy  disposition  of  his  troops  before  leaving  the  charge.  And  what 
grand  social  results  followed  from  the  first  at  Washington,  [own,  to 
the  last  at  Council  Bluffs,  in  all  of  which  Gen.  Belknap  was  with  us, 
l  he  leading  spirit. 

But  the  very  nature,  the  construction,  the  war  history  of  this  Brig- 
ade, paved  the  way  for  a  civil  organization  of  its  veterans,  which  even 
without  him  must  have  insured  the  happiest  social  results.  Its  four 
regiments  were  consolidated  in  a  Brigade  at  an  early  period  in  tin- 
war,  and  thus  they  remained  ti!i  the  war  closed,  not  another  regiment 
added  'nor  one  taken  away.  This  naturally  brought  officers  and  men 
into  tin-  hit imacy  of  years'  companionship  on  the  march,  in  the  buttle 
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and  in  the  camp.  Their  trials  and  their  pleasures,  were  together. 
Shoulder  to  shoulder  they  shed  their  blood,  and  side  by  side  many  of 
those  left  behind  now  sleep  under  the  'pines  and  tin'  evergreens  and 
cypress  of  the  south.  Any  regimental  jealousies  became  absorbed  or 
obliterated  in  Brigade  pride.  The  old  Brigade,  its  honor  and  bravery. 
its  record,  were  first  :  regimental  consideration,  secondary:  and  at  the 
final  mustering  out,  not  one  regiment  did  or  dared  boast  of  superiority 
over  the  others  for  deeds  of  valor  or  duty  well  performed,  and  officers 
and  men  parted,  whether  veterans  of  the  11th.  13th,  15th  or  16th,  with 
mutual  respect  and  regard  for  each  other  as  became  soldiers  who  had 
nobly  done  their  duty.  After  the  lapse  of  years  the  strong  desire  of 
the  surviving  comrades  to  once  more  gaze  into  each  other's  faces  with 
the  clasp  of  hand  now  on  an  equality  whether  grasping  the  sabre  or 
musket  in  war.  suggested  the  idea  of  this  organization. 

Gen.  Belknap  was  preeminently  qualified  for  this  great  work  of  re- 
organization from  the  esteem  with  which  lie  was  held  by  old  comrades, 
his  executive  ability,  energy  and  tact,  and  his  warm  pride  in  the  old 
Brigade  he  had  once  commanded.  He  knew  that  the  memory  of  this 
Brigade  and'  its  great  deeds  would  be  kept  alive  by  such  organization. 
and  the  reunions  of  its  survivors  prove  happiness  to  them.  The  object 
was  accomplished.  At  five  reunions  he  was  permitted  by  a  kind  Provi- 
dence to  witness,  with  hundreds  of  comrades,  the  results  of  the  work 
in  which  his  hands  had  been  so  instrumental  in  accomplishing  with 
their  aid.  But  he  is  with  us  no  more.  Belknap  is  dead.  The  old 
Brigade  lives.  Its  flags,  tattered  and  torn,  are  still  with  its  around 
which  to  rally  those  left  of  the  fast  passing  away  veterans.  To-day 
there  is  once  again  a  union  of  hearts  and  a  union  of  hands  of  the 
Crocker  Iowa  Brigade,  and  beneath  the  folds  of  the  flag  we  helped 
preserve,  emblematic  of  the  Union  forever,  may  we  meet  many  times 
more,  wlijle  the  soul  of  our  old  comrade  and  commander  is  march- 
ing on. 

And  now.  Mr.  President,  I  move  the  appointment  by  yourself  of  a 
committee  of  five  on  resolutions  to  give  suitable  expression  to  the  feel- 
ings of  the  survivors  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  on  the  loss  of  their 
comrade  and  late  President,  Gen.  Win.  W.  Belknap. 

The  motion  of  Gen.  Sanders  for  appointment  of  committee 
by  the  President  was  duly  seconded  and  carried  by  an  unani- 
mous vote.  \ 

Col.  II.  II.  Rood:    Mr.   Cltau-tiiatu  —  l   move  that    the  only

living  son  of  our  president  be  made,  by  unanimous  consent,  an 
honorary  member  of  the  Crocker  Brigade. 

Here  Mr.  Belknap  was  called  for. 

Mr.  President:  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you 
General  Belknap's  son,  Hugh  R.  Belknap. 

Mr.  H.  K.  Belknap:  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, — I 
feel  exceedingly  grateful  for  your  action.  It  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  attend  several  of  your  reunions.  From  my  earliest 
childhood  I  was  taught  to  love  this  Brigade,  for,  gentlemen,  I 
had  as  a  teacher  my  father  (applause),  and  the  task  before  me 
was  an  easy  one,  for  he  loved  you  so  dearly  that  he  easily  taught 
me  to  do  the  same.  I  can  only  express  my  thanks  for  your 
kind  actions.  On  the  last  great  day  when  we  are  all  gathered 
in  the  presence  of  Him  who  is  not  only  the  God  of  battle  but 
the  God  of  mercy,  and  each  one  is  called  upon  to  render  up  our 
treasure,  it  will  be  my  pride  to  say  "'This,  my  father,  is  my 
jewel."  And  I  am  comforted  by  the  belief  that  the  men  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  will  shout  "  Amen."      (Applause.)

Col.  Rood:  I  have  more  than  one  hundred  such  letters, 
including  letters  from  General  Gresham  and  from  different  ones 
of  the  boys  from  Ohio,  California  and  other  parts  of  the  union, 
that  I  will  not  take  time  to  read  further. 


CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 


Office  of  Corresponding  Secretary, 

Mt.  Vernon.  Iowa,  Sept.  21,  1891. 
Mr.  President  and  Comrades  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade: 

I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  sixth  biennial  reunion  of  this 
association. 

The  number  of  names  of  survivors  remains  substantially  the  same, 
21(C).  the  additions  and  losses  being  about  equal.  Greater  care  as  to 
postofliee  address  of  members  has  enabled  your  corresponding'  secretary 
to  reach  nearly  all  with  our  circulars  :  but  few  letters,  in  proportion  to 
the  whole  number  have  been  returned,  yet  it  is  again  urged  that  mem- 
bers take  care  to  give  prompt  notice  of  change  of  postofliee  address. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  not  only  notify  each  member,  but  the  press 
has  been  fully  notified  of  the  meeting,  and  has  given  the  notice  a  wide 
and  generous  publicity. 

It  is  a  source  of  deep  regret  to  the  officers  of  the  association  thai 
more  liberal  terms  could  not  be  secured  from  the  railroads  for  this 
meeting.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  citizens  of  Des  Moines  was 
a  strong  ope,  and  this  committee  and  the  officers  of  the  association 
gave  more  time  and  effort  to  securing  a  low  rate  of  fare,  and  to  keep 
the  lines  of  such  reduction  as  broad  as  the  entire  west,  than  ever 
before. 

All  efforts  were  in  vain,  and  the  rate  in  spite  of  them,  confined  to 
the  state.

The  glorious  camp-fire  of  the  Crocker  Iowa  Brigade  last  night  at  the 
Grand  opera  house,  was  a  memorable  feature  of  the  reunion  of  the 
boys  of  the  Eleventh,  Thirteenth,  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  regiments. 
The  elaborate  decoration  of  the  auditorium  were  the  wonder  of  a  large 
■crowd,  which  was  very  appreciative.  The  work  was  done  under  direc- 
tion of  A.  W.  Wright.  W.  A.  Park  and  E.  L.  Blair.  Around  the  bal- 
cony and  gallery  rails  w( .:c  arranged  bright  flags  and  banners,  drooped 
and  caught  up  in  regular  distance,  by  silken  streamers  with  gold 
fringe.  The  boxes  were  finely  dressed  in  silken  flags,  shields  and  golden 
eagles.

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A  regular  army  tent  was  pitched  at  the  right  and  stacks  of  muskets 
were  placed  at  guard  over  it.  A  flag  x>ole  just  in  front  of  the  tent  and 
at  the  edge  of  the  stage,  bore  a  flag  at  half  mast  at  the  opening  of  the 
exercises. 

The  stage  proper  was  elaborately  decorated  with  flags,  two  fine  speci- 
mens of  which  were  very  gracefully  draped  from  the  center  of  the 
proscenium  areh.  A  row  of  potted  plants  of  rare  varieties,  very  thick 
at  the  stage  ends  and  thinning  out  in  an  artistic  way  at  the  center, 
were  arrange  1  in  a  way  that  made  the  stage  appear  to  be  a  floral 
bower.  At  the  left  of  the  center  was  a  large  portrait  of  Gen.  Belknap, 
appropriately  draped.  On  the  center  column  of  one  box  was  also  a 
painting  of  the  general  and  on  the  corresponding  column  across  the 
hall  was  a  large  portrait  of  General  Sherman. 

,  The  center  of  attraction,  however,  was  the  magnificent  oil  painting 
of  Gen.  M.  M.  Crocker,  which  was  set  over  the  center  footlights.  It 
was  encased  in  a  heavy  gilt  frame,  about  which  a  brilliant  silk  flag 
closed  its  folds  as  though  to  thus  speak  its  thanks  for  what  the  noble 
commander  had  done  for  it.  Many  a  veteran's  eyes  filled  with  mem- 
ory's tears  at  sight  of  the  face,  which  was  very  lifelike. 

All  the  seats  in  the  parquet  and  dress  circle  were  reserved  for  the 
members  and  their  ladies.  The  boxes  were  occupied  chiefly  by  the 
wives  and  daughters  of  the  gentlemen  who  were  serving  so  nobly  on 
committee  work  for  the  entertainment  of  the  Brigade.  Mrs.  Gen. 
Crocker  was  present,  seated  in  a  box  on  the  right. 

At  the  back  part  of  the  stage  the  Iowa  State  Band  had  seats,  and 
before  the  programme  began  rendered  two  concert  pieces  for  which 
the  audience  returned  thanks  in  hearty  applause. 

When  Vice-President  Munroe  called  the  meeting  to  order  there  was 
a  fearful  crowd  in  the  house.  The  aisles  were  jammed  with  people 
who  put  up  with  the  discomfort  of  sitting  in  camp  chairs  and  on  the 
floor.  Men.  women  and  children,  hundreds  in  number,  had  been  refused 
admittance  because  there  was  no  room.  The  more  fortunate  ones  lis- 
tened reverently  to  a  prayer  by  Rev.  A.  L.  Frisbie.  The  Iowa  State 
Band  rendered  a  medley  of  national  airs  and  then  the  bugle  call  was 
sounded  and  the  vast  audience  was  surprised  to  see  uniformed  soldiers 
spring  from  the  tent  and  run  up  the  flag  on  the  staff,  while  others 
hurried  to  picket  duty.    This  act  caused  great  applause.

'Twould  be  difficult  to  imagine  a  more  brilliant  picture  than  was 
presented  at  the  Grand  opera  house,  with  its  beautiful  fragrant  flowers, 
masses  of  pc:ted  plants,  boxes  tilled  with  handsome  ladies,  and  the 
main  house  with  rugged,  grizzled  veterans.  Pictures  of  Generals 
Crocker.  Belknap  and  Sherman  were  to  be  seen  on  the  stage  and  over 
the  boxes.

Thou  art  over  nations:  Thou  art  over  the  destiny  of  na- 
tions; Thou  settest  up  one  and  pattest  down  another:  in  Thy  wise 
providence,  oh  Lord,  our  nation  has  been  set  on  high:  Thou  didst  per- 
mit it  in  the  beginning  a  gloHolis  thought  for  its  initial  thought,  and 
Thou  didst  grant  that  it  should  he  sustained  by  a  holy  self-sacrifice; 
we  thank  Thee  for  all  t  licit  the  fathers  wrought  in  behalf  of  humanity 
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and  freedom  from  slater}'.  We  thank  Thee  for  all  things  that  were 
established  and  determined  to  be  settled  when  the  war  of  our  inde- 
pendence closed  and  we  stood  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  a  free 
people  to  work  out  our  destiny  under  Thee,  and  in  connection  with 
the  other  peoples  of  the  earth.  We  thank  Thee.  Almighty  God.  that 
Thou  dost  permit  to  grow  in  the  hearts  of  our  people  the  spirit  of  honor 
and  loyalty  to  the  nation  where  they  live.  We  thank  Thee  that  in 
every  instance  where  it  was  necessary  to  call  upon  the  people  for  a  dis- 
play of  this  loyalty  it  has  not  been  found  wanting.  We  give  Thee 
thanks  that  in  the  time  when  this  nation  was  in  direst  peril,  and  mis- 
led and  mistaken  men  turned  aside  to  establish  thoughts  of  their  own 
and  break  away  from  the  bonds  that  held  us  together,  that  then  the 
loyalty  of  the  people  was  not  wanting:  the  loyalty  of  the  people 
to  the  government  that  had  fostered  and  protected  them:  that  then 
■his  loyalty  did  not  fail.  We  thank  Thee,  O  Lord,  that  once  again 
this  governmental  thought  of  liberty  was  established,  reestablished  and 
reformed  for  all  the  world  to  hear.  We  give  Thee  thanks  for  the  one 
nation  which  now  stands  before  all  nations,  flying  one  Hag  and  assent- 
ing to  one  governmental  authority.  We  thank  Thee,  O  Lord,  for  the 
good,  true  men  who  in  danger  and  in  privation,  and  in  great  perils, 
many  times,  went  through  all  the  scenes  out  of  which  came  this  rees- 
tablished natron.  We  give  Thee  thanks,  O  Lord,  for  the  great  army 
of  those  who  gave  up  themselves  as  free  offerings  for  their  country's 
sake.  We  give  Thee  thanks  for  all  the  true,  brave  men  who  went 
through  all  the  dangers,  marched  in  the  marches,  fought  in  the  battles. 
camped  on  the  mountains  and  in  the  valleys,  and  who  endured  all  that 
they  might  see  this  flag  safely  through.  We  thank  Thee,  O  God.  for 
all  their  self-devotion,  for  all  their  courage,  for  all  their  self-sacrifice. 
We  thank  Thee  that  so  many  are  living  together  here  in  life  to-day 
to  shake  hands  once  more  with  old  friends  and  march  in  line  with 
friends  who  inarched  in  lines  with  them  thirty  years  ago.  We  thank 
Thee  for  Thy  kindness  to  them,  and  that  they  stand,  so  many  living 
memorials  of  lasting  and  true  patriotism,  to  preach  to  all  nations  that 
these  things  which  we  prize  most  have  been  secured  to  us  at  no  mean 
price  of  blood  and  sacrifice.  May  this  gathering  be  one  of  joy,  interest 
and  satisfaction.  Abide  with  them  in  their  homes,  and  in  their  closing 
years  may  they  see  the  smile  of  Heaven  resting  upon  this  land  more 
and  more,  and  by  their  actions  fostered,  strengthened  and  defended  so 
that  when  they  -hall  go  over  to  tie1  further  sub;  and  pitch  their  tents 
under  the  ureeu  trees  and  bv  the  still  waters  there.  Unit   thev  mav  go 
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with  the  glad  assurance  that  this,  their  trial  and  offering  and  sacrifice. 
has  not  "been  in  vain.    Through  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen.

ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME, 

DELIVERED  BY  HON.    J.    S.    POLK. 

Mr.  President,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,— On  the  morn- 
ing of  the  12th  of  April,  1861,  this  nation  was  aroused,  startled  and 
horrified  by  the  shrill,  hissing,  devilish  shriek  that  arose  from  Charles- 
ton as  the  first  rebel  shot  went  hurtling  through  the  walls  of  Sumter. 
Louder  and  louder  it  became,  as  it  was  borne  on  the  wings  of  the 
wind,  and  was  echoed,  and  reechoed,  repeated  and  repeated  on  even- 
hillside  and  in  every  hamlet  in  this  broad  land.  Like  the  wail  of  some 
wild  demon,  it  fell  on  our  ears.  The  nation,  for  the  time  being,  was 
paralyzed  and  seemed  to  stagger  as  if  under  the  weight  of  some 
hideous  nightmare,  the  origin  and  portent  of  which  could  neither  be 
fathomed  nor  foretold. 

It  was  my  privilege  at  this  time  to  be  associated  with  the  distin- 
guished General  whose  name  you  bear,  in  the  trial  of  a  cause  in  an 
adjoining  county.  Theeoiirt  had  been- opened  with  the  usual  •"Hear 
ye  !  hear  ye  I"  the  record  had  been  read,  the  jury  called,  and  we  were 
engaged  in  the  examination  of  a  witness,  when  a  loud  tumult  was 
head  from  without.  The  door  of  the  court  room  was  ruthlessly  torn 
open  and  it  was  announced  that  Sumter  had  been  tired  on.  the  stars 
and  stripes  trailed  in  the  dust,  and  that  President  Lincoln  had  called 
for  volunteers. 

In  describing  the  effect  of  this  announcement  in  that  court  room,  i 
am  constrained  to  repeat  the  beautiful  and  forcible  language  of  Lord 
Byron,  where  he  describes  a  "similar  scene  : 

"Hush!  hark!  a  deep  sound  strikes  like  a  rising  knell; 
Did  ymi  not  hear  it  ?— no,  'twas  but  the  wind. 
Or  the  car  rattling  o'er  the  stony  street.

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Confusion  ruled  the  hour  within  as  without.  The  judge  forgot  his 
judicial  ermine;  the  jury  wildly  deserted  the  box;  the  lawyers  threw 
down  their  books  and  briefs — 

u  While  thronged  the  citizens  with  terror  dumb, 
Or,  whispering  with  white  lips,  the  foe  !  they  come  !  they  come  !  "* 

There  was  then  and  there  "  hurrying  to  and  fro,  and  mounting  in 
hot  haste,'"  for  scarcely  had  the  reverberations  of  these  hideous  sounds 
died  away  before  Gen.  Crocker,  with  no  thought  but  his  country  and 
her  peril,  was  hastening  to  Pes  Moines  to  tender  his  services  in  her 
defense.  The  sound  of  the  drum  and  screaming  fife  were  heard  as  he 
hurriedly  entered  the  city— Hags  were  flying,  and  the  whole  populace 
was  on  the  street  in  wild  excitement. 

A  meeting  was  called.  It  was  opened  with  prayer  to  the  "Most 
High"  for  protection  and  guidance  in  that  hour  of  the  nation's  peril. 
At  its  conclusion,  the  audience — men,  women  and  children— arose 
with  one  accord  and  sang — 

"The  star  spangled  banner,  long  may  it  wave 
O'er  the  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave." 

Never  were  heard  such  cheering  strains  before.  This  patriotic  out- 
burst of  the  people  still  rings  in  the  ears  of  many  here  to-night  who 
took  part  in  that  meeting:  As  the  last  stanza  of  that  grand  anthem 
died  away  on  the  evening  air,  the  welkin  rang  with  the  wild  shouts 
of  the  populace.  ''•  Crocker!  Crocker!  Crocker!"  His  neighbors  intuit- 
ively looked  toliim  as  their  leader  and  counselor  in  that  liQur  of  fright- 
ful peril  and  uncertainty.  Mr.  Lincoln  had  just  been  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  after  the  most  bitter  partisan  strife  the 
country  had  ever  known.  As  a  result,  hatred  and  bitter  feelings 
rankled  in  the  breasts  of  partisans.  The  seeds  of  discoid,  contention 
and  strife  had  been  sown  broadcast  in  the  land.  Des  Moines  was  no 
exception  to  the  rule.  It  had  been  for  months  a  seething  political 
cauldron.  General  Crocker  had  taken  a  decided  and  active  part  against 
the  election  of  Mr.  Lincoln  and  had  voted  with  many  of  those  who 
had  just  raised  the  standard  of  revolt,  yet  on  that  ever  memorable 
night,  when  called  out  by  his  neighbors,  he  denounced  the  treasonable 
acts  of  former  political  friends,  and  without  hesitation  or  reservation 
announced  his  determination  to  stand  by  his  country  right  or  wrong; 
declared  Mr.  Lincoln  its  legally  elected  head,  and  appealed  to  all  present 
tostand  by  t  he  President  in  enforcing  ihr  laws  and  preserving  the  union 
Such  words  of  patriotism  as  fell  from  his  lips  thai  night  would  have 
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done  honor  to  the  immortal  Tell  or  Marco  Bozzaris.  He  spoke  as  never 
man  spake.  •  He  seemed  inspired.  His  audience  was  "both  unified  and 
nerved  by  his  noble  words  as  by  a  bolt  from  heaven.  And  when  in  con- 
clusion he  tendered  his  services  to  his  country  and  called  for  volun- 
teers, a  wild  rush  was  made  for  the  platform.  Old  and  young,  with- 
out regard  to  past  political  differences,  vied  with  each  other  for  pre- 
cedence.   A  company  was  formed  and  Crocker  elected  its  captain. 

Amid  such  scenes  as  these,  and  I  might  say  in  this  city,  your  Brig- 
ade had  its  conception  and  birth,  although  many  of  you  enlisted  else- 
where. How  your  Brigade  grew  from  infancy  to  strong,  vigorous,  dar- 
ing manhood,  and  how  each  of  you  became  a  veteran  soldier,  the  pages 
of  history  can  tell  better  than  I.  When  General  Grant,  the,  greatest 
captain  of  his  age.  has  said  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  that  "'it  was  a 
Brigade  renowned  for  its  marches,  its  battles,  its  losses  and  for  the 
high  soldierly  qualities  of  its  officers  and  men:"  what  further  meed  of 
praise  could  any  man  add'? 

That  you  performed  your  duty  faithfully  and  well  is  manifest  from 
the  bloody  fields  emblazoned  on  your  banners,  %iiu  comparison  with 
which  Marathon,  Bannockburn  and  Bunker  Hill,  fields  held  sacred  to 
the  cause  of  human  liberty  would  lose  their  luster  and  renown."  The 
long  list  of  your  noble  and  gallant  dead  will  ever  bear  bloody  and  con- 
vincing testimony  of  your  and  their  patriotism  and  devotion  to  home 
and  country.   . 

To  you  and  your  associates  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  we  can  never 
repay.  You  demonstrated  by  your  acts  of  gallantry  and  heroism  that 
we  had  a  country,  a  nation  bound  together  by  indissoluble  ties,  and  not 
with  ropes  of  sand.  You  and  your  brave  comrades  cemented  these 
bonds  with  your  blood. 

You  struck  the  shackles  of  slavery  from  tour  millions  of  human 
beings,  and  proclaimed  to  the  world  that  we  were  indeed  a  nation  of 
freemen.  And  as  the  crowning  glory  of  your  lives,  you  forgave  and 
forgot  the  animosities  of  the  war.  When  General  Lee  surrendered,  you 
were  ready,  and  did  extend  the  warm  hand  of  friendship  to  your 
prodigal  brothers,  and  welcomed  them  back  to-  the  old  homestead. 
Through  your  acts  of  forgiveness  and  words  of  kindness  you  made  it 
possible  for  the  blue  and  the  gray  to  meet  with  fraternal  greetings. 
And  as  a  result  of  your  generous  acts  to  a  fallen  foe,  the  white-winged 
angel  of  peace  now  rules  this  broad  land.  Wre  have  a  union  in  fact  and 
not  onr  of  force).  We  have  peace. as  the  result  of  love,  not  of  standing 
armies:  and  we  have  prosperity  and  happiness  such  as  no  other  nation 
on  earth  enjoys.

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That  you  were  and  are  borne  in  affectionate  memory  by  your 
neighbors,  for  your  unselfish  patriotism.  I  can  testify.  I  imagine  now 
I  see  them  as  of  yore,  as  they  stood  for  long  weary  hours  around  the 
bulletin  boards,  waiting  and  watching  for  news  of  you.  With  what 
alternate  pleasure  and  pain  they  read  of  your  fatiguing  marches  and 
countermarches  in  the  south:  of  your  bloody  reverses  and  final 
successes  at  Shiloh :  of  your  bravery  at  Corinth  and  luka  :  of  your 
long  and  bloody  watch  at  Vieksburg:  of  your  glorious  victories  at 
Kenesaw  and  Atlanta:  and,  oh!  how  wild  their  joy  as  they  read  of 
your  victorious  march  to  the  sea  under  the  now  immortal  Sherman, 
and  of  your  final  and  triumphant  entry  into  Richmond  and  Washing- 
ton, proclaiming,  as  it  did.  the  long  and  cruel  war  ended,  the  union 
restored. 

Could  you  have  seen  their  saddened  faces  and  tear-stained  cheeks 
as  they  read  of  your  privations  and  sufferings,  and  the  long  list  of  your 
brave  comrades  who  so  freely  gave  up  their  lives  in  defense  of  their 
homes,  their  liberty  and  their  country  — could  you  have  seen  the 
devotion  of  your  mothers,  your  wives,  your  sisters  and  your  sweet- 
hearts as  they  gathered  around  the  aid  circles,  making  clothing  for 
your  weary  limbs,  preparing  lint  for  your  wounds  and  refreshments  for 
your  famishing  bodies:  and,  when  their  weary  work  was  done,  oh! 
could  you  have  seen  them,  as  with  sobs  and  tears  they  knelt  down  and 
offered  up  their  supplications  for  your  protection  and  deliverance:  and 
lastly,  could  you  have  heard  their  wild  shrieks  of  joy  as  they  learned 
that  the  cruel  war  was  over,  you  would  have  felt  that  your  sufferings 
and  privations  were  not  in  vain,  and  that  you  indeed  were  appreciated 
and  loved,  and  that  you  would,  on  your  return,  receive,  as  you 
deserved,  a  warm,  a  hearty,  a  royal  welcome.  Such  an  one  you  then 
receiwd.  and  such  an  one  we  now  tender  to  you  on  the  occasion  of  this, 
your  visit  to  General  Crocker's  home  and  tomb.  Here  he  lived  and  was 
loved  by  all :  here  he  laid  his  services  on  the  altar  of  his  country,  and 
here,  in  our  beautiful  Woodland,  lie  his  ashes.  He  was  our  friend  and 
our  neighbor:  your  friend  and  your  comrade.  As  you  loved  and  honored 
him.  soweloveand  honor  you.  And  inasmuch  as  he  cannot  extend  to  you 
the  warm  handshake  and  hearty  greeting  as  of  yore  when  you  visited 
his  city  and  his  home,  I  am  deputed  by  the  city  of  Des  Moines,  and  by 
its  citizens,  by  his  loved  and  estimable  wife,  by  his  friends  and  his 
neighbors,  in  his  name  and  theirs,  to  extend  to  you  and  each  of  you. 
their  thanks  tor  the  honor  you  do  to  him  and  them  in  this  visit,  and 
to  tender  to  you  the  freedom  of  the  city,  and  the  warmest  welcome  of 
12 
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its  citizens  while  you  stay,  and  to  beg  of  you  in  after  years,  as  per- 
chance you  may  visit  our  city  to  strew  flowers  on  the  graves  of  your 
illustrious  general  and  his  comrades,  to- remember  that  you  will  always 
be  welcome. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  permit  me  to  say  to  you  and  each  of  you,  that 
you  have  the  prayers  and  best  wishes  of  each  and  every  citizen  of  Des 
Moines.  May  the  future  bring  to  you  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness 
as  a  reward  for  your  noble  and  unselfish  deeds  of  valor  and  patriotism. 
May  your  lots  be  cast  in  pleasant  places— places  more  beautiful  than 
the  Vale  of  Terape  and  richer  far  than  the  fabled  gardens  of  Hes- 
perides. 

But,  alas,  you  are  not  all  here  to-night  to  receive  our  thanks,  our 
congratulations  and  our  proffered  hospitality.  Your  ranks  have  been 
sadly  decimated  by  time  and  the  ravages  of  war.  The  gallant  Crocker, 
and  Belknap,  and  Reid,  and  Iledrick,  and  Dewey,  and  a  thousand  and 
more  of  your  brave  comrades,  lie  sweetly  slumbering  in  their  dreamless 
beds.  Their  work  is  done,  but  their  illustrious  examples  will  live  as 
long  as  time  shall  last;  and  wherever  among  men,  a  heart  shall  be 
found  that  beats  to  the  transports  of  patriotism  and  liberty,  its  inspira- 
tions will  be  to  love  and  revere  their  names  and  imitate  their  ex- 
amples. 

To  these  absent  and  loved  ones  I  will,  in  the  language  of  a  distin- 
guished poet,  say :. 

"Sleep  on,  embalmed  and  sainted  dead! 

Dear  as  the  blood  ye  gave, 
Xo  impious  footsteps  hi:  re  shall  tread 

The  herbage  of  your  grave. 
Nor  shall  thy  glory  be  forgot, 

While  Fame  her  record  keeps. 
Or  Honor  points  the  hallowed  spot 

Where  valor  proudly  sleeps. 

"Yon  marble  minstrel's  voiceless  stone 
In  deathless  song  shall  tell.

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RESPONSE  BY  CAPT.   JOHN  H.  MTJNROE,  FIRST   VICE  PRESIDENT, 
ELEVENTH    IOWA. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — In  behalf  of  the  society  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  well  as  my  pleasure  to 
respond  to  your  words  of  welcome,  and  in  doing  so  I  know  that  I  voice 
the  feelings  of  every  member  of  our  society  present,  when  I  say  to  you 
that  the  friendship  shown  and  the  greetings  extended  to  us  by  the 
citizens  of  Des  Glomes  on  this  occasion  have  indeed  been  royal. 

In  this  goodly  and  patriotic  city  more  than  thirty  years  ago.  Gen. 
Marcellus  M.  Crocker  was  one  of  your  citizens,  and  it  was  from  here  he 
responded  to  the  call  of  the  immortal  Lincoln  to  do  and  to  die,  if  need 
be.  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union. 

His  career  as  a  soldier  no  doubt  was  watched  by  many  of  you  with 
pride,  and  we.  who  followed  his  lead  through  four  years  of  bloody  war, 
and  passed  through  the  great  conflict  with  him  to  a  successful  and 
glorious  end.  are  here  to-night  enjoying  ourselves  to  the  fullest 
measure. 

Sir,  the  survivors  of  Crocker's  Brigade  felt  assured  when  your  com- 
mittee made  known  to  us  two  years  ago  at  Council  Bluffs  the  wish 
that  we  should  meet  here,  that  a  warm  welcome  awaited  us,  and  to- 
night as  we  cast  our  eyes  over  this  vast  and  brilliant  audience  and 
view  with  pride  the  decorations  made  in  the  beautiful  hall,  that  you 
meant  what  you  said.  We  are  thrice  glad  that  we  accepted  your  invi- 
tation, and  are  now  preseut  enjoying  your  hospitality. 

Ten  years  ago  this  society  was  organized  "to  keep  alive  and  pre- 
serve that  kiudly  and  cordial  feeling  which  has  been  one  of  the  char- 
acteristics of  the  Brigade  during  its  career  in  the  service,  and  to  keep 
the  fame  and  glory  of  its  members  who  died  either  on  the  field  of 
battle  or  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  to  cause  proper  memorials  of  their 
services  to  be  collected  and  preserved."  and  during  these  ten  years, 
many,  very  many  of  our  members  have  answered  to  the  last  roll  call 
and  are  now  in  camp  on  the  other  side.  As  each  year  passes  away  a 
brigade  or  more  of  our  comrades  pass  the  picket  line  into  the  great 
unknown,  but  our  love  for  each  other  grows  stronger  and  stronger: 
our  love  for  each  other,  welded  as  it  were  upon  the  field  of  Shiloh. 
grows  and  will  continue  to  grow  until  time  with  us  shall  be  no  more. 

At  these  gatherings,  or  reunions  as  we  call  them,  we  come  to  take 
by  the  hand  old  comrades,  to  once  more  look  into  their  eyes  and  t<> 
rehearse  the  stories  of  the  march,  the  camp  and  the  battle,  and  t<> 
remember — 
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••Where  Kenesaw  frowned  in  its  glory, 
Frowned  down  on  the  flag  of  the  free : 
But  the  east  and  the  west  bore  our  banner. 
And  Sherman  marched  down  to  the  sea." 

The  memories  of  the  .march  and  battle,  and  all  the  hardships  of 
our  soldier  life,  are  well  nigh  forgotten  as  we  look  upon  your  smiling 
faces  and  hear  your  words  of  welcome.  It  makes  us  feel  that  our  work 
and  the  part  we  took  in  tin1  great  conflict  between  freedom  and  slavery 
has  not  been  forgotten  :  that  the  hardships  endured,  the  battles  fought, 
the  blood  shed,  and  the  victories  won  by  '■the  boys  in  blue,"'  under  the 
leadership  of  those  great  soldiers.  Grant,  and  Sherman,  and  McPher- 
son,  and  Logan,  and  Crocker,  and  Belknap,  was  not  in  vain:  that  the 
memories  of  Shiloli.  and  Vicksburg.  and  Atlanta  shall  not  perish:  that 
the  deeds  of  our  comrades  who  fell  in  that  war  will  ever  be  remem- 
bered and  cherished  by  a  grateful  people,  and  that  the  flag  carried  by 
our  forefathers  at  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill,  and  preserved  by  us  in 
the  great  civil  war.  shall  continue  to  float  from  every  school  house  and 
hill  top  throughout  this  broad  land  until  time  shall  cease. 

And  now.  Mr.  Chairman,  and  ladies  and  gentlemen,  in  behalf  of 
the  survivors  of  this  Brigade,  who  victoriously  marched  with  Grant 
and  Sherman  from  our  great  river  t<>  the  gulf,  and  from  the  gulf  to 
the  sea.  and  from  the  sea  to  the  capital  of  our  country.  T  say  we  are 
glad  that  we  are  here,  and  again  thank  you,  one  and  all.  for  your  cor- 
dial welcome  to  this,  the  capital  city  of  Iowa.

BIENNIAL  ADDRESS  OF  MA.!.  H.  C.  Mc  ARTHUR, 

Be/on  tin-  Crocker  Briyadt  at  Iks  Moines,  Iowa,  September  23,  1S91. 

Mr,  President,  and  Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,  Friends  and 
Fellow  Oiti'/'-ns:  We  meet  to-night  under  the  flag  of  a  frfefe,  united 
and  prosperous  people.  A  people  free  indeed.  It  lias  not  always  been 
thus,  however.     Free  government  was  but  an  experiment.     When  tirsl

organized,  had  not  the  African  slave  trade  been  permitted  to  continue 
for  twenty  years,  "a  more  perfect  union"  could  not  have  been  formed. 
East  of  the  Mississippi  and  north  of  the  Ohio  rivers  slavery  was  pro- 
hibited ;  south  of  the  Ohio  it  had  been  established.  Thus  the  union 
was  formed,  half  slave  and  half  free. 

The  founders  of  the  republic  doubtless  anticipated  a  speedy  extinc- 
tion of  slavery  :  how  vain  the  anticipation,  for  the  700.000  slaves  in  1780 
had  increased  to  four  million  in  1800.  Abraham  Lincoln's  declaration: 
"The  union  could  not  exist  half  slave  and  half  free.'*  fired  the  south- 
ern heart  as  never  before.  Mr.  Lincoln's  election  in  1860,  was  the  first 
time  the  south  had  been  defeated,  where  the  slavery  question  was  in- 
volved. Our  southern  brethren  felt  greatly  aggrieved.  To  redress 
their  imagined  wrongs  they  flew  to  arms,  challenging  the  progress  of 
civilization. 

A  century  was  closing  on  a  republic  that  promised  great  results. 
The  small,  dark  spot  of  one  hundred  years  before,  had  grown  to  a 
mighty  cloud.  Slavery,  under  the  fostering  care  of  treason,  is  made 
the  excuse  to  plunge  the  nation  into  war.  The  death  knell  of  slavery 
was  sounded  from  its  own  guns,  that  bright  morning  of  April  12.  1801 ; 
the  sound  of  that  shot  echoed  around  the  world.  The  loyal  north 
awoke  to  a  realization'of  the  traitorous  and  overt  act.  and  resolved  that 
the  war  now  begun  by  traitors'  guns,  should  not  end  until  the  last 
vestige  of  treason  was  swept  away,  and  the  union  saved,  not  half  free. 
but  wholly  free.  The  north  endeavored  to  avert  war.  Every  honor- 
able concession  was  mad-,'.  Our  anxiety  for  peace  was  taken  as 
cowardice.  Not  until  the  last  peaceful  remedy  was  exhausted,  and  nil 
offers  spurned  with  contempt,  did  the  north  rise  up  in  her  might. 
Then  it  was  tin*  volunteer  army  came  forth,  the  soldier  for  the  union 
stepped  forward  and  swore  by  the  eternal,  rebellion  should  not  succeed. 
Gatherings  to  tell  of  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  republic  never 
lacks  interest.  The  pleasure  of  this  reunion  is  increased  by  reason  of 
meeting  at  the  old  home  of  our  first  commander,  the  noble  Crocker, 
and  in  this  capita]  city  of  the  state  we  love  so  well,  whose  loyal  citizens 
were  ever  watchful  of  her  soldier  interests. 

Thirty  years  have  passed  since  the  storm  cloud  of  treason  burst  upon 
us.  "Locks  then  like  ravens,  are  now  white  as  snow."  Varied '.has 
been  our  experiences,  yet  nothing  remains  more  vivid  or  interesting' 
than  the  st  irring  t  inn-  of  I^til.  The  shot  on  Sumter  calls  a  nat  ion  to 
arms,  the  issue  "dissolution  <>!•  blood  "  is  forced  upon  us:  answered  by 
the  loyal  north  ** dissolution  n>-wv '."    This. state  was  not  prepared  for 
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war:  it  is  not  strange  those  older  and  wiser  asked  with  bated  breath 
*' who  can  guide  the  ship  of  state?"  Then  Sam'l  J.  Kirkwood  stepped 
into  position;  how  well  he  performed  his  part  we  all  know.  The 
(records  of  the  state  will  show  he  was  equal  to  every  emergency  and  the 
delight  to  do  him  honor  grows  with  passing  years. 

By  his  side  we  place  another  hero.  Iowa's  war  adjutant,  General  IS. 
B.  Baker,  whose  memory  we  cherish.  United  with  them  in  every  effort 
to  successfully  prosecute  the  war.  and  whom  every  soldier  remembers 
with  great  respect,  we  mention  Hons.  Geo.  G.  Wright,  Hiram  Price. 
-Tame-  Harlan,  Caleb  Baldwin,  J.  B.  Grinnell,  James  W.  Grimes,  R.  P. 
Lowe.  J.  B.  Howell  and  a  host  of  others,  whose  names  and  record  of 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom  and  the  union  in  times  of  greatest 
danger,  will  go  hand  in  hand  with  Iowa's  soldiers  in  the  field.  Neither 
•do  we  forget  the  honor  due  the  noble,  self-sacrificing  women  whose 
patriotic  devotion  was  so  sincere  and  true.  If  we  esteem  absolute 
loyalty,  if  labor  and  sacrifice  that  counted  not  the.  cost  are  worthy 
our  highest  praise,  then  are  the  loyal  women  entitled  to  the  gratitude 
of  our  hearts.  When  the  disinterested  historian  writes  of  the  war  for 
the  union,  no  page  will  shine  with  greater  brilliancy,  and  no  recorded 
deeds  of  self-sacrifice  will  be  placed  higher  on  the  scroll  of  honor  than 
of  Iowa's  patriotic  women.  At  these  gatherings  it  is  natural  for  us  to 
review  our  soldier  experiences,  and  about  the  first  demanding  our  at- 
tention is  enlistment.  The  call  for  volunteers,  the  beating  of  drums, 
signing  the  roil,  forming  company,  going  into  camp,  drilling.  Throck- 
morton's command  forSlonekertodressupon  the  right,  and  thedepres- 
singeffcct  upon  Throeky  when  Sioneker  failed,  all  come  trooping  through 
•our  mind  for  a  hearing.  The  orders  to  move,  packing  knapsack,  bid- 
ding good-bye  to  father,  mother,  wife  and  sister,  more  especially  the 
-other  fellow's  sister,  which  as  practiced  by  the  young  soldier,  was  out- 
side of  all  army  regulations  and  prejudicial  to  good  order  and  military 
discipline. 

I  know  brave  and  determined  patriots  of  the  15th  Iowa  (and  all 
regiments  were  alike  in  this  respect)  who  visited  the  outposts  or  gate- 
posts of  several  ditferent  fellows'  sisters  every  night  for  three  weeks 
before  leaving  Keosauqua,  the  summer  of  1861,  bidding  every  one  a 
lasting  good-bye  an  each  several  occasion,  assuring  each  dear  girl  he 
had  enlisted  to  save  the  flag  for  her  dear  sake.  At  the  time  1  thought 
those  boys  should  be  put  in  the  guard  house  for  lying,  but  looking  back 
from  this  distauce  1  have  concluded  ii  was  nil  right;  in  fact,  were  it 
jo  do  over  again.  I  would  be  in  the  game  myself.     I  believe  it  made 
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better  soldiers  of  them,  for  the  15th  Iowa  was  noted  for  its  proficiency 
in  the  manual  of  arms,  gained  no  doubt,  by  so  persistently  rallying 
around  the  gateposts.  But  those  times  of  pleasure  came  to  an  end. 
The  sad  partings  were  had ;  regiments  were  formed  ;  arms  were  issued  ; 
we  marched  to  the  front,  and  April  6,  1862,  found  the  11th,  13th,  15th 
and  16th  Iowa  regiments  on  the  field  of  Shiloh.  The  11th,  in  support- 
ing Dresser's  battery,  fought  only  as  heroic  men  will  fight  and  against 
fearful  odd.,.  At  one  time  capturing  a  rebel  flag,  the  result  of  their 
courage  and  daring,  under  the  direct  orders  of  Gen.  Grant,  they  assisted 
in  defeating  the  rebels  iD  their  last  charge,  a  squad  of  the  regiment 
working  a  battery  and  doing  most  excellent  service.  None  were  braver 
at  Shiloh  than  the  old  11th,  losing  more  officers  and  men  than  any 
other  Iowa  regiment :  total  killed  and  wounded,  193.  The  13th  en- 
tered the  battle  with  717  men.  None  were  more  conspicuous  in  action 
or  courageous  than  the  gallant  13th.  For  ten  long,  weary  hours  it 
stood  the  terrible  storm  of  rebel  shot  and  shell,  a  great  bulwark  for 
freedom  and  the  flag.  Their  loss  was  162  officers  and  men  killed  and 
and  wounded.  The  15th  and  16th  arrived  on  the  battlefield  about  the 
same  time  oh  the  morning  of  April  6,  1862.  Inexperienced:  drawing 
their  first  ammunition  on  the  banks  of  the  Tennessee  river  :  marched 
immediately  to  the  front :  forming  line  of  battle,  double  quick,  from  the 
flank :  advancing  under  heavy  fire,  only  halting  when  in  position,  under 
the  very  muzzle  of  the  rebel  guns,  where  for  hours  the  rebel  force  was 
held  in  check.  From  the  destructive  fire  185  officers  and  men  of  th<j 
15th  and  131  of  the  16th  were  killed  and  wounded,  yet  these  new  regi- 
ments stubbornly  maintained  their  positions  like  veterans,  yielding 
only  when  The  support  on  both  flanks  gave  way. 

Thus  you  have  a  brief  narrative  of  the  part  taken  in  the  battle  of 
Shiloh  by  these  regiments  as  separate  commands.  In  special  order  No. 
2,  headquarters  6th  division.  Army  of  West  Tennessee,  in  the  field. 
April  13,  L862,  the  15th  and  16t.li  Iowa  were  assigned  to  the  3d  brigade. 
April  18.  by  special  order.  No.  i>.  the  11th  and  13th  Iowa  were  added. 
and  "The  Crocker  Brigade'*  was  formed  of  these  four  regiments  whose 
fame  and  future  history  were  to  be  as  one.  always  at  the  front,  never 
to  know  defeat,  known  and  read  of  the  army,  the  pride  of  every  com- 
mander: it  followed  armed  rebellion  through  ten  states,  preserving  its 
organization  until  the  last  gun  was  fired,  treason's  hosts  surrendered, 
and  the  flag  of  th»>  union,  the  flag  of  the  free,  floated  t  riumphantly 
from  ocean  to  ocean,  from  the  lakes  to  the  Mexican  gulf. 

This  Brigade  enjoyed  the  very  distinguished  honor  of  being  the  only 
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brigade  in  the  union  army  that  held  its  organization  from  the  begin- 
ning to  the  close  of  the  war.  In  comradeship,  it  is  my  further  pleas- 
ure to  say.  we  have  never  disbanded,  for  the  same  cordial  feeling,  con- 
fidence and  love  for  each  other,  born  amid  the  clash  of  arms,  animates 
the  breast  of  every  living  comrade  of  "•The  Crocker  Brigade.*'  Our 
ranks  here  are  growing  thinner:  but  as  they  step  out  of  the  ranks  on 
this  side  of  the  "river"  they  answer  ••Here"  in  the  growing  ranks  on 
the  other  short1.  "The  Crocker  Brigade"  was  born  in  battle  and  bap- 
tized in  blooa.'  Where  the  the  enemies  of  the  flag  were  thickest  it  was 
found  in  action.  Commanded  first  by  that-gallant  and  lamented  hero, 
Gen.  Marcellus  M.  Crocker,  it  is  named  for  him.  Under  his  skillful 
eye  we  were  schooled  in  tactics.  To  his  military  genius  and  discipline 
great  honor  i<  due  for  the  record  we  made,  and  the  long  list  of  the  dead 
and  wounded  are  the  awful  reminders  of  the  part  it  took  in  the  war 
for  the  union.  On  Sniloh's  bloody  field,  where  more  powder  was  burned 
and  more  shot  expended  than  in  the  entire  Mexican  war:  where  nine 
thousand  of  our  army  comrades  fell  dead  or  wounded,  mingled  with  as 
many  of  the  foe.  you  did  your  duty  bravely  and  well.  At  the  battle 
of  Corinth  and  among  the  thundering  guns  of  Vicksburg  you  received 
from  your  commanding  officer  the  highest  praise.  You  were  along  the 
iine  of  Vicksburg  when,  under  the  immediate  direction  of  our  last 
commander,  the"  gallant  Hickenlooper,  mining  in  front  of  Logan's 
division,  June  2.").  1863,  two  thousand  two  hundred  pounds  of  powder 
were  ready  for  the  match.  Three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  is  the  hour 
for  lighting  the  fuse.  The  burning  taper  is  applied  :  in  thirty  seconds 
the  explosion  should  take  place.     It  seems  like  an  age. 

•    "The  hour  of  feeling  most  sublime. 

When  years  crowd  in  a  moment's  time."' 

Men  turn  pale  with  earnest  desire.  Will  it  fail?  is  asked  with 
great  solicitude.  Then  is  heard  a  low  rumbling,  as  of  distant  thunder, 
and  the  rebel  fort,  horses,  guns  and  soldiers  are  lifted  in  mid  air, 
hearty  cheers  are  given  by  the  boys  in  blue,  followed  by  the  roar  of  two 
hundred  cannon  and  rattle  of  fifty  thousand  muskets  along  the  twelve 
miles  of  our  line.  The  undertaking,  (though  very  hazardous)  under  the 
skillful  eye  of  that  competent  engineer,  brave  and  daring  officer,  our 
own  Hickenlooper,  proved  a  great  success,  for  which  he  merited  and 
received  new  and  deserved  honors.  July  4,  1S6&  the  rebel  stronghold 
surrendered,  and  the  waters  in  the  great  river  run  again  '  un vexed  to 
1  lit'  sea.' 

The  Crocker  Brigade''  in 
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front  on  the  great  Atlanta  campaign,  where  for  nearly  one  hundred 
days,  yon  were  under  constant  tire.  At  Kenesaw  Mountain,  the  im- 
portant position  on  the  left,  was  yours  : -then,  like  a  whip-lash,  swung 
around  to  extreme  right,  celebrating-  the  Fourth  of  July  by  charging 
the  rebel  works  near  Xickajack  creek:  in  a  few  clays  to  the  extreme 
left  of  them  :  on  across  the  Chattahoochee  river,  forging  your  way  well 
up  to  the  outer  works  of  Atlanta,  led  by  our  brave  and  gallant  division 
commander.  Gen.  Gresham.  who  fell  seriously  wounded  while  leading 
his  men  on  to  ,ioble  deeds  of  daring.  Then  came  the  fearful  conflicts 
of  July  21  and  22.  1864.  In  memory,  go  back  with  me  to  the  position 
east  of  Atlanta  :  night  of  the  20th  was  energetically  employed  building 
works :  first  dawn  of  the  21st  we  were  forced  within  our  intrenchmcnts : 
though  deprived  of  rest,  and  nothing  to  eat  for  twenty-four  hours,  yet 
there  was  no  time  for  refreshments  or  sleep,  for 

"  Over  the  hill  there  waiting  lay. 
Half  hidden  lines  of  dingy  gray. 
Through  which  our  men  must  cleave  their  way. 
And  yet,  beyond,  a  dense  array. 
Of  stubborn  foes." 

Fall  in  !  Fix  bayonets!  Charge  the  rebel  works  '.  is  quickly  passed 
alone  the  line.  Over  the  works  and  ditches  you  go  with  a  shout.  In 
memory  we  see  them  now.  as 

■'"  Through  tangled  thicket,  swamp  and  vine. 
Hushes  the  long  blue  bending  line. 
Hotter  and  fiercer  grows  the  din. 
Deeper  the  panting  troops  press  in. 
Look  !    There  the  foe  is  clustered  thick  : 
On.  battalions,  double  Quick, 
Steady,  close  ranks,  charge  bayonet : 
On  with  a  shout  :  on.  onward  yet: 
A  rush  as  if  ocean  tides  had  met." 

And  the  day  closed  over  a  most  sanguinary  tield.  On  the  22d  your 
position  was  left  of  Gen.  Leggett's  division,  extending  to  the  McDon- 
ough  road,  left  of  the  army  and  point  of  extreme  danger.  The  day  is 
clear  and  hot:  it  is  about  the  dinner  hour:  all  is  comparatively  quiet 
in  camp:  reports  are  rife  that  the  rebel  army  had  evacuated  Atlanta: 
you  well  remember  the  expression  of  satisfaction  at  the  possible  truth 
of  the  report.  Suddenly  your  earnest  attention  is  called  to  shots  on 
your  left.  What  can  it  mean:-'  Hundreds  jump  tip  on  the  works  to 
ascertain  the  cause.  You  see  the  skirmishers  are  being  rapidly  de- 
ployed. 
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"Hark  !  on  the  right  a  rifle  rings, 
A  rolling  volley  back  it  brings. 
Crash  !  crash  !  along  the  line  there  runs 
The  music  of  a  thousand  guns. 
Spurring  the  panting,  steaming  steed, 
Dash  orderlies  at  top  of  speed." 

The  long  roll  is  sounded.  Fall  into  line  !  shout  the  officers.  Every 
man  grasps  his  trusty  musket  and  springs  into  position,  dinners  are 
left  unfinished,  hundreds  are  aroused  from  noon-day  naps  to  hear  the 
rebel  yell  as' the  enemy  advances  from  the  woods  on  your  left  flank; 
immediately  pressed  with  overpowering  numbers  you  are  compelled  to 
take  a  new  position.  In  this  sudden  and  terrific  attack,  eight  com- 
panies of  the  16th  Iowa  were  surrounded  by  four  times  their  number, 
and  finally  surrendered  only  when  it  would  have  been  suicidal  to  hold 
out  longer.  Gen.  Potts  made  an  attempt  to  render  you  assistance,  but 
was  overwhelmed  and  driven  back.  Your  new  line  is  formed  under 
heavy  fire  and  Justin  time  to  meet  the  rebel  advance.  The  charging 
columns  come  with  a  desperation  to  succeed  or  die.  Comrades  are 
falling  to  the  right  and  left,  the  color-bearer  is  shot  down,  the  old  flag 
drops,  but  is  immediately  borne  aloft  by  another;  great  gaps  are  made 
in  your  ranks  by  the  enemy's  destructive  fire,  but  the  well-aimed  and 
continuous  volleys  from  your  guns  compel  the  rebels  to  fall  back.  ■ 
Making  a  flank  movement  they  came  up  on  your  left  rear,  forcing  you 
over  the  parapet  and  you  tight  with  your  back  toward  Atlanta. 
Scarcely  is  your  new  position  perfected  ere  the  enemy  is  upon  you. 
The  dauntless  charge  is  met  with  such  determined  bravery  the  rebels 
are  again  driven  under  shelter  of  the  woods  beyond.  Still  they  are  not 
satisfied.  Another  direction  is  formed,  and  you  are  again  forced 
across  your  works  and  tight  in  the  opposite  direction.  Hinging 
through  the  air  yon  hear  the  rebel  command,  forward!  Look!  col- 
umns of  grey  advancing  as  if  on  parade.  Orders  are  carried  along  the 
works  to  double-shot  the  cannon  and  hold  fire  for  short  range. 

"With  glaring  cyq>  and  lips  compressed''  they  steadily  advance,  a 
ferocious  determination  is  written  on  every  countenance  as  they  bear 
down  upon  them. 

"Charge!  charge!  we  hear  them  once  again: 
Shout  the  tierce  old  rebel  yell." 

And  they  madly  rush  upon  your  position.  Now  you  can  almost  see 
the  color  of  their  eyes:  the  supreme  moment  is  at  hand.  Heady!  aim! 
tire!  rings  out  from  our  commander,  followed  by  a  withering  sheet  of 
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flames,  and  the  earth  quakes  under  the  maddening  roar  of  artillery 
and  rattle  of  musketry;  the  rebel  column  is  staggered  for  a  moment, 
then  forward  again,  and 

"Though  from  cannon  and  musket's  rain 
The  sulphurous  smoke,  the  tire  of  hell." 

Still  on,  urged  by  fearless  leaders,  they  brave  the  blasts  of  death, 
raise  a  cheer,  charge  on  the  double-quick,  cross  the  outer  ditch  and 
mount  our  works.  At  this  terrible  moment  Belknap's  clarion  voice  is 
heard.  "  Revenge  McPherson's  death"  rings  out  above  the  din  of  bat- 
tle; our  men  spring  upon  the  parapet  like  tigers  from  a  cage.  Shoot, 
bayonet  and  club  is  the  order:  rebel  and  patriot  go  down  to  death  to- 
gether. Private  Crowder,  Co.  C,  15th  Iowa,  in  hand  to  hand  conflict, 
kills  the  rebel  color-bearer  of  the  45th  Alabama  and  captures  the  flag. 
About  the  same  time  our  beloved  and  heroic  Belknap  seized  the  rebel 
Col.  Lampley  and  pulled  him  bodily  over  the  works  a  prisoner  of  war. 
The  rebel  army  is  defeated:  the  cry  of  victory  fills  the  air  and  the  old 
flag  waves  in  triumph  along  our  entire  line.  Time  will  not  permit  re- 
ferring to  the  many  personal  deeds  of  valor  in  every  regiment,  but  I 
know,  comrades,  this,  though  feeble  description  brings  to  mind  the 
awful  carnage  of  that  bloody  battle  of  the  giants,  when  every  man  of 
•'The  Crocker  Brigade"  stood  as  a  wall  of  tire  against  treason's  hosts. 
Such  is  real  war  as  you  experienced  it.  The  siege  of  Atlanta  was  at- 
tended with  constant,  severe  duty  and  hard  lighting  until,  September 
2.  1804.  all  rejoiced  with  Sherman  in  his  message  "Atlanta  is  ours  and 
fairly  won."   After  a  short  rest  and  pursuit  of  Hood  you  turned  South. 

When  lo!  There  waits  a  startling  thrill. 
And  cheeks  turn  pale  and  hearts  stand  still. 
When,  speeding  on  the  lightning's  wing. 
Throughout  the  land  the  tidings  ring. 
That  Sherman  and  his  men  have  gone. 
Whither?  Tor  what'/  Could  answer  none. 

What  a  complete  and  busy  army  it  was  that  left  Atlanta  in  black 
ruins  and  marched  south.  If  impassable  roads,  the  pioneer  corps  could 
corduroy  almost  as  fast  as  the  army  could  march.  The  irrepressible 
bummer  was  here,  there  and  everywhere,  always  hungry,  so  always 
ready  for  any  emergency  to  obtain  grub,  and  never  more  ornamental 
than  when  corning  into  cam]),  cart  tilled  with  turkeys,  hams,  chickens 
and  sweet  potatoes.  You  remember,  with  much  mirth,  the  crowds  of 
Contrabands,  little,  big.  old  and  young,  shouting  "glory  hallelujah. 
bress  de  Lord  de  Yanks  have  come."  When  the  march  became  mo- 
notonous you  would  turn  vour  attention  to  destroying  railroads  or  dis- 
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perse  any  rebel  force  that  sought  to  deter  you  in  your  onward  course. 
As  you  remember  many  instances  of  that  campaign,  sad  and  joyous,  in 
sunshine  and  storm,  hardships,  pleasure  and  complete  success,  you 
exclaim : 

"Oh  that  wonderful  march  to  the  sea ; 

Draped  even  yet  in  dark  mystery. 

Onward  advances  that  fearless  band. 
*    Environed  by  foes  on  either  hand. 

Never  a  thought  of  its  danger  wrecked. 

Never  a  day  was  its  progress  checked. 

Onward  the  measureless  columns  sweep. 

Dashing  up  over  the  hillside  steep. 

Stumbling  and  tumbling  o'er  cypress  knees. 

Onward,  still  onward,  on  to  the  seas." 

And  for  a  Christmas  gift  for  President  Lincoln  you  presented 
Savanah. 

After  a  short  rest  you  started  north.  Being  of  an  independent  dis- 
position and  tired  of  walking,  you  changed  your  mode  of  travel,  you 
chartered  vessels  and  sailed  for  Beaufort.  S.  C:  a  holiday  excursion  as 
it  were.  It  Was  a  great  scheme,  but  the  rolling  waves  and  heaving  sea 
without  and  within,  soon  convinced  you  that  land  service  was  what 
yon  enlisted  for.  In  a  short  time  you  were  all  inwardly  sick  of  the 
whole  excursion  business.  Suddenly  you  tried  to  heave  yourself  ashore. 
then  you  wanted. to  die  but  eould'nt.  You  thought  of  the  fellow  that 
composed  that  beautiful  song. 

"Oh.  for  a  life  on  the  ocean  wave." 

and  you  longed  to  kill  him  for  his  foolishness.  Von  were  much  agita- 
ted :  you  looked  around  you  (when  you  had  time)  and  observed  your  com- 
rade- were  in  the  same  state  of  unrest.  This  was  a  great  opportunity 
for  the  chaplain  to  get  in  some  good  work.  As  an  angel  of  mercy  he 
passed  from  one  to  another,  rendering  all  the  aid  and  sympathy  in  his 
power:  he  improved  the  occasion,  as  was  his  duty,  to  faithfully  warn 
yon  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come.  You  admitted  the  chaplain  was 
right,  and  would  gladly  have  followed  his  advice,  but  you  were  too  sick 
and  lacked  strength  to  flee  just  at  that  particular  time.  In  his  rounds 
the  chaplain  came  to  a  young  soldier  who.  for  some  reason,  was  trying 
to  disjoint  his  neck,  at  least  was  making  peculiar  rotary  motions.  See- 
ing the  soldier  was  in  dead  earnest  about  something,  he  said  in  the 
most  sympathetic  manner:  "My  dear  boy,  are  you  sick?"  T > il  1 
Cockayne,  of  Co.  E.  15th   Iowa  (for  it   was  he),  with  ;i  look  of  despair. 

mingled  with  disgust,  answered.  "  You  d d  fool,  do  you  think.  I  am 

doing  this  for  fun ?*'    The  chaplain  passed  and  Bill  threw  it  up.     No 
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matter  what  effort  you  made  or  what  desire  you  had  to  die.  you  didn't 
succeed.  We  landed  at  Beaufort  in  due  time:  you  came  out  all  right. 
and  with  an  appetite  that  lasted  until  the  end  of  the  war.  Bill  Cock- 
ayne is  here  to-night  and  can  explain  for  himself.  I  think  he  took  the 
chaplain's  advice,  as  I  understand  he  is  now  something-  of  a  chaplain 
himself.  .If  he  goes  about  his  good  work  as  industriously  as  lie  did  on 
that  rolling  vessel,  he  will  surely  succeed,  as  he  ought  to. 

From  Beaufort.  Pocotaligo,  and  the  oyster  beds,  you  plunged  into 
Salkahatchie  swamp  (deemed  impassable  by  the  rebels),  waded  a  mile 
and  a  half,  from  waist  to  neck  deep,  in  dead  of  winter,  formed  line  of 
battle  in  the  water,  charged  the  rebel  force  and  captured  their  works. 
At  Columbia  twenty-one  daring  spirits  of  the  18th  Iowa;  accompanied 
by  Maj.  William  H.  Goodreli  and  myself,  of  Gen.  Belknap's  staff,  all 
under  command  of  Col.  Kennedy,  of  the  13th,  crossed  the  rugged  and 
dangerous  Congaree  river  in  an  old  Hat-boat,  dashed  toward  the  state 
house,  encountered  a  squad  of  rebel  cavalry,  killed  one  of  their  number 
and  drove  the  others  away,  planted  the  flag  and  banner  of  the  13th — 
one  on  the  old.  the  other  on  the  new  unfinished  state  house— three- 
quarters  of  an  hour  before  the  arrival  of  the  advance  of  Stone's  brigade. 
loth  corps.  - 

The  truth  is,  while  we  were  dispersing  the  squad  of  rebel  cavalry 
and  planting  our  flags  on  the  state  houses.  Col.  Stone  was  receiving  the 
formal  surrender  of  the  city  from  the  mayor  a  mile  and  a  half 
west.  Not  being  particular,  we  took  the  city  informally.  To 
sum  it  up  iii  a  nutshell,  in  that  exploit  we  stole  a  inarch  on  the 
l'nh  corps,  particularly  Stone's  brigade.  No  one  dare  say  but  we  cap- 
tured the  honors  in  an  honorable  way.  although  the  comrades  of 
Stone's  brigade  never  quite  forgave  us  for  it.  Some  of  their  good 
natured  boys  said  it  was  a  downright  steal,  natural  for  the  17th  corps, 
especially  Crocker's  Brigade,  for  they  would  steal  anything.  After  the 
entry  of  Stone's  brigade  into  the  city  'headed  Uy  Col.  Stone),  and  or, 
Hearing  the  state  house,  Col.  Kennedy  and  myself  vacated  our  Lofty 
perch  on  top  of  the  building,  going  down  into  the  rotunda,  where 
we  met  Major  Goodreli,  thence  out  into  the  city.  After  leaving  the 
building,  our  color-bearer  made  fast  the  flag  and  went  below  for  a 
short  time:  when  he  returned,  the  flag  was  gone.  For  a  little  satis- 
faction. I  presume,  some  of  the  30th  Iowa,  of  Stone's  brigade,  had 
slipped  up.  stolen  our  Mag.  and  raised  theirs  instead.  It  was  a  cour- 
ageous act,  bur  they  did  it.  Then  some  went  so  far  as  to  claim  Stone's 
brigade  planted  the  flag  there  first'.    Of  course  no  one  who  knew  any- 
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thing  about  it  believed  it :  but  in  these  latter  years,  thinking,  perhaps, 
"the  Crocker  Brigade"'  all  dead,  have  been  talking  and  writing  about 
it  until  they  have  actually  brought  themselves  to  believe  it.  Under 
the  peculiar  circumstances  it  could  not  be,  because  Col.  Kennedy,  the 
color-bearer,  and  myself  were  on  the  old  state  house  with  the  tlag 
(where  Stone's  brigade  claims  to  have  put  their's),  and  Major  Goodrell 
on  the  unfinished  new  state  house  (within  a  block  of  the  old)  with  the 
banner,  both'  tlying  to  the  breeze:  and  we  all  watched,  with  great  so- 
licitude, the  deploying  of  the  skirmishers  of  Stone's  brigade,  then  over 
a  mile  west  of  the  city.  Our  battery  opposite  the  city  had  opened  fire, 
which  proved  afterwards  to  have  been  a  salute  for  us  when  we  raised 
the  flag:  but  at  the  time  we  feared  a  rebel  force  was  moving  up  the 
river  to  turn  Stone's  right,  which,  if  true,  would  end  in  our  capture. 
Our  particular,  business  over  there  was  capturing  state  houses  and 
planting  flags  thereon,  and  you  can  rest  assured  we  took  precaution  to 
see  none  got  away. 

On  their  entry,  Stone's  brigade  took  formal  possession  of  city,  and 
T  presume  had  a  right  to  take  our  flag  down,  especially  when  none  of 
"the  Crocker  Brigade"  were  present.  Gen.  Sherman,  in  the  Washing- 
ton Chronicle  of  Sept.  12.  1873.  says:  "I  knew  at  the  time  of  a  small 
detachment  of  the  17th  corps  crossing  the  Congaree  river  in  front  of 
Columbia,  but  treated  it  as  irregular  at  the  time.  They  reached  the 
state  house  and  placed  their  flag  thereon,  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
prior  to  the  entry  of  the  advance  of  Stone's  Brigade."  This  should 
settle  the  matter.  We  admit  it  was  irregular.  "  but  we  got  there  just 
the  same."  A  t  Cheraw,  S.  C,  the  13th  found  and  procured  their  flag,  at 
30th  Towa  headquarters.  Having  had  possession  of  the  old  13th's  flag 
for  two  weeks,  no  doubt  Stone's  brigade  were  enthused  with  enough 
spirit  of  "the  Crocker  Brigade"  to  have  been  thereafter  able  to  cap- 
ture a  state  house,  but  there  was  none  to  capture.  The  15th  corps 
continued  their  poor  opinion  of  us,  as  the  following  old,  but  good  story 
proves  :  Going  north  from  Columbia,  one  of  their  foragers  found  a  ham 
in  a  house  by  the  roadside:  the  lady  made  a  frantic  appeal  for  her  last' 
bit  of  provision  :  at  last  in  despair  she  cried  out,  "You  have  taken  the 
last  1  have  to  eat,  ail  is  now  gone,  but  my  hope  of  salvation."  Turn- 
ing around,  and  with  much  feeling,  the  soldier  said  :  "Well,  madam, 
if  that  if  all  you  have  left.  I  pity  you  Mire,  for  Crocker's  Brigade  is 
coming  back  there  and  they  will  steal  your  hope  of  salvation."  The 
foragers  of  the  15th  corps  were  tender-hearted  and  this  one  exhibited 
much  sympathy  for  the  lady,  'out  he  walked  on  with  the han^    I  do 
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not  think  the  lady  suffered  the  loss  predicted  by  the  soldier,  although 
Crocker's  Brigade  had  plenty  to  eat  if  it  was  in  the  country.  I  never 
knew  them  possessed  of  any  hope  of  salvation.  The  Brigade  advanced 
with  the  army  through  the  Carolina*,  took  part  in  the  last  battle  of 
Sherman's  army  at  Benton  ville,  N.  C,  and  our  dead  swell  the  losses  of 
that  last  engagement. 

When  the  triumphant  day  arrived,  when  the  glad  tidings  of  great 
joy  was  proclaimed,  the  war  ended,  the  flag  returned  without  a  stain, 
save  the  blood  of  its  defenders.  A  country  reunited,  not  a  star  oblit- 
erated. Tl  2  nation  undivided  and  sent  on  the  ocean  of  time  wholly 
free,  then  the  work  of  the  Union  army  was  accomplished:  we  marched 
to  the  nation's  capital  and  passed  in  grand  review.  In  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  glorious  work  and  in  that  grandest  parade  in  the  world's 
history,  none  took  a  more  prominent  part  or  were  more  honored  than 
the  veteran  soldiers  from  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  none  more  worthy  of 
honor  than  you,  men  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,  led  by  that  grand  and 
heroic  leader,  noble  soldier,  Gen.  Wm.  AY.  Belknap. 

Grant  said  "the  Crocker  Brigade  was  renowned  for  its  marches,  its 
battles  and  its  losses. "  Sherman  said  "  the  Crocker  Brigade  will  ever 
hold  an  honored  place  in  the  history  of  the  civil  war."  We  are  proud 
of  the  fact  that  the  colors  of  this  Brigade  were  raised  and  successfully 
defended  under  Grant  from  Shiloh  to  Yicksburg.  Under  Sherman  to 
Atlanta  and  the  sea,  and  from  Savannah  to  Washington.  Though 
twenty-six  years  have  passed  since  our  soldier  days,  yet  the  camp,  the 
march,  long  roll,  line  of  battle,  steady  advance,  terrible  engagement 
are  all  remembered  as  if  but  of  yesterday.  The  orderly's  call  to  form 
company,  the  signal  gun.  the  wild  cheers  as  the  charge  is  made,  the 
belching  of  artillery  and  rattle  of  musketry  are  heard  no  more.  We 
are  glad  the  cannon  are  hushed,  the  musket  and  sword  hang  idly  on 
the  wall.  To-day  in  yonder  armory  as  we  looked  upon  our  old  banners 
riddled  with  bullets  and  stained  with  blood,  the  scenes  of  war  passed 
in  panoramic  view  before  our  mind. 

As  we  walk  among  them  with  noiseless  tread, 

We  think  of  the  hosts  of  the  mighty  dead 

That  have  marched  beneath  them  in  days  gone  by, 

With  burning  cheek  and  kindling  eye. 

That  have  bathed  their  folds  with  their  young  life's  tide, 

And  dying,  blessed  them,  and  blessing,  died. 

The  graves  of  our  comrades  mark  our  line  of  march  and  battle  from 
Shiloh,  Tennessee,  to  Bentonville,  North  Carolina.  Through  tour  years 
of  bloody,  relentless  war,  we  ridded  link  to  link  in  the  golden  chain  of 
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sacrifice,  until  twelve  hundred  of  those  who  started  with  us  sealed 
their  devotion  to  country  with  their  life's  blood.  So  these  gatherings, 
joyous  as  they  are. 

'•Are  not  unmixed  with  pain. 
I  speak  to  ye  remaining  few 
That  number,  not  the  half  of  those  we  knew. 
Where  are  the  others?    Voices  from  the  deep 
Caverns  of  darkness  answer  me  :    They  sleep.5' 

This  is  a  joyous  meeting  for  many  reasons,  yet  amid  our  joys,  sorrow 
broods  over  every  proceeding.  This  vacant  chair  tells  in  mute  and 
melancholy  eloquence  of  one  absent  forever.  The  silver  cord  is  loosed. 
the  golden,  howl  is  broken.  Belknap  is  dead.  Loved  by  every  member 
of  "The  Crocker  Brigade,'*  ho  whom  you  delighted  to  honor  for  his 
many  virtues,  is  no  more,  lie  was  every  inch  a  manly  man,  noble  and 
true.  You.  who  have  gone  with  him  through  the  furnace  of  war,  knew 
him  as  pure  gold.  Every  member  of  this  Brigade  has  lost  a  friend,  the 
country  a  brave  defender  in  time  of  war:  a  true  citizen  in  time  of 
peace  :  his  family  an  affectionate  husband  and  father.  Our  hearts  are 
rilled  with  sadness  at  the  loss  of  one  so  endeared  to  us  by  noble  acts 
performed.  lie  was  one  of  the  founders  of  this  Brigade  Association. 
and  devoted  much  time  and  means  toward  making  our  meetings  a 
success.  Now  that  he  is  gone,  it  will  be  our  greatest  pleasure  to  honor 
and  vindicate  his  memory,  that  his  fidelity  to  duty,  great  worth  and 
eminent  services  merit.  At  a  time  of  high  political  excitement  he 
was  unjustly  and  outrageously  charged  with  malversation  in  office,  and 
though  urged  by  many  friends  and  prominent  men,  he  refused  to  place 
the  blame  where  it  justly  belonged.  He  relinquished  the  honor  and 
emoluments  of  high  official  position  and  blighted  a  brilliant  public 
career  to  shield  another.  For  fourteen  long  and  wears'  years  he  bore  in 
silence  the  burden  of  a  crime  of  which  he  was  as  innocent  as  you  or  I. 
If  you  hear  it  said  there  is  no  true  devotion,  no  true  loyalty  to  family 
relations,  or  no  chivalry  in  these  days,  remember  Gen.  Wm.  Worth 
Belknap,  the  brave-hearted,  honest  man.  who  bore  the  sins  of  another, 
died  of  a  broken  heart,  and  with  his- plea  unspoken.  As  said  of  another,  so 
of  him:  '*  lie  was  maligned,  misrepresented  and  misunderstood— but 
he  would  not  answer.  He  knew  character  speaks  louder  than  any  words. 
He  was  as  silent  then  as  he  is  now."  The  nation  he  helped  save 
crowned  him  a  moral  hero  in  death,  knelt  at  his  bier  and  claimed  him 
as  her  own.  He  will  live  long  in  remembrance  of  those  who  pride  un- 
sellish  devotion  to  •country,  friends  and  family;  he  will  live  forever  in 
the  hearts  of  his  comrades  in  arms  who  knew  him  best. 
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Ido  not  intend  making  extended  remarks  on  (ren.  Belknap's  life 
and  services:  that  has  been  left  toothers.  I  will  not  say  more,  but 
being  one  of  the  original  members  of  his  regiment.  Ultimately  associ- 
ated with  him  during  the  entire  war,  one  of  his  personal  staff,  and  en- 
joying his  c  mfidenee  and  friendship  to  the  day  of  his  death,  [  could  not 
say  less  on  this  occasion. 

••While  we  his  memory  cherish,  let  us  his  virtues  imitate,  and  by 
his  death  improve." 

lam  glad,  comrades,  that  we  have  lived  to  meet,  and  once  more 
touch  hearts  together,  revive  old  and  blessed  associations,  renew 
friendships,  and  rekindle  the  feeling  that  has  always  characterized 
the  members  of  the  Crocker  Brigade. 

"Comrades!  Ye  who  in  the  battle 

Stood  together  tirm  and  true. 
At  the  shrine  of  this  reunion 

Dedicate  your  loves  anew. 
Ye  are  like  the  trees  left  standing.

Comrades  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,  friends  and  fellow  citizens  of  dear 
old  Iowa,  hail  and  farewell.

ADDRESS  OF  JUDGE  GEO.  G.  WRIGHT. 

Mr.  President.  Soldiers,  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — When  the  com- 
mittee asked  me  to  talk  at  this  time,  upon  the  subject  announced,  a 
compliment  1  beg  to  assure  you  most  highly  appreciated,  I  entered  the 
objection  that  I  had  quite  recently  read  a  paper  before  the  Loyal  Legion 
of  this  state,  giving  my  impressions  of  Crocker  (and  Curtis),  and  hence 
must,  if  I  complied  with  their  request,  to  some  extent  repeat  myself. 
They,  however,  brushed  this  aside,  as  only  such  men.  Judge  Day  and 
Jesse  Cheek  can.  and  at  the  hazard  of  dishing  up  to  you  in  part  a  "cold 
or  warmed-over  meal.'"  I  enter  upon  the  task. 

I  am  to  talk  of  Wm.  "W.  Belknap  and  Marcellus  M.  Crocker  as  I 
knew  them,  or  according  to  my  knowledge  of  the  men  and  their  his- 
tories as  they  figured,  for  the  most  part,  in  civil  life. 

And  first,  how  wonderfully  parallel  their  lives,  and  yet  by  reason  of 
marked  differences  of  organization,  often  most  divergent.  They  were 
born  near  the' same  time.  Crocker  in  Indiana.  Belknap  in  New  York. 
Botli  were  lawyers,  and  started  in  Iowa,  in  1851.  Belknap  in  the  city  of 
Keokuk.  Crocker  in  Keokuk  county,  removing  thence  to  Des  Moines 
about  1856.  Both  were  thrice  married,  the  second  and  third  wives  in 
each  cast1  being  sisters,  their  widows  still  living.  When  the  war  cloud 
appeared  in  1861  both  were  democrats,  and  yet  each  for  himself  and 
promptly  said,  "We  care  not  for  parties  until  we  know  whether  we 
have  a  country."  And  hence,  the  one  started  as  major  of  the  Second 
Iowa  in  1861,  and  the  other  with  like  rank  in  the  Fifteenth,  in  the  early 
days  of  1862,  and  both  very  soon  and  deservedly,  wore  the  straps  of  the 
Brigadier.  Neither,  as  far  as  I  know,  sought  preferment  outside  of 
their  professions,  though  one  (Belknap)  was  a  member  of  our  State 
Assembly  in  1858.  while  Crocker,  in  tiie  line  of  his  profession,  was 
County  Attorney :  and  this  as  I  am  informed  is  the  only  civil  office, 
though  once  or  more  pressed  into  candidacy,  somewhat, perhaps,  against 
his  choice,  and  against  political  odds,  he  ever  really  sought  or  held. 
In  harmony  with  this  characteristic  it  is  told,  that  visiting  the  hall  of 
a  political  (republican)  convention,  while  at  his  home  on  sick 'leave 
during  the  war.  received  in  the  most  flattering  manner  and  solicited  to 
take  the  nomination  for  governor,  he  said,  "  Xo,  if  a  soldier  is  worth 
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anything,  he  cannot  be  spared  from  the  field,  and  if  he  is  worthless.  he 
will  not  make  a  good  governor/'  Others  just  as  good  and  faithful 
might  have  answered  otherwise,  but  this  was  Crocker,  and  to  him  it 
was  unanswerable. 

I  have  said  that  both  were  lawyers.  Neither  had  especial  success 
as  advocates,  but  one  took  rank  in  office  and  business,  while  the  other 
(Crockeri  disliked  the  drudgery  of  details,  but  had  in  him  by  nature 
and  education,  with  perceptive  faculties  the  quickest,  so  much  of 
honest  shrewdness,  so  well  understood  men.  and  so  loved  to  study 
them  and  the  facts  and  complications  of  the  average  lawsuit,  and.  ton. 
to  circumvent  the  plans  of  an  adversary,  that  he  was.  though  not  a 
Talker  or  student,  and  yet  with  tine  reflective  faculties,  among  the 
most  successful  at  the  bar.  the  equal  perhaps  of  any  iu  the  state.  He 
was.  as  yon  know,  of  dark  complexion,  not  above  medium  height.  Mash- 
ing black  eyes,  slender  and  nervous,  plain  spoken,  and  of  quick  and 
passionate  temper:  and  hence.  I  should  conclude  severe,  strict  and  un- 
compromising as  a  disciplinarian.  Nor  is  it  any  dispraise  to  say  that 
he  believed  in  Mareellus  M.  Crocker  and  that  he  could  do  Whatever  he 
undertook.  1  can  well  believe,  al^o.  knowing  him  as  I  did.  that  he. 
when  moved  thereto,  always  of  course,  by  proper  motive,  could  and 
did  punctuate  his  sentences  with  such  words  as  are  not  approved  in 
the  best  society.  That  his  compeer  of  the  old  15th  of. your  Brigade 
was  much  discounted  in  this  respect  as  the  occasion  might  prompt.  1 
am  not  prepared  to  believe.  And  yet  of  both,  howtrulymay]  add.  that 
in  their  calmer  moments  they  would  have  left  such  words  unsaid—- 
have  omitted  the  punctuations.  Theiroaths.  when  they  did  use  them, 
were  for  ,k emphasis."  not  "blasphemy," 

General  Belknap  was  a  little  taller  than  Crocker,  of  good  size,  indeed 
could  well  be  called  portly,  features  handsome,  eyes  dark  blue,  a 
favorite  in  social  circles,  manners  dignified,  and  though  Genera] 
Crocker  was  two  years  at  West  Point,  leaving  there  by  reason  of  ill 
health  and  the  demands  of  the  family  following  his  father's  death. 
Belknap  had  the  advantage  of  education,  being  brought  up  amid  east- 
ern schools,  law  and  otherwise,  while  the  other  when  a  mere  child  was 
transferred  from  the  wilds  of  Indiana,  stopping  a  few  years  in  Illinois. 
Then  to  our  territory,  where,  as  you  know,  our  schools,  of  which  we  are 
now  so  justly  proud,  were  emphatically  in  their  infancy.  But  what- 
ever either  lacked  iu  honk  lore  or  learning,  each  had  in  repletion, 
almost,  that  invaluable  education  which  results  from  active  and 


he! 


ful  contact  with  the  world,  experience  in  large  fields  of  business,  tie 
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contests  of  the  bar.  and  powers  of  observation,  with  ability  tip  appro- 
priate the  good  and  useful  and  reject  the  bad.  With  their  vigorous 
cummoii  sense,  and  nobility  of  nature,  book  learning  cut  but  little. 
figure.  None  of  you  ever  asked  whether  Belknap  or  Crocker  could  read 
Latin  or  Greek  or  demonstrate  a  problem  in  geometry,  since  you  knew 
that  they  were  true  to  duty,  loyal  to  country,  and  were  as  ready  to 
leave  as  you  were n' and  you  never  failed),  to  follow. 

This  much  by  way  of  comparison  generally,  and  now  I  come  to  speak 
somewhat  more  at  length  of  some  of  their  peculiar  characteristics. 
And  here',  since  as  already  suggested.  I  have  recently  spoken  of  General 
Crocker.  1  shall  be  excused  if  I  dwell  more  upon  his  compeer,  who  was 
your  presiding  officer  during  the  life  time  of  this  organization,  and  for 
whom  as  well  as  Crocker,  your  friend  and  mine.  I  know  you  had  the 
affection  of  friends,  the  devotion  of  the  true  soldier  for  most  gallant 
commanders,  almost  the  idolatry  of  true  worshipers. 

As  illustrative  of  the  formative  influence  of  our  institutions,  the 
metal  of  which  the  American  citizen  is  made,  and  also  that  in  a  brief 
picture,  if  I  may  so  call  it.  you  may  see  Crocker  the  citizen,  lawyer  and 
soldier,  let  me  repeat  myself  and  say: 

Suppose  a  century  hence,  the  historian  should  write  that  in  1S30 
there  was  born  in  very  humble  life,  in  the  wilds  of  the  then  west,  a 
child  who  in  a  few  years  was  carried  by  his  father  to  the  almost  un- 
trodden prairies  of  Illinois  and  thence  to  Iowa,  beyond  schools  or  the 
advantages  of  education,  who  by  the  favor  of  friends  was  given  a  brief 
term  at  the  National  Military  Academy,  which,  however,  he  was  com- 
pelled to  leave,  long  before  graduation,  by  reason  of  failing  health  and 
tie- demands  of  a  widowed  mother  and  orphaned  brothers  and  sisters: 
who  without  means,  labored  and  sacrificed  as  few  others  for  their  com- 
f  >"t  and  support. a  sufferer  every  day  from  disease  which  no  skill  could 
arrest  and  no  prescription  remove,  confronting  him  at  morning's  sun 
and  evening's  shade,  with  the  sad  conviction  that  its  grasp  was  never 
fi  bo  released  -who  read  law.  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  soon  attaining 
distinction  therein,  and  at  the  age  of  thirty  years,  when  the  first  war 
drum  was  heard,  left  a  lucrative  business,  a  loving  family,  and  though 
->till  an  invalid,  cared  more  for  country  than  ease,  for  the  nation's  life 
than  his  own.  who  in  less  than  a  year  was  captain,  major,  colonel, 
brigadier  general,  commanding  companies,  regiments,  brigades,  assist- 
ing in  winning  battle  after  battle,  revered  and  respected  by  his  soldiers. 
brother  officers  and  superiors,  with  complimentary  mentions  without 
number  from  aiL/ind   every  branch  of  tire  service— of  whom  the  great 
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commander  said:  '"  He  was  equal  to  command  an  independent  army:" 
temporarily  relieved  by  the  voluntary  order  of  that  commander,  home 
on  sick  furlough,  transferred  to  a  new  command  with  the  hope  that 
relief  to  health  might  thereby  come, then  called  to  the  national  capital. 
and  there  yielding  up  his  life,  surrounded  by  the  gallant  and  brave 
and  those  most  distinguished  in  civil  and  military  life,  his  remains  re- 
turned to  his  home  under  an  escort  at  the  expense  and  direction  of  a 
great  government,  laid  to  rest  with  all  the  pomp  and  ceremony  ac- 
corded the  kings  of  earth,  and  his  deeds  heralded  the  Nat  ion  and  the 
world  ov<  .*.. 

And  suppose  it  was  told,  as  it  would  be  in  truth  that  this  man  Mar- 
cellus  M.  Crocker  became  thus  distinguished,  thus  suffered  and  died 
because  a  few  ambitious  and  treasonable  men  with  most  of  whom  lie 
.  had  agreed  in  matters  of  a  party  or  political  nature,  and  out  of  which 
the  contest,  largely  grew,  sought  in  this  good  and  free  land  to  assert 
and  erect  state  or  individual  supremacy  over  national  power  and 
authority,  is  it  not  probable  that  the  reader  of  such  a  book  would  say  : 
"As  a  romance  this  may  be  true,  as  history  it  is  a  lie:  bring  me  a 
novel  !"  And  yet  how  true  it  is.  none  know  better  than  the  men  before 
me.     But  aside  from  this  picture  I  remark  further: 

Crocker  lived  and  died  poor.  As  one  near  him  has  said,  he  had  the 
least  possible  concept  ion  of  money.  To  him  a  dollar  was  never  more 
than  fifty  cents.  lie  could  and  did  make  money,  but  he  could  and  did 
spend  and  give  away  more  than  he  made.  And  yet,  though  for  the 
most  of  the  time  in  debt,  his  nature  v,  as  >o  genial,  his  honesty  so  un- 
questioned, he  was  so  generally  admired  and  loved^that  no  creditor. 
it  is  believed,  ever  complained  of  his. failure  to  meet  his  promises. 
knowing  and  appreciating  that  goodness  of  heart  and  not  a  purpose  to 
injure  or  to  withhold  unjustly  what  was  (]\w.  led  to  his  defaults.  He 
was  like  and  unlike  Mr.  Greely,  for  it  his  poverty  did  not  "educate  to 
fertility  of  resources.'1  and  though  not  with  him  always  "thespurol 
ambition'",  it  was,  as  in  the  case  of  tic  great  editor,  of  the  kind  thai 
"neither  discouraged  nor  degraded/'  For  Crocker  was  "a  prince  of 
the  royal  blood."'  and  even  in  tatters  ami  rags  belonged  to  the  nobility 
of  mankind. 

So  also  having  heroic  courage  he  had  the  ability  to  surround  him- 
self with  followers  and  advisers,  and  to  lead  and  control  those  who 
were  frequently  si  ronger  at  the  bar  and  the  affairs  of  life  1  han  himself. 
With  .a  nature  genial  arid  happy,  the  power  to  read  and  discern  the 
mainspring  of  human  action,  ['earless,  and  at   times  apparently   dog- 
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mat ic.  rind  yet.  to  accomplish  his  purpose,  conciliatory  and  yielding, 
he  had  that  influence  over  his  fellows  which  such  characteristics 
.almost  invariably  command. 

Again:  He  was  a  man  of  infinite  humor  and  the  life  of  every  pro- 
fessional and  social  circle.  Few  men  ever  lived  in  Iowa,  and  especially 
in  view  of  his  continued  ill  health,  who  will  be  longer  remembered  for 
his  ability  to  well  tell  and  graphically  delintate  whatever  the  humor- 
ous and  jolly  mind  might  suggest,  who  more  thoroughly  enjoyed  a  side- 
splitting story  or  fun-provoking  incident,  nor  one  who  in  any  contest, 
whether  it  the  liar  or  elsewhere,  or  however  bitter  or  personal  it  might 
be.  carried  away  less  of  malice  or  ill  feeling. 

His  wit  was  honest  and  conscientious,  though  hardly  like  Hook's, 
-•  painstaking  ;ina'  scientific  ":  for  truly  can  I  repeat: 

.    ••  Whose  wit  in  the  combat  as  gentle  as  bright, 
Ne'er  carried  a  heart -stain  away  on  his  blade." 

If  he  loved  his  country  sincerely,  with  the  fullest  devotion  of  the 
patriot,  so  he  did  his  family  with  the  fullest  affection  of  a  husband 
and  father.  Wherever  placed,  in  whatever  engaged,  however  pressing 
his  duties,  his  heart  always  turned  to  home  and  the  loved  ones  there 
who  followed  him  with  an  equal  affection  and  devotion.  It  is  said  by 
those  most  familiar  with  his  home  and  army  life,  that  he  never  wrote 
to  any  one  on'matters  of  even;)  purely  business  nature,  or  otherwise. 
that  he  did  not.  even  in  the  most  pressing  hours  of  the  camp  anil  field. 
,-a nd  however  limited  his  time,  wind  up  with  a  word  for  his  family, 
'expressing  anxiety  for  their  welfare,  and  tie-  hope  that  his  friends  and 
neighbors  would  see  that  their  wants  were  supplied  and  each  member 
made  as  happy  and  comfortable  as  possible.  Than  in  him  this  bright, 
uplifting,  soul-educating  and  character-building  trait  was  never 
stronger  in  husband  or  father.  Thus  organized  and  thus  feeling  for 
home  and  family.  Mareellus  M.  Crocker  could  not  be  other  than  a  good 
soldier,  good  officer,  good  and  great  man.  wedded  to  and  ambitious  for 
th<1  welfare  and  success  nf  his  country.  To  love  home  is  to  love  country, 
Cato  spoke  well  when  he  said  :  "The  character  of  a  good  husband  is. 
worth  more  than  that  of  a  great  senator." 

And  that  you  may  see  or  realize  somewhat  his  transparent  integrity 
of  purpose,  how  all  else  than  national  safety  was  unimportant,  how 
little  he  eared  for  himself  and  how  much  for  his  •'boys/'  and  how. 
though  an  invalid,  and  amid  all  the  dangers,  trials  and  privations  of 
his  army  life,  his  royal  and  genial  nature  asserted  itself,  [give  at  ran- 
dom, from  some  of  his  mam  letters  received  bv  one  of  his  warmest 
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personal  friends,  whose  name  I  withhold  at  his  request,  as  follows, 
under  date  of  August  9,  1861: 

'•I  have  received  no  intimation  of  the  intention  of  the  governor  as 
to  whom  he  will  appoint"  (referring.  I  suppose,  to  some  possible  or 
talked  of  promotion),  "and  I  care  very  little  about  it.  If  he  appoints 
me  I  will  do  the  best  I  can:  if  he  don't,  it  is  all  O.  K.  One  tiling  is  quite 
certain,  I  will  never  resign  while  one  of  the  boys  that  I  induced  to  vol- 
unteer remains  in  the  service." 

And  again,  near  Ironton,  August  20.  186.1: 

"I  believe  the  Lord  in  His  own  good  time  will  deliver  this  country 
and  plant  .the  stars  and  stripes  in  every  valley  and  on  every  mountain 
top  in  this  continent,  and  it  is  my  greatest  ambition  to  be  an  humble 
instrument  in  His  hands  to  help  bring  about  this  end."  (Thank  God 
his  prediction  was  verified,  his  lofty  ambitions  gratified.) 

September  24,  1801  (evidently  discouraged  and  yet  loyal): 

••  We  fellows  have  been  hacked  around  so  much  that  we  have  no 
faith  in  God,  man  or  devil."  (Not  a  few  of  you  feel  the  same  way,  I 
doubt  not.  at  times.)  "We  will  obey  orders  and  do  our  duty,  however, 
the  best  we  can.  hoping  that  the  Lord  in  His  own  good  time  will  deli  vei- 
ns." 

January  2.3,  1862: 

"What  I  desire  most  is  that  the  war  may  end  and  that  I  may  come 
home  and  settle  on  a  small  farm,  raise  potatoes  and  cabbage  to  sell  to 
the  town  people— -occasionally,  at  court  time,  come  to  town  and  hear 
the  lawyers  plead.'' 

How  perfectly  characteristic!  Only  one  of  his  nerve  and  humor 
would  thus  write  amid  his  surroundings.  Few  things  more  clearly 
show  the  transparent,  happy  and  child-like  nature  of  the  man.  I  can 
sec  the  Crocker  twinkle  of  the  eye  as  he  would  write  or  talk  about 
raising  potatoes  or  hearing  the  lawyers  plead. 

But  though  most  invit  ing  the  theme  to  me  as  his  personal  friend. 
with  the  highest  admiration  of  him  as  a  lawyer,  citizen,  and  soldier. 
with  the  supreme  consciousness  of  your  devotion  to  him  and  his  name, 
with  laurels  for  his  brow,  the  most  profound  respect  for  his  memory 
and  the  sincerest  sympathy  for  his  noble  and  long-surviving  widow  and 
all  friends  and  relatives,  1  must  turn  to  his  compeer,  (ten.  William  W. 
Belknap,  who  passed  to  the  reveille  above  since  your  last  meeting. 

Soklier>  of  the  Brigade,  if  you  had  clasped  his  hand  as  1  did  in  Feb- 
ruary. LS1H).  by  his  bed  of  temporary  illness,  having  mentioned  that  1 
was  on  my  return  from  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  organization 
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of  the  Supreme-Court  of  the  United  States,  when  lifting  himself  par- 
tially up.  and  with  flashing  eyes,  he  said:  ''Wait  until  September. 
1891,  when  the  Crocker  Brigade  meets  in  Des  Moines,  and  we  will  show 
you  a  reunion  which  discounts  all  others  :  we  shall  have  the  grandest 
time  ever  in  Iowa,  for  it  is  to  he  at  Crocker's  old  home."  I  say,  if  you 
had  witnessed  his  enthusiasm-  and  earnestness  you  can  realize,  as  I 
doubt  not  you  all  do  anyhow,  how  much  his  heart  was  with  you  every 
day.  and  how  he  looked  forward  to  this  occasion  as  the  happiest  of  his 
life.  But.  alas,  it  was  not  to  be :  for  ho  passed  away  Oct.  12.  1890, 
under  ci remittances  of  the  greatest  sadness,  found,  as  you  know,  in  his 
bed  several  hours  after  his  death,  no  hand  of  wife,  relative  or  friend  to 
soothe  or  relieve  in  the  last  moments  of  his  eventful,  active  and  useful 
life. 

In  passing,  let  me  mention  a  fact  referred  to  at  the  time  by  press 
and  people,  that  four  of  our  most  eminent  citizens,  Judge  Miller. 
Judge  Austin  Adams,  of  Dubuque,  John  Van  Yalkenburg.  an  old  and 
prominent  attorney  of  Fort  Madison,  and  your  loved  General  Belknap, 
all  died  and  were  buried  within  the  same  week.  Miller  and  Belknap 
were  for  many  years  neighbors  and  friends  in  Keokuk,  and  these  rela- 
tions continued,  as  I  know,  uninterruptedly  after  their  removal  to 
Washington,  the  one  a  member  of  the  highest  court  in  the  world,  the 
other  Secretary  yf  War  and  an  active  lawyer  before  the  courts  and 
departments.  It  may  with  great  truth  be  said,  therefore.  "  Friends  in 
life:  in  death  they  are  not  divided." 

Of  Belknap  as  a  lawyer,  in  addition  to  what  i  have  already  said,  1 
can  only  speak  in  the  most  general  terms.  He  was  at  one  1  hue  the 
partner  of  the  late  Governor  and  Judge,  II.  P.  Lowe.  Was.  as  already 
stated,  also  a  member  of  our  House  of  Representatives,  Seventh  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  \°<>v  years  following  the  war,  collector  of  internal 
revenue  for  one  of  the  districts  of  Iowa.  As  showing  his  efficiency  as 
an  officer,  and  how  little  lie  worshiped  money,  and.  too.  the  fidelity  with 
which  he  discharged  the  trust,  1  may  state  that  beheld  the  office  for 
nearly  three  years,  collected  over  a  million  and  a  half  of  money,  and 
on  settlemem  wasovring  the. government  just  four  cents,  for  which  he 
got  the  forma!  certificate  of  deposit  from  the  department,  balancing 
hisaerounts.  There  are  but  few  instances,  soldiers.  I  must  confidently 
submit,  where  any  officer  balanced  so  closely  and  so  promptly.  And  in 
further  confirmation  of  his  high  standing  in  this  office,  I  refer  to  the 
fact  thai  during  his  incumbency  there  were  enemies,  and  we  all  have 
them, '-who  sought   his  removal,  thai   he  wrote  at  once  demanding  the 
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fullest  investigation,  and  that  the  answer  was  ( I  quote  from  official 

documents): 

"Your  letter  has  been  read  to  the  President  who  said  they  would 
have  to  prove  \  Belknap  guilty  before  there  would  be  any  danger  of  his  being 
removed.    He  expressed  great  contidence  in  Belknap.*1 

And  indorsed  thereon  from  Secretary  of  War  Bawlings.  whose  high 
character  you  all  know,  were  these  words  :  "■  While  I  live  you  can  call 
on  me  for  any  assistance  in  my  power  to  give.  I  am  sure,  however,  you 
need  no  defenders  before  Grant;  his  confidence  hi  you  is  unshaken." 

And  in  lu.rmony  with  this.  1  refer  to  an  official  communication  from 
one  highest  in  the  confidence  of  the  President,  dated  February  18.  1869, 
in  which  it  was  stated,  (strictly  private  and  confidential),  that  Grant 
wanted  to  till  the  three  offices  of  collector  of  customs,  of  internal  rev- 
enue and  assessor  thereof,  at  ^ew  Orleans,  with  first-class  ability  and 
integrity,  and  believing  that  he  (Belknap)  was  possessed  of  both,  re- 
quested him  to  take  his  choice,  the  reason  being  that  the  President 
might  have  a  man  there  upon  whom  he  could  rely  to  correct  any  abuses 
in  the  customs  and  revenue  branches  of  the  public  service.  For  reasons 
not  necessary  to  detail,  the  positions  were  declined,  and  yet  than  the 
offer  made  and  the  language  employed  in  communicating  the  same,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  summary  disposal  of  his  attempted  removal,  there 
can  be  no  higher  evidence  of  the  confidence  of  his  and  your  great  com- 
mander, the  leader  of  leaders,  in  tield  and  counsel  alike,  and  those  the 
closest  to  him  and  long  familar  with  the  life  of  Belknap,  in  his  ability. 
integrity  and  worth  as  a  soldier,  and  civilian. 

But  to  return,  I  remark  thai  he  never  took  an  active  part  in  the 
business  of  the  courts,  nor  was  he  a  talker  in  the  general  assembly: 
but  rather  the  man  of  business,  of  tine  presence,  well  impressing  him- 
self, of  easy  address,  and  had  the  friendship,  contidence  and  support 
of  the  best  citizens  of  his  Keokuk  home.  He  was  a  man  of  Intense 
earnestness,  enthusiastic  in  whatever  he  undertook,  impressing  others 
with  the  same  feeling,  and  the  consequence  was  that  his  friends  among 
soldiers  and  in  civil  life'  alike  were  always  most  sincere  and  devoted.  In 
him.  aside  from  other  good  qualities,  was  the  blood  of  the  true  soldier, 
his  father  being  of  the  regular  army,  attaining  the  highest  distinction, 
and  hence  the  son  attained  as  every  one  predicted,  almost  the  highest 
rank  for  his  valor,  courage  and  soldierly  qualities  in  the  war  of  the  re- 
bellion. But  his  admirable  record  in  the  tield  is  so  well  known  and 
read  of  all  men,  and  especially  the  gallant  men  now  before  me,  that  1 
refer   to  it    in   the  most    general   manner,   adding,   however,    in   the 
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language  of  another,  that  ''Although  his  acquirements  and  abilities 
•as  a  lawyer  commanded  the  respect  of  his  associates  and  the  courts,  he 
was  essentially  a  military  man."  For,  of  the  many  men  from  Iowa, 
whether  as  privates  or  officers,  it  would,  perhaps,  not  be  too  much  to 
say  that  he  was  honored  for  his  patriotism,  respected  for  his  fidelity  to 
duty,  and  esteemed  by  his  comrades,  high  and  low,  equal  to  any  one 
who  ever  wore  the  blue. 

In  partial,  testimony  of  his  inherited  blood,  high  standing  and  the 
confidence  of  his  superior  officers,  as  well  as  a  soldier  and  people,  in 
his  ability  and  worth,  I  am  permitted  to  quote  as  follows:  May  23, 1864, 
General  Crocker,  commanding  Fourth  Division  Seventeenth  army  corps, 
writes:  "General  W.  W.  Belknap,  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  is  junior 
to  two  of  the  colonels.  **•.**!  respectfully  recommend  that  he  be 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general  of  volunteers.  I  make  this 
recommendation  because  General  Belknap  is  in  my  opinion  decidedly 
better  qualified  to  command  a  brigade  than  any  other  man  in  it,  and 
because  I  know  him  to  be  a  first-class  officer  and  in  every  respect  com- 
petent for  the  position." 

On  the  back  of  this,  Major  General  F.  P.  Blair  commanding,  writes: 
"This  recommendation  is  most  cordially  indorsed.  There  is  no 
officer  in  the  corps  more  worthy  of  promotion,  and  his  appointment 
would  meet  the  approval  of  the  whole  army."  In  October.  18G5,  after 
General  Belknap  had  been  mustered  out  of  the  service,  he  received,  all 
unsought,  a  letter  from  this  same  superior  officer,  General  Blair,  in 
which  he  says:  "I  think  it  is  due  to  you  to  say  that  this  (your  muster 
out)  was  not  on  recommendation  of  any  of  your  superior  officers.  On 
the  contrary  you  were  recommended  tor  retention  or  appointment  in 
the  regular  army  under  two  orders  from  the  War  Department  *  *  * 
with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  However  your  muster  out  may  have  occurred, 
1  write  this  voluntarily,  with  the  hope  that  it  may  not  be  to  your  prej- 
udice so  far  as  your  military  reputation  and  the  opinion  of  your  mili- 
tary superiors  are  concerned."  And  under  this,  and  on  the  same  paper, 
in  his  own  handwriting,  is  this  from  "  Uncle  Billy."  whom  you  and  all 
loyal  people  loved  so  well,  and  of  whom  you  may  sing,  now  that  he  is 
gone: 

-  "  Brave  Uncle  Billy  still  lives  on,  he  has  passed  the  last  pontoon: 
He  is  camping  on  a  fairer  field  across  the  dark  lagoon. 
With  anus  reversed  we  are  waiting:  our  orders  will  come  soon 
To  join  him  at  reveillejn  the  morning." 

This  grand  man  who 
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"In  war  had  no  weakness,  to  country  ever  true, 
Tn  peace  he  loved  his  comrades,  who  with  him  wore  the  blue." 

writes.  "I  have  read  the  above  letter,  and  approve  every  word  of  it.  1 
always  esteemed  General  Belknap  as  an  officer  that  the  United  States 
should  retain  in  the  military  service,  with  as  much  rank  as  possible."

And  well  I  might  add  much  more  in  the  same  line  from  material 
at  my  command.  Time,  as  you  will  readily  see,  will  not  permit;  but 
may  I  not  rdd  the  inquiry,  how  many  of  our  officers,  however  distin- 
guished, whether  at  Donelson,  Yieksburg.  Lookout  Mountain,  or  the 
grand  march  to  the  sea.  or  elsewhere,  could  truthfully  expect  or  have 
received  higher  testimonials  of  their  standing  and  worth  from  those  as 
approximately  as  well  qualified  to  speak  or  those  who  spoke  from  more 
honest  or  "patriotic  hearts?  Crocker  liked  Belknap:  Belknap  liked 
Crocker,  and  Grant  and  Sherman  liked  and  had  confidence  in  both. 
To  deserve  and  have  the  confidence  of  such  men,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
wider  and  richer  and  even  more  valuable  confidence  of  the  great  army. 
including  the  loyal  and  royal  men  of  this  Brigade,  is  well  worth  a  life- 
time of  labor  and  the  most  heroic  sacrifices. 

General  T\etknap  was  appointed  to  the  war  portfolio  by  his  old  com- 
mander. General  Grant,  in  1*70.  The  call  was  unexpected,  and  report- 
ing to  the  president,  he  said.  "Why  did  you  send  for  me?"  The 
answer  was  prompt  and  characteristic.  "Belknap.!  never  told  you 
io  do  anything  that  you  did  not  door  try  your  best  to  do!"  Of  his  ser- 
vices as  secretary  (though  much  might  be  said  in  his  praise)  it  is  not 
my  purpose  to  speak,  but  rather  to  say  something  of  the  circumstances 
attending  his  retirement.  You  are  all  aware,  for  the  record  is  a  part 
of  history,  that  articles  of  impeachment  were  preferred  against  him  in 
1876:  that  he  was  tried  by  the  senate4,  and  though  acquitted,  the  stain 
therefrom  upon  his  fair  name,  to  one  of  his  sensitive  and  true  nature, 
was  so  great  that  I  doubt  if  ever,  indeed,  I  think  I  may  say  he  never 
did,  fully  rally  therefrom.  And  in  view  of  his  honorable  lineage,  the 
unequaled  friendship  and  confidence  of  the  warmest  friends  at  his  old 
home,  the  trusts  lie  had  held  with  so  much  honor,  and  the  grand  men 
who  had  testified  to  his  worth  as  a  man  and  his  ability  as  a  soldier, 
the  thousands  of  boys  who,  with  him  in  camp  and  Held  had  struggled 
for  national  unity. and  safety,  and  had  for  him  the  affection  of  brothers, 
"this  feeling  on  his  part  is  not  at  all  strange,  ignoble  natures  are  apt 
to  be  callous  to  reproach  or  unjust  accusation.      The  noble,  on  the 
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other  hand,  when  so  assailed,  feel,  and  feel  keenly,  and  their  hearts 
receive  wounds  which  time  can  never  heal. 

I  was  a  member  of  the  senate  and  one  of  his  judges.  I  heard  every 
word  of  the  evidence  and  arguments.  As  you  are  aware,  a  preliminary 
question  was  whether,  since  he  had  resigned  his  office  before  articles 
were  presented  by  the  house,  he  was  subject  to  impeachment.  After  a 
most  thorough  discussion,  a  discussion  seldom  equaled  before  any  court 
or  tribunal  in  this  or  any  other  country,  the  senate  held  that  it  had 
jurisdiction.  On  this  question  I  voted  with  the  majority.  Coming  to 
the  merits,  question  of  guilt  or  innocence,  he  was  acquitted,  a  majority 
of  those  vo.ing  in  the  negative  putting  their  conclusions  in  words  as 
follows:  ,;-Kot  guilty  for  want  of  jurisdiction."  and  the  like.  The 
logic  of  these  words  I  did  not  at  the  time  appreciate,  nor  do  I  now. 
But  it  is  not  for  me  to  criticize,  and  especially  since  many  stronger  and 
alder  men  than  myself  so  reasoned  and  so  decided.  I,  however,  had 
voted  in  favor  of  the  power  to  try  and  decide,  and  hence  was  shut 
up,  on  the  final  hearing,  to  the  single  question  of  guilt  or  innocence  on 
the  real  merits  or  facts  of  the  case.  For  me  there  was  satisfactory 
ground,  and  hence,  after  the  most  thorough  investigation  and  careful 
thought.  I  said,  "'Not  guilty  on  the  facts."  I  sincerely  and  honestly 
believed  what  I  then  said,  and  I  have  never  since  had  the  least  cause 
to  question  the  correctness  of  that  conclusion.  I  believed  William  W. 
Belknap  was  innocent  then,  and  in  the  presence  of  this  people,  who 
knew  him  so  well  and  loved  him  so  much,  I  hesii  ate  not  to  say.  1  believe 
it  still.  1  believed  then,  and  time  has  but -confirmed the conviction, 
that  there  were  circumstances  which  the  big.  manly  and  chivalrous 
nature  and  heart  of  General  Belknap  would  not  disclose  and  make 
known,  which  would  have  greatly  relieved  him  from  the  effect  of  some 
slight  culpatory  testimony :  that  he  suffered  himself,  rather  than  com- 
promise others,  relying  upon  time  and  after  developments  for  his  ulti- 
mate vindication. 

And  that  this  will  be  so,  and  that  already,  even,  time  is  doing  its 
work.  1  have  the  most  implicit  confidence.  This  conviction,  1  only 
add,  is  confirmed  by  scores  of  letters,  from  his  colleagues  in  the  army, 
from  civilians  of  the  highest  standing,  from  those  who  differed  from 
him  widely  as  well  as  those  who  agreed  with  him  politically,  from  reso- 
lution-, and  proceedings  from  almost  numberless  military  and  civil 
organizations,  from  expressions  of  the  press  everywhere,  some  speaking1 
emphath'aih  and  referring  to  the  impeachment  proceedings  and  the 
motives  which  it  was  then  and  since  believed  influenced' him  in  his  line 
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of  defense,  commenting  upon  his  splendid,  noble  and  generous  life,  the 
absence  of  everything  like  avarice  or  love  of  money  in  his  nature,  from 
his  long-time  neighbors  and  friends  and  those  who  knew  him  best :  I 
say  these  letters,  all  of  which  I  have  in  my  possession,  and  would  and 
could  read  did  time  allow,  confirm  me  in  the  correctness  of  my  con- 
clusions, and  from  which.  I  repeat.  I  hesitate  not  to  say  that  he  well 
deserved  all  the  honors  shown  him  at  his  grave,  and  the  love  and 
esteem  of  this  Brigade  and  the  people  of  this  great  nation.  Such  a 
man  never  sacrificed  the  hopes,  aims,  and  cherished  ambitions  of  a 
life  so  noble  and  useful  for  a  little  of  the  filthy  lucre.  Ah,  soldiers,  a 
life  of  loyalty  to  business,  to  home,  family  and  friends,  to  the  highest 
impulses  of  a  manly  and  generous  nature,  of  heroic  sacrifices  for  such 
a  country  as  this,  and  with  the  command  of  such  men  as  made  up  this 
Brigade,  and  the  army  of  the  union  as  well,  is  worth  something.  In 
the  language  of  Grant.  "You  must,  prove  such  a  man  guilty  before  I 
would  condemn  him.'*  If  this  is  not  so.  and  if  such  a  life  counts  for 
nothing,  then,  allmen  stand  alike— the  loafer  with  the  man  of  busi- 
ness, the  coward  with  the  hero,  the  man  with  high  and  patriotic  aspi- 
rations on  no  higher  plane  than  the  scoundrel  and  miserable  pilferer. 
Not  once  in  a  thousand  times  in  all  the  history  of  the  world  will  you 
find  that  years  of  integrity,  honor,  and  devotion  to  home  and  business. 
especially  in  this  land  where  "Old  Glory"  was  worshiped  by  your  dead 
general,  has  a  man  thrown  away  in  an  instant  the  work  of  a  lifetime. 
and  permitted  petty  avarice  to  take  the  place  of  the  most  splendid 
liberality,  the  princely  benevolence  of  a  loyal  soldier  and  citizen.. 

No!  No!  when  I  think  of  the  late  J.  M.  Love.  It.  P.  Lowe,  Edward 
Johnston,  S.  F.  Miller.  George  W.  McCrary.  If.  T.  Hied  of  your  immor- 
tal 15th,  James  W.  Grimes  and  others,  and  all  the  strong  words  written 
before  and  since  his  death,  which  I  have  read  from  many  of  them  in 
•defense  of  this  man.  as  also  of  the  unstinted  praise  accorded  him  as 
you  have  already  seen  by  (Hani.  Sherman.  Blair,  and  more  that  1 
might  add  from  Logan.  Gresham  and  a  galaxy  of  as  noble  men  as  were 
ever  found  in  this  or  any  country  :  when  I  reflect  upon  the  army  of  men 
who  knew  him  in  Iowa,  and  who  are  ready  to  defend  him  against  all 
odds.  I  say.  when  I  thus  reflect,  1  feel  that  you  and  all  like  men  would 
be  untrue  to  the  plainest  rules  of  logic  and  evidence,  of  that  consistent 
and  fair  judgment  to  which  such  men  are  entitled,  if  at  the  instance 
of  some  little  "post  tradei'"  or  othce  holder,  influenced  as  they  are  in 
too  many  instances  by  the  behests  of  party,  the  prejudice-sand  unjust 
judgments  of  partisan  leaders  or  possibly  petty  spite,  you  would  con- 
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demn  and  dethrone  and  relegate  to  obloquy  and  reproach,  to  the  life  of 
the  felon  and  pilferer  one  in  all  hisother  life  so  true,  who,  too,  had  for 
his  indorsers  and  friends  the  very  grandest,  most  noble  and  most  hon- 
ored of  this  or  any  land.  No.  gentlemen,  I  repeat  men  do  not  thus  live 
and  thus  sin— do  not  thus  surrender  all  for  filthy  lucre,  and  are  not  by 
any  rule  known  to  law  Or  reason  to  be  thus  judged.  Time  will  and 
shall,  for  your  dead  general  and  president,  make  all  things  right  and 
even.  He  shall  and  will  be  acquitted,  not  by  the  judgment  of  the  sen- 
ate alone,  but  by  the  calm  and  considerate  judgment  of  the  peers  of 
the  land.— th"  people  of  this  great  republic.  If  in  this  again  I  am  cor- 
rect, what  higher  evidence  could  we  have  of  the  nobility  of  his  man- 
hood, of  that  disinterested  and  unselfish  ourage  which  submitted 
almost  to  martyrdom,  rather  than  involve  as  is  believed  by  so  many 
others  in  his  dethronement  and  possibly  many  years  obloquy  and 
reproach  ? 

But  upon  this  I  cannot  longer  dwell.  And  yet  will  you  pardon  just 
a  word  personal  and  correct  the  record  which,  as  it  stands,  places  me 
in  somewhat  awkward  position  ?  As  already  stated,  I  voted  not  guilty 
squarely  and  without  reserve,  and  was.  I  believe,  the  only  senator  an- 
nouncing his  vote.  After  the  announcement,  among  others,  Senator 
Patterson,  of  South  Carolina,  spoke  to  me  of  his  regret  that  he  had  not 
placed  his  conclusion  on  the  same  grounds  with  mine,  and  said  that. 
with  my  consent,  lie  would  in  the  brief  statement  which  each  senator 
was  allowed  to  make,  adopt  my  ground.  To  this  I  very  readily  con- 
sented. The  next  morning  Mr.  Murphy,  the  senate  official  reporter 
told  me  of  the  senator's  call,  that  he  had  allowed  him  to  take  his  re- 
sponse and  mine  and  revise  the  same,  etc.  I  said  that  was  all  right. 
and  then  he  said.  "Do  you  reflect  that  Patterson's  name  in  the  roll 
call  appears  before  Wright,  and  that  the  record  will  hence  show  that 
you  copy  him  rather  than  he  you?"  Of  course.  I  could  see  this, 
spoke  to  the  senator*  we  both  laughed  at  my  appearing  as  the  copyist, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  the  revised  or  final  copy  of  the  record  should  be 
corrected.  This,  however,  in  the  hurry  of  the  closing  days  of  the 
session,  was  forgotten,  and  hence  if  you  will  refer  to  "Trial  of  Bel- 
knap," August  1.  ISTti,  Forty-fourth  Congress,  first  session,  volume  4. 
part  7.  pages  345  and  346.  it  will  appear,  since  the  two  statements  are 
almost  word  for  word,  alike,  that  I  was  the  copyist.  I  have  no  special 
pride  in  the  language  used  and  still  regret,  without  imputing  the  least 
fault  to  any  one.  perhaps  as  much  mine  as  any,  that  I  should  be  placed 
in  the  same   position  of  copying,    not    in  thought  alone,  but  in  very 
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words  another.  And  hence,  since  I  may  never  have  a  better  oppor- 
tunity to  make  the  correction  than  now.  I  have  thus  briefly  made  this 
statement  and  trust  you  will  pardon  so  much  of  personal  reference.  1 
have  in  my  possession  a  letter  from  my  most  excellent  friend,  the 
official  reporter,  confirming,  if  by  possibility  this  should  be  needed,  all 
1  have  here  said. 

But  I  talk  too  much.  What  a  friend  General  Belknap  was  to 
Keokuk  :  how  loyal  to  its  people  and  interests,  and  how  they  loved 
him  !  Attending  the  funeral  of  Justice  Miller,  on  the  18th of  October, 
1800.  at  that  place,  just  after  General  Belknap's  at  Arlington.  T  heard 
but  one  expression,  and  that  was  of  unmixed  regret,  in  some  instances 
of  great  indignation,  that  his  remains  were  not  brought  to  the  same 
quiet,  beautiful  home  cemetery,  to  the  state  which  he  had  served  so 
well,  to  the  commonwealth  from  which  with  you  and  others  he  had 
gone  to  give  us  a  united  country,  rather  than  an  interment  away  from 
home  and  old  and  best  tried  friends,  in  a  far  off  spot  where  "  wreaths 
of  oak"  can  seldom  fall  from  your  hands,  or  where  the  tears  of  many 
old  and  loving  relatives  and  friends,  "friends  of  his  younger  days"  and 
riper  manhood,  will  rarely  mingle.  And  especially  so.  as  he  wrote  with 
his  own  pen.  in  a  paper  now  before  me.  in  May.  1887.  "My  home  is  still 
in  Keokuk  :  *  *  *  the  thoughts  of  my  heart  and  the  dearest  mem- 
ories of  my  life  attach  me  to  the  spot  where  my  manhood  life  began. 
and  where  I  trust  that  all  that  may  be  left  of  me  may  lie  when  I  am 
dead."  Fortunate,  was  it.  however,  that  when  the  words,  "dust  to 
dust,  earth  tq  earth./'  were  uttered  at  the  grave,  a  few  of  your  number 
joined  in  the  sad  ceremony,  and  one.  Capt.  W.  11.  Michael,  as  he  placed 
your  emblem  upon  the  casket  spoke  these  beautiful  and  fitting  words  : 
''The  members  of  the  Iowa  Brigade  mourn  to-day.  They  mourn 
because  the  cold  wing  of  the  angel  of  death  lias  touched  their  general, 
their  president,  their  beloved  comrade.  To  them  this  is  an  event  so 
full  of  sadness  that  words  cannot  express  it.  and  their  hearts  take 
refuge  in  silence.  With  their  hands  upon  their  lips  and  with  heads 
bowed  in  sorrow,  all  they  can  say  is,  'Thy  will  be  done.'  Yet  they 
would  not  forget  the  splendid  example  of  loyalty  to  country,  fidelity  to 
friends,  love  to  comrades,  devotion  to  manhood,  to  be  found  in  the  life 
record  of  their  dead  general.  To  them  lie  was  noble  and  true  :  to  them 
he  was  a  hero.  In  times  of  war  he  said,  'Come!'  In  times  of  peace 
he  said,  "forgive!'  Grand,  noble  patriot,  the  unabated  atr'ertion  of 
your  comrades  of  the  Iowa  Brigade,  who  followed  your  lead  in  battle 
with  a  confidence  as  unfaltering  as  that  of  the  people  who  followed  the 
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pillar  of  cloud  by  clay,  and  who  have  loved  you  and  believed  in  you  all 
the  years  since,  goes  with  you  into  the  beyond — is  yours  forever  and 
forever.*' 

Thus,  without  more,  you  have  my  estimate  of  these  men,  fair  types 
of  the  Iowa  soldier,  well  representing  the  Iowa  citizen  and  the  volun- 
teer officer.  If  my  estimate  is  just.  I  shall  be  satisfied.  If  unjust,  m\ 
regret  will  be  most  sincere.  Such  as  it  is,  I  submit  it  for  your  consid- 
eration. Of  neither  of  them  nor  any  of  their  state  compeers,  can  it  be 
said,  as  too  often  have  others,  that  we  kill  them  by  censure  while  living, 
and  now  worship  them  dead.  Living  and  dead  they  were,  and  are 
entitled  to  and  have  our  praise  and  admiration.  They  were  worshiped, 
are  worshiped,  and  will  be.  let  us  hope,  by  our  children.  They  made 
their  own  monuments,  and  it  is  ours  to  see  that  no  stone  shall  be  taken 
therefrom,  but  rather  that  they  shall  be  built  higher  and  higher.  And 
of  them  finally  how  truly  may  it  be  said,  and  this  for  the  satisfaction 
of  their  families,  the  encouragement  of  those  in  middle  life,  those 
younger  and  those  to  follow,  in  exciting  still  more  thorough  devotion 
to  the  union,  that  •'examples  live  forever,  that  men  die,  but  the  world 
moves  on." 

And  now  as  a  friend  of  these  men  and  soldiers,  whose  memories  you 
and  I  revere,  and  speaking  for  the  people  of  this  royal  and  loyal  state. 
I  give  yon  this  hist  and  parting  injunction: 

••Take  these  caskets,  carveu  fair 
And  see  thou  guardest  them  well." 

Will  you  do  it?

KECOLLECTIONS  OF  GENERAL   BELKNAP.    BY  GEN.   .!.    II.    STIBBS. 

Mr.  t'remknt,  Lndie*  and  Gentlemen,  and  i 'omrud?*.—y>  arly  a  month 
ago  I  wrote  to  a  committee  here,  in  response  to  an  invitation  that  1 
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re>p  >nd  to  a  toast,  informing  them  that  I  did  not  wish  them  to  pub- 
lish nay  name  as  one  of  the  speakers*  and  I  did  not  learn  until  I  arrived 
in  the  city  last  night  that  I  was  expected  "to  respond  to  the  subject 
assigned  me. 

I  have  had  no  time  for  preparation,  but  General  Belknap  was  one 
of  the  men  I  loved,  and  the  mere  mention  of  his  name  is  enough  to 
call  to  mind  a  train  of  recollections  of  him  and  his  history.  I  will, 
try  to  put  in  form  a  few  thoughts  concerning  him  which,  on  the  spur 
of  the  moment,  have  been  called  to  mind. 

Within  a  few  weeks  after  the  meeting  of  this  association  held  in 
Council  Bluffs  two  years  ago,  I  met  him  in  Chicago,  and  lie  insisted  on 
my  giving  him  a  positive  promise  to  attend  the  reunion  here  in  1891. 
From  that  time  forward,  whenever  I  met  him.  and  in  all  his  letters  to 
me.  he  told  me  of  his  plans  by  which  lie  proposed  to  make  this  reunion 
the  grandest  of  the  series.  In  his  last  letter  tome,  written  Aug.  IT, 
1890.  in  speaking  of  the  postponement  of  the  meeting  of  the  Army  of 
the  Tennessee,  which  was  to  have  been  held  in  Chicago  last  fall,  he 
said,  '-'Our  Brigade  meeting  in  Des  Moines,  in  September,  1891,  will 
not  be  postponed  if  I  live,  and  you  shall  be  there.  I  shall  use  extra- 
ordinary efforts  to  make  the  meeting  attractive  and  a  gem  in  its  way." 

Only  a  few  days  after  this  letter  was  received,  we  learned  of  his 
sudden  and  unexpected  death.  1  felt  then  that  I  would  not  care  to 
attend  another  meeting  of  the  Iowa  Brigade,  for  it  seemed  to  me  that 
a  meeting  without  Belknap  would  be  like  a  battle  without  a  Hag. 
nothing  for  us  to  rally  around,  bur  a-  the  months  went  by.  I  found  that 
my  desire  to  meet  with  you  on  this  occasion,  was  stronger  than  it  had 
ever  been  in  relat  ion  to  former  meetings,  for  in  addition  to  the  pleasure 
of  greeting  many  old  friends,  I  knew  would  be  here.  I  have  wanted  to 
come  and  listen  to  the  many  kind  things  I  felt  sure  would  be  said  of 
Gen.  Belknap. 

Dear  old  Belknap,  he  was  my  beau  ideal  of  a  good  friend,  a  splendid 
soldier  and  a  manly  man.  For  many  years  our  relations  were  of  the 
most  intimate  character,  and  in  prosperity  and  adversity  as  well,  I 
was  always  proud  to  be  recognized  as  his  friend. 

When  called  upon  to  suffer  shame,  disgrace,  and  the  los>  of  place 
and  property,  because  of  the  faults  of  others,  whose  good  name  and 
fame  he  felt  in  honor  bound  to  protect,  he  proved  himself  quite  as 
much  a  hero  as  he  did  while  leading  the  Iowa  Brigade  in  its  fiercest 
battle.  1  know  of  no  case  in  histon  where  a  man of  equal,  prominence 
suffered  as  lie  did  when  by  a  dozen  wore,-  he  might  have  set  himself 
14 
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straight  with  tlie  world,  "but  his  doty,  as  he  saw  it.  demanded  that  he 
should  bear  in  silence  the  slanders  and  abuse  with  which  his  enemies 
sought  to  crush  him.  and  with  quiet  dignity  he  waited  for  the  time 
when  by  some  means,  other  than  his  arguments,  the  country  might  be 
made  to  recognize  the  tact  that  his  public  life  had  been  pure  and  hon- 
orable. He  only  asked  that  his  friends  would  believe  that  he  had  done 
nothing  to  forfeit  their  confidence  and  esteem,  and  oh!  how  his  great, 
generous  heart  swelled  with  love  for  those  who  accepted  this  state- 
ment and  remained  loyal  to  him  through  good  report  and  evil  too. 

I  shall  never  forget  the  greeting  he  gave  me  on  the  occasion  of  our 
first  meeting  after  his  retirement  from  office.  He  threw  his  great 
arms  about  me  and  drew  me  close  to  him,  saying,  "God,  bless  you,  old 
boy,  1  have  never  had  a  doubt  as  to  where  you  stood  in  relation  to  my 
affairs.'' 

.  I  say,  thank  God  he  was  permitted  to  live  to  see  the  clouds  of  adver- 
sity roll  back,  and  in  the  light  of  the  sunshine  that  broke  through,  to 
receive  from  far  and  near,  from  those  whose  opinions  he  prized  the 
most,  the  assurance  that  his  name  should  go  down  in  history,  not  only 
as  a  patriot  and  a  soldier,  but  as  one  who  in  all  the  affairs  of  life  had 
proven  himself  an  honest  and  honorable  man. 

In  some  respects.  General  Belknap  was  one  of  the  most  modest  men 
I  ever  knew.  There  was  nothing  in  life  of  which  he  was  so  proud  as 
of  having  commanded  Crocker's  Brigade  in  the  great  war  of  the  rebel- 
lion, but  I  never  knew  him  to  boast  of  his  personal  exploits.  He  loved 
to  talk  of  the  old  Brigade,  and  would  tell  over  and  over  again  of  the 
achievements  that  made  the  command  a  famous  one.  but  he  wanted 
to  give  all  the  credit'  to  the  rank  and  file,  the  men  who  carried  the 
muskets.  This  feeling  he  emphasized  in  a  conversation  we  had  when 
I  met  him  last,  only  a  few  days  before  his  death.  I  had  recited  for 
him  a  couple  of  short  poems  relating  to  the  war.  and  he  was  greatly 
pleased  with  them,  particularly  the  one  entitled  "'The  Man  with  the 
Musket."  It  was  not  new  to  him.  but  he  said  the  words  had  never 
struck  him  so  forcibly  before.  "We  must  have  both  of  those  pieces  at 
T)es  Moines,"  said  he.  and  he  made  a  memorandum  to  that  effect:  and, 
turning  to  me.  lie  said.  "  I'll  tell  you  what  it  is.  Jack,  you  and  I  would 
have  cut  a  sorry  figure  in  the  war  if  we  had  not  been  so  earnestly  sup- 
ported by  the  bully  boys  from  Iowa,  who  followed  at  our  heels  with 
their  trusty  muskets  and  forty  rounds." 

1  think  it  was  fitting  and  proper  thai  a  considerable  part  of  this 
evening  wa>  devoted  to  eulogizing  our  old  commanders,  and  the  com- 
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rades  whose  lights  have  gone  out  in  the  past  two  years :  but  I  feel  very 
sure  that  Belknap  would  not  be  pleased  to  have  this  meeting  made  a 
kind  of  funeral  gathering,  and  stripped  of  the  fun  and  fellowship  that 
have  made  all  the  former  meetings  so  enjoyable.  He  was  the  last  man 
in  the  world  to  want  to  stop  a  game  because  he  had  been  called  on  to 
show  his  hand,  or  to  stop  the  fun  that  he  could  not  take  part  in.  You 
may  bet  your  bottom  dollar  that  he  is  on  parade  to-night,  and  that 
somewhere  from  oat  the  Great  Unknown  he  is  looking  down  upon  us, 
pleased  and  gratified  by  all  that  has  been  said  and  dune,  and  I  firmly 
believe  that  if  he  could  make  himself  heard  you  would  hear  the  old 
familiar  voice  ringing  out  the  command,  "Grab  a  root.  boys,  and 
whoop  her  up.'' 

Recitations,  "The  Man  with  the  Musket,"  and  "Two  Opin- 
ions, "■  by  General  Stibbs,  followed  by  the  tattoo  and  taps  on 
the  bugle,  'and  by  the  drum  corps. 

This  closed  the  proceedings  for  Wednesday  night.

Attention  !  fall  in!  by  the  right— march  ! 

What  a  sight  was  that  the  clear  sky  looked  down  upon  at  10  o'clock 
this  morning  in  front  of  the  Savory  House. 

Surely  the  mists  of  the  dawn  must  have  rolled  away  from  another 
Gettysburg,  or  why  this  surging  sea  of  old  veterans,  to  the  brazen 
music  of  bands,  swept  in  a  very  maelstrom  through  our  streets. 

Tt  was  a  grand  parade,  and  the  bugle  call  for  a  real  battle  could  not 
have  been  responded  to  with  greater  alacrity  than  was  that  which 
sounded  on  Fourth  and  Locust  streets  this  morning. 

While  not  possessing  the  picturesque  features  of  the  parade  of 
soldiers  in  war  times  in  glittering  uniforms,  what  it  lacked  in  brill- 
iancy was  made  up  in  sentiment. 

The  regiments  formed  on  Fourth  and  Locust  at  10  o'clock,  with 
Col.  J.  W.  Munroe.  in  charge,  assisted  by  Col.  Cheek.  Major  Kepler 
commanded  the  L 3th  regiment;  Col,  Cadi e  the  11th,  Major  McArthur 
the  15th  and  Gen.  Sanders  the  10th.  Then  as  the  last  echoes  of  the 
bugle  call  died  out  upon  the  morning  air,  the  procession  of  heroes  who 
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had  once  been  willing  to  offer  their  lives  for  their  country's  good,  and 
whose  ranks  will  never  again  be  so  large  as  to-day,  began  their  march 
through  the  city,  straightening  themselves  to  meet  with  becoming 
dignity  and  military  etiquette  the  eyes  of  the  multitude  of  citizens 
focused  upon  them.  The  sharp  words  of  command  went,  up  and  the 
deafening  crash  and  rattle  of  military  music  rent  the  air  as  the  column 
moved  off  headed  by  a  platoon  of  police,  the  Iowa  state  band  and  Com- 
panies H  and  A,  Iowa  National  guards 

The  parade  was  an  inspiring  sight.  With  the  same  pluck  that 
characterized  them  in  '61,  veterans  old,  maimed  and  iniirm  hobbled 
over  the  route,  some  bent,  gray  and  grizzled,  walking  with  canes  or 
maybe,  with  the  friendly  aid  of  a  comrade:  for  there  is  a  kindness 
among  veterans  that  rinds  its  parallel  only  in  little  children.  But  what 
caused  the  most  surprise  to  the  spectators  was  the  vigor  exhibited  in 
the  erect  carriage  and  firm  step  and  bright  eyes  of  some  of  these  men. 
It  seems  hardly  possible  that  men  who  participated  in  the  terrible 
struggles  of  a  four  years'  war,  should  to-day  march  with  swinging  steps 
of  youth.  They  forget  that  it  was  the  tiower  of  the  youth  of  the 
country  that  served  its  riag. 

That  Des  Moines  holds  dear  these  gallant  old  veterans  was  demon- 
strated by  the  throngs  of  people  who  had  gathered  along  the  route  to 
watch  them  pa.ss.  and  by  the  bunting  and  flags  on  business  houses  that 
greeted  them  everywhere. 

A  realistic  feature  of  the  procession  was  the  appearance  of  the  bat- 
tle tlags  all  old  and  scarred,  and  some  tattered  and  torn  in  the  ravages 
of  war,  but  every  one  dear  and  sacred  to  the  marching  veterans. 

The  color-bearers  of  the  different  regiments  were  as  follows:

The  glorious  Iowa  sunrise  this  morning  was  heralded  in  a  way 
strange  to  the  lives  of  the  peaceful  citizens  of  Des  Moines.  The  boom 
of  a  cannon  was  heard  at  6  o'clock,  reverberating  over  hill  and  dale. 
It  announced  the  opening  of  the  sixth  biennial  reunion  of  Crocker's 
Iowa  Brigade  association  in  this  city. 

For  the  past  two  days  there  have  been  gathering  here  veterans  of 
the  11th,  13th,  15th.  and  16th  regiments  of  the  Iowa  Infantry,  who 
come  to  spend  a  few  days  in  recreating  enjoyment  of  the  social  meeting 
with  old  time  army  friends  and  to  enjoy  the  hospitality  of  Des  Moines 
citizens.  There  is  evidence  on  every  hand  of  the  feeling  of  our  people 
toward  the  old  soldier.  Outwardly  the  showing  of  such  friendly  spirit 
is  at  once  apparent  to  him  who  comes  to  the  city  on  this  pleasant  Sep- 
tember day.  There  are  numerous  tine  decorations  about  the  business 
portion  of  the  city,  and  the  Grand  opera  house  and  the  Savery  hotel  are 
especially  elaborate.  The  number  of  nags  displayed  is  very  flattering 
to  the  patriotic  spirit  of  our  people.  On  Walnut,  at  Eighth  street,  are 
placed  large  banners  and  decorations,  and  at  the  Commercial  Exchange 
very  fine  ornamentations  are  noticed. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Brigade  are  at  the  Savery  and  the  place  of 
registration  is  the  Exchange  rooms.  Among  the  many  arrivals  at  the 
Savery  are  Capt.  C.  W.  Kepler  and  wife  of  Mt.  Vernon  :  Col.  Cornelius 
Cadle  of  Blockton.  Ala.:  Col.  Rood,  the  corresponding  secretary;  Major 
W.  II.  Goodrell  of  Iowa  City.  Gen.  Add.  Sanders  of  Davenport.  Capt. 
Putnam  of  Cedar  Rapids.  Major  H.  C.  McArtlmrof  Lincoln.  Gen.  J.  11. 
Stibbs  of  Chicago,  and  many  other  men  who  attained  distinction  in 
the  service.  They  all  marched  in  the  great  parade  which  started  from 
the  Savery  at  10:30  a.  m..  and  marched  across  the  river,  through  some 
of  the  main  streets  of  the  East  Side  and  back  over  Walnut  street  to 
Eighth,  and  then  countermarched  back  to  Fifth  and  south  to  Court 
avenue  and  up  Fourth  to  the  Grand  opera  house.. 

The  parade  was  a  magnificent  one.  The  sight  of  nearly  a  thousand 
battle  scarred  veterans  marching  through  our  streets  was  very  thrill- 
ing. The  procession  was  headed  by  four  city  patrolmen.  Officers 
Cook.  McXutt..  Brunei-  and  Keely.  Then  came  tin'  greate>t  band  on 
earth,  the  Iowa  State  band,  under  the  leadership  of  Fred  Phinney. 
The  quiet,  yet  dressy  uniforms  of  the  band,  their  excellent  marching 
and  above  ail  their  grand  playing,  was  the  comment  of  all.  They  play 
better  and  better  everv  dav.  and  on  this  occasion  made  the  air  ring 
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with  rich  melody.  The  old  soldiers  could  not  praise  the  Iowa  State 
band  enough,  yext  in  line  was  company  H,  of  the  Des  Moines  Rifles, 
under  Capt.  J.  C.  Loper,  and  company  A,  under  command  of  Capt.  D. 
L.  Loughran,  two  as  tine  companies  as  can  be  found  anywhere.  Then 
came  the  veterans  of  the  Brigade,  headed  by  their,  highest  officers  in 
each  regiment.  Capt.  Munroe  was  commanding  the  brigade  with  Col. 
Cadle  of  the  11th,  Capt.  Kepler  of  the  13th,  Major  McArthur  of  the 
15th  and  Gen.  Sanders  of  the  16th  aiding  him  in  keeping  the  hilarious 
boys  in  line.  The  color  bearers  were  11th  regiment,  Wm.  Ashford  and 
James  Manly  of  Co.  C:  13th  regiment.  II.  C.  Anderson  and  Geo.  H. 
Kagsdale,  Co.  C:  15th  regiment.  W.  J.  Cocayne.  F.  H.  Jordan,  Co.  E: 
and  John  Stackley  and  J.  II.  Merrill  of  Companies  C.  and  G.  P.  Wash- 
ington, Co.  G,  and  John  T.  Gunning,  Co.  A:  16th  regiment,  J.  S. 
Tliroop.  Go  A :  T.  Wilson.  Cm.  H ;  G.  B.  Pray.  Co.  F.  and  Fred  Burkhart 
of  Co.  C.  These  brave  fellows  waved  their  colors  time  and  again  in 
answer  to  the  cheers  of  the  crowds  along  the  line  of  march.  The  boys' 
drum  caps  acquitted  itself  well  in  the  parade  and  the  Crocker  post 
drum  corps  played  for  all  there  was  in  it.

The  need  of  a  large  auditorium  for  big  meetings  was  again  made 
manifest  last  night.  Not  one-half  the  people  could  get  into  the  opera 
house  to  attend  the  camp-fire. 

Much  praise  is  given  A.  W.  Wright  and  W.  A.  Park,  who  had  charge 
of  the  opera  house  decorations,  and  R.  L.  Blair,  who  arranged  the  floral 
decorations  on  the  stage  at  the  Grand. 

Judge  Given  was  one  (if  the  boys  yesterday  and  to-day  and  no  mis- 
take. He  handled  the  sticks  for  the  snare  drum  in  the  Crocker  Post 
drum  corps  at  one  time  in  a  way  that  made  the  veterans  yell  them- 
selves hoarse. 

Veteran  at  the  Savery :  "Yes,  sir,  I  went  through  four  years  of 
the  war  without  drinking  a  drop  of  whisky,  taking  a  chew  of  tobacco 
or  smoking,  never  drank"  cotfee  nor  swore  an  oath."  And  then  he  got 
mad  when  a  companion  said.  "'One  of  Crocker's  angels,  by  jingo." 

Among  the  best  decorations  al  private  residences  are  those  at  the 
inane  of  Comrade  Geo.  11.  Ragsdale.  Ninth  and  School  streets.  There 
are  two  tents  in  the  yard  and  two  stacks  of  anus,  mul  on  the  bayonets 
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are  hung  canteens  and  old  tin  cans  which  look  like  they  had  been 
through  the  war.    The  little  camp  bears  the  sign,  i%  Co.  C,  13th  Iowa." 

The  elegant  portrait  of  General  Crocker  in  oil,  which  created  such 
enthusiastic  comment  at  the  Grand  last  night,  was  the  gift  of  J.  S. 
Polk  and  P.  M.  Casady,  his  old-time  law  partners,  and  it  will  be  placed 
in  a  prominent  place  in  the  capitol  building. 

At  Fourth  and  Crocker  streets  is  the  old  home  of  General  Crocker. 
Henry  C.  Harris  and  family  now  live  there.  Tho  house  is  profusely 
decorated  with  flags  and  bunting,  and  across  the  porch  entrance  is  a 
banner  bearing  the  words,  "General  Crocker's  residence,  1865." 
Neighboring  residences  of  Alex.  Woodward,  P.  E>.  Gillette,  Alf. 
Hammer.  H.  S.  New,  Mrs.  Major  Cavanagh,  C.  L.  Dahlberg,  Theo. 
Johns,  and  others,  are  also  enlivened  by  the  stars  and  stripes. 

General  Grant  said:  "  It  is  a  Brigade  renowned  for  its  marches,  its 
battles,  its  losses,  and  for  the  high  soldierly  qualities  of  its  first  com- 
mander.-' 

At  Atlanta  no  less  than  twenty  rebel  regiments  assaulted  the  Brig- 
ade in  turn  in  a  vain  hope  of  capturing  its  position. 
•    The  army  inspector  found  no  regiments  better  trained,  no  camps  so 
clean  and  well  ordered,  no  arms  so  well  prepared  for  battle  as  in  the 
Iowa  Brigade. 

It  was  Lieutenant  Colonel  Kennedy,  of  the  13th  Iowa,  in  Belknap's 
Brigade,  and  his  handful  of  men,  who  crossed  the  river  in  an  old  boat 
and.  fighting  through  the  streets  of  Columbia,  planted  the  first  union 
flag  on  the  top  of  the  old  and  new  capitol  buildings. 

Soldiers  visiting  Woodland  cemetery  will  find  General  Crocker's 
monument  in  the  northeast  part  of  the  grounds,  near  the  Sherman 
vault.  The  shaft  which  marks  the  resting  place  of  Adjt.  Gen.  Kat.  B. 
Baker  is  in  the  west  part  of  the  grounds. 

The  family  of  General  Crocker  is  at  present  greatly  separated.  Mrs. 
Crocker  is  in  Des  Moines  greeting  the  soldier  boys  and  stopping  with 
her  sister,  Mrs.  Hotchkiss,  at  411  West  Fourth  street.  She  makes  her 
home  in  California.  A  daughter.  Mrs.  Charlotte  West,  widow  of 
General  West,  is  in  Paris.  Another  is  Mrs.  Mary  Duncan,  wife  of 
Major  Duncan,  of  Los  Angeles.  Frank  Crocker,  the  son,  is  in  Wash- 
ington, having  a  clerkship  in  the  office  of  the  census  bureau.  He 
formerly  lived  in  Colorado.  A  few  weeks  ago  lie  spent  a  short  vacation 
in  Des  Moines. 

When  President  Grant  was  in  Des  Moines,  he  was  the  guest  of  Judge 
Cole,  at  his  palatial  residence  on  West  Fourth  street.    One  day  when 
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the  army  boys  and  citizens  were  crowding  the  rooms  to  the  utmost,  in 
the  reception  to  the  great  general,  it  became  a  little  too  much  for  him. 
and  turning  to  Gen.  Ankeny  of  Des  Moines,  who  was  helping  Judge 
Cole  to  receive  the  guests,  he  said  :  "  Let's  get  out  of  this  for  a  little 
while.'1  And  they  did  finally  move  away,  and  taking  a  carriage  at  the 
front,  started  for  a  little  drive.  ''Drive  anywhere."  said  President 
Grant  to  the  coachman,  but  modified  it  to  Gen.  Ankeny  by  saying, 
"  Let  us  go  past  some  of  the  soldiers'  homes."  And  going  north  the 
first  one  they  saw  was  the  home  of  Gen.  Crocker  at  Fourth  and  Crocker 
streets.  Gen.  Ankeny  pointed  it  out.  saying,  "That  is  Crocker's  old 
home."  Provident  Grant  raised  his  hat  and  bowed  his  head  after  a 
look  at  the  place  and  said,  "  There  was  a  general,  who  was  a  true  gen- 
eral, honest,  brave  and  true."  What  a  rich  tribute  from  a  fellow 
officer  and  the  first  man  in  this  great  commonwealth ! 
.  Mrs.  Crocker  received  numerous  callers  to-day.  and  to  a  Xocs  re- 
porter she  expressed  the  greatest  delight  in  meeting  the  old  army  boys 
and  said  she  would  not  have  missed  this  reunion  for  anything.  The 
reception  by  Mrs.  Crocker  and  other  ladies  at  theSavery  this  afternoon 
was  an  ovation. 

The  funeral  of  Gen.  Crocker  was  held  in  Des  Moines,  Sept.  1,  1865, 
with  appropriate  state  and  military  ceremonies.  Col.  Preston,  and  a 
military  escort  came  through  from  Washington  and  Co.  D  acted  as 
escort  here. 

Of  Co.  C.  loth  Iowa  infantry,  fifteen  men  have  met  at  the  reunion, 
the  largest  number  at  any  meeting  of  the  company  since  they  were 
mustered  out.  The  captain  comes  from  Ohio,  and  a  number  of  others 
from  like  distances. 

The  boys  register  at  the  Exchange,  502  West  Locust  street.  Those 
of  the  11th  get  white  badges,  the  13th  pink  ones,  the  15th  blue,  and  the 
16th  yellow,  and  all  sport  the  tasty  silver  leaf  and  blue  canteen.-. 

"Hurrah  tor  the  Iowa  State  baud  !"  cried  a  hundred  or  more  veter- 
ans during  the  counter-march  on  Walnut  street.  The  old  boys  know- 
good  music  when  they  hear  it. 

A  14-inch  brass  cannon  graces  the  table  at  the  Exchange.  It  is 
made  from  material  captured  at  Yicksburg.  July  4.  1863,  by  Joel  Heller. 

The  Grand  opera  house  decorations  are  immense.

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REPORT  OF  BUSINESS  MEETING. 


SECOND  DAY. 
September  24,  1891,  10  o'clock  a.  m. 

Meeting  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  called  to  order  by  the  Chair 
man. 

By  motion  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  day 
was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Dunn,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Time  and  Place : 
Mr.  Chairman,  we  have  received  no  application  from  any  of  the 
cities  as  yet,  but  I  understand  that  there  are  several  parties  here 
in  the  city  ready  to  say  something  in  regard  to  the  place  of 
holding  the  next  meeting.  The  following  resolutions  have  been 
handed  to  me.  (Eeads  resolutions  in  regard  to  dispensing  with 
the  heavy  expenses  for  bands  and  banquets.) 

Here  a  telegram  from  Muscatimc  was  read,  as  follows  : 

Muscatine,  Iowa,  Sept.  23,  1891. 

John  II.  Mvnroe,  Vice-President  Crocker  Brigade: 

The  citizens  of  Muscatine  cordially  invite  the  Crocker  Brigade  to 

hold  their  next  reunion  at  Muscatine.

Also  a  communication  was  read  from  Ottumwa  being  an  in- 
vitation to  make  that  city  the  next  place  of  meeting:

Comrades, — I  am  instructed  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  Cloutman  Post 
No.  <>9,  Department  of  Iowa,  to  extend  to  you  our  fraternal  greetings, 
and  also  to  ask  you  to  select  Ottumwa  as  the  place  of  your  next  biennial 
meeting.

Here  a  motion  was  made  that  the  invitation  from  Ottumwa 
be  accepted,  and  after  some  spirited  discussion  the  motion  was 
put  and  carried,  fixing  Ottumwa  as  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  communications  from  Muscatine 
and  Sioux  City,  and  return  the  thanks  of  this  Society  for  the 
kind  and  pressing  imitations  contained  therein. 

Captain  Kepler  :     Mr.  Chairman,  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
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tion  of  Officers  is  ready.  You  will  remember  that  the  Chair- 
man of  that  committee  was  Mr.  Tedford,  who  was  called  away 
by  telegram  on  account  of  sickness  in  his  family,  and  he  left 
the  matter  for  me  to  report. 

Your  committee  appointed  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the 
Crocker  Brigade  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report  :

Now,  comrades,  you  will  remember  that  there  was  named  on  that 
committee  Capt.  Hayes,  but  for  some  reason  or  other  he  failed  to  meet 
the  balance  of  the  committee.

Report  of  committee  adopted  by  motion  unanimously. 
[Cries  of  Rood,  Rood,  Rood.] 

The  Chairman  :  Gentlemen;  I  have  the  pleasure  of  intro- 
ducing to  vou,  your   President-elect,  Colonel  Rood,  who  needs 
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no  introduction  to  an  audience  composed  of  the  Crocker  Brigade. 
He  speaks  for  himself.      [Cheers.] 

Mr.  Kood  :  Mr.  President,  Ladies,  and  Comrades  of 
Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  :  Twenty-six  years  have  passed  since  the 
battle  flags  were  furled  and  the  white  flag  of  peace  was  run  to 
the  peak  of  every  home  and  the  mast  and  flag-staff  of  every 
port  and  ship  in  this  union.  From  that  day  to  this  the  great 
leaders  in  the  conflict  have  been  falling.  Meade,  Thomas,  Slier 
idan,  Grant,  Sherman,  and  Belknap.  And  upon  younger 
shoulders,  not  distinguished  by  rank  or  deed,  but  of  necessity, 
have  fallen  in  all  of  these  great  organizations  the  mantle  of  duty 
and  obedience.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Army  of  the  Ten- 
nessee, they  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  a  new  President,  because 
of  the  death  of  General  Sherman,  and  there  is  scarcely  a  reunion 
throughout  our  country,  where  some  great  and  honored  leader, 
as  its  President  has  not  fallen,  and  some  new  man,  unknown 
to  fame,  except  within  the  narrow  circle  of  his  own  community, 
is  called  upon  to  discharge  the  duties  which  the  great  leader  had 
so  well  performed.  No  man  can  hope  to  till  the  chair  tilled  by 
General  Belknap.  He  can  only  bring  to  it  his  best  endeavors 
and  efforts,  and  this  1  shall  try  to  do. 

Comrades,  we  are  at  the  Atlanta  of  our  organization.  Our 
MePherson  has  fallen.  Shall  we  come  together  —^  shall  we 
touch  elbows  again  with  our  faces  to  the  sea,  and  move  forward 
until  our  fret  are  bathed  in  the  sea  of  eternity  i  [Applause 
and  cries,  "  Yes,  yes."  In  that  spirit,  comrades,  I  accept  this 
position.  I  accept  it  for  the  comrades  dead  on  the  held  of 
battle  and  dead  since  then.  I  accept  it  for  the  comrades  who 
still  live  to  perpetuate  their  memories  and  their  valor.  I  accept 
it  for  our  children,  whom  we  expect  to  carry  on  the  grand  work 
when  we  have  been  borne  hence.  [Applause.]  It  cannot  be 
successfully   carried  on    without    your   sympathy    and    without

your  earnest  cooperation.  I  am  sure  that  the  officers  of  this 
Association  will  have  that  sympathy  and  cooperation.  I 
sympathize  with  the  report  of  Comrade  Dunn  this  morning. 
You  will  notice  that  the  officers  of  this  Association  have  been 
trying  to  put  forward  its  own  men,  its  own  women,  its  own 
talent  ;  and  it  is  only  because  when  we  wrote  to  the  boys  and 
could  not  get  them  to  respond  we  have  gone  outside  for  talent 
for  this  reunion.  I  can  assure  you  on  behalf  of  the  officers, 
that  when  you  come  to  the  next  reunion  you  will  have  to  sing, 
talk  or  fight.      [Laughter  and  applause.] 

When  twenty-two  members  of  this  Brigade  met  at  Muscatine, 
on  June  9,  1SS1,  to  organize  this  Association,  it  was  my  honor 
to  preside  as  temporary  President.  But  it  did  not  occur  even 
to  my  wildest  dreams  that  in  ten  years  I  would  be  called  upon 
to  stand  in  this  place.  No  honor  greater  than  this  has  ever 
come  to  any  man  in  this  Brigade  or  ever  will  come  to  him.  I 
accept  it  as  the  grandest  honor  of  my  life.  [Continued 
applause.]     What  is  your  further  pleasure  ? 

Col.  Sanders  :  Mr.  President,  I  am  very  glad  to  recognize 
you  in  that  place;  and  my  comrades,  I  was  very  glad  to  see  you 
in  your  places  and  to  be  called  on  for  a  speech,  I  suppose  it 
is  only  natural  that  I  should  thank  you  for  the  compliment  of 
electing  me  First  Vice-President  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade. 
I  certainly  do  thank  you,  and  I  appreciate  it  and  feel  the  compli- 
ment, but  when  it  conies  to  call  on  me  for  a  speech  and  to  follow 
the  remarks  just  made  by  our  new  President,  I  am  afraid  you 
have  made  just  about  as  great  a  mistake  as  that  young  lady  did 
about  how  to  milk  a  cow,  Did  you  ever  hear  of  it  I  [Cries, 
no,  no.]  Do  you  want  to  hear  it?  [Cries,  yes,  yes.]  You 
may  know  it  is  true  because  I  tell  it.  I  belong,  sir.  to  the  16th 
Iowa,  and  the  16th  Iowa  was  the  only  Iowa  regiment  that  never 
had  a  Chaplain,  and  I  being  the  most  moral  man  in  the  regiment 
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was  not  only  its  commander,  but  its  Chaplain  too.  [Laughter 
and  applause.]  That  is  the  very  reason  why  when  the  boys 
kept  out  of  the  guard  house  and  tried  to  bribe  me  with  honey, 
chickens,  etc. ,.  instead  of  accepting  that  I  sent  the  boys  to  the 
guard  house.  But  to  turn  to  the  young  lady.  She  was  a  very 
pretty  young  lady,  born  in  New  York  City,  and  lived  there  all 
her  life:  very  refined,  etc.  She  never  smelled  a  breath  of  fresh 
country  air,  hardly.  At  last  she  received  an  invitation  from  an 
old  country  aunt  of  hers  to  come  out  and  spend  a  month  in  the 
country  during  the  summer.  Well,  she  went  there,  and  she 
admired  things  very  much.  She  looked  at  the  sheep,  cattle  and 
hogs,  and  thought  living  in  the  country  was  a  pretty  good  thing. 
In  the  evening  the  old  auntie  took  her  out  to  milk  old  Brindle, 
and  she  planted  her  little  three-legged  stool  on  the  ground  and 
commenced  milking.  "Why,"  says  the  girl,  "auntie,  is  that 
the  way  you  milk  a  cow  \  "  u  Milk  a  cow  \  Lo'd  a-massy,  what 
other  way  is  there  to  milk  a  cow,  child?"  "W&y,  I  thought 
you  took  it  by  the  tail.'' 

Now,  vou  made  about  as  much  of  a  mistake  in  calling  on  me 
for  a  speech  as  this  young  lady  did.  I  could  not  make  a  speed) 
and  we  have  some  business  yet  to  transact.  1  am  not  going  to 
try  to  make  a  speech,  and  could  not  if  1  did.  We  have  busi- 
ness on  hand,  and  I  think  we  had  better  proceed  with  it.  Thank- 
ing you  for  the  honor  you  conferred,  and  especially  as  there  is 
no  lighting  in  it,  I  will  do  my  whole  duty. 

The  Chairman:  It  is  quite  likely  that  this  gentleman  learned 
to  milk  when  he  was  very  young.

In  the  death  of  Gen.  Win.  W.  Belknap  the  Crocker  Iowa  Brigade 
has  lost  one  of  its  commanders  in  the  war.  and  for  nine  years  its  Presi- 
dent under  the  present  social  reorganization,  till,  he  passed  away;

As  preeminently  instrumental  in  organizing  this  association,  known 
in  peace  as  the  "Crocker  Iowa  Brigade,"  as  it  was  thus  known  and  be- 
came renowned  in  war  for  its  deeds  of  valor,  and  having  by  his  untir- 
ing labors  contributed  so  largely  to  make  each  of  its  reunions  a  happy 
success,  the  obligations  of  gratitude  will  entwine  with  our  high  per- 
sonal regards  in  keeping  alive  and  ever  fresh  the  memory  of  Gen.  Bel- 
knap. 

The  warmest  sympathies  of  the  veterans  of  the  11th,  13th  and  16th 
Regiments  are  extended  to  their  comrades  of  the  15th,  who,  in  the 
death  of  Gen.  Belknap,  lost  one  name  from  their  roster  which  had 
shed  lustre  even  on  their  brilliant  regimental  record.

Capt.  Kepler,  (13th):  I  understand,  Mr.  President,  that 
motion  is  before  this  meeting. 

The  Chairman:     It  is. 

Capt.  Kepler,  (13th):  I  would  like  to  suggest  this:  That 
the  Association  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  has  thus  far  steered 
perfectly  clear  of  all  entanglements,  except  what  are  pertinent 
to  the  meeting  of  this  Association.  I  am  opposed  to  the  reso- 
lution, because  we  are  assuming  to  legislate  for  eighty  thousand 
soldiers,  and  will  have  no  influence  on  the  matter  whatever.  Our 
reunion  is  too  precious  to  be  endangered  by  legislation  for  other 
associations.  We  ean  do  that  as  individuals,  bullet  us  not  bind 
or  complicate  this  Brigade  or  show  "by  our  action  that  this  Brig- 
ade oilers  anything  of  the  kind.      [Applause]. 

This  organization  we  look  upon  as  one  of  the  grandest  mili- 
tary organizations  in  the  United  States,  and  it  is  so  considered 
and  recognized  by  eminent  men  all  over  this  country,  and  why? 
Because  they  have  never  drawn  us  into  entanglements  on  out- 
.  side  issues,  and  never  get  any  intimation  as  to  how  we  will  go 
on  this  question  or  that  question.  Let  us  be  careful  now  that 
we  do  not  take  some  steps  we  shall  be  sorry  for.  I  might  favor 
this  motion  personally,  but  as  a  member  of  this  Brigade  I  am 
opposed  to  it,  and  when  the  resolution  comes  up  for  action  I 
want  to  vote  emphatically  no,  because  it  is  not  germane  to  the 
object  of  this  Association. 
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M.  C.  Staves,  of  the  11th  Iowa:  Mr.  President,  there  is 
another  objection,  and  that  is  the.  clause  with  reference  to 
having  the  meeting  called  during  the  State  Fair  at  Des 
Moines.  We  never  could  have  a  successful  reunion  mixed 
up  with  the  Iowa  State  Fair.  If  we  are  to  have  a  re- 
union, we  must  have  it  separate  and  alone  for  our  own  com- 
fort in  order  that  we  may  have  a  visit  with  each  other,  which 
we  cannot  do  mixed  up  with  the  State  Fair. 

W.  H.  Crocker,  of  the  16th  Iowa:  This  matter  has  the 
appearance  to  me  of  trying  to  use  this  Brigade  as  a  State  Fair 
advertisement. 

Mr.  Hostetter  (loth) :  Mr.  President,  I  think  the  com- 
rades do  not  understand  the  tenor  of  the  resolution.  It 
is  not  the  object  to  take  decisive  steps  now.  It  is  sim- 
ply to  get  the  thing  started  for  a  state  reunion.  It  is  not 
.a  Brigade  matter  at  all:  but  there  are  more  comrades,  as  far  as 
I  know,  in  this  Association  than  any  other  organization  of  Iowa 
soldiers  in  the  state,  and  for  that  reason  the  recommendation  of 
this  Brigade  will  have  some  weight,  and  this  is  only  intended  as 
a  recommendation  or  indorsement.  Regimental  reunions  are 
held  all  over  the  state,  and  they  are  largely  attended  by  the 
comrades  from  time  to  time.  The  state  fair  has  nothing  to  do 
with  this  matter,  any  more  than  the  facilities  they  have  to  han- 
dle the  crowds  with  their  grounds  and  buildings.  If  there  is  to 
be  another  reunion  of  all  the  Iowa  boys  in  the  state,  it  will  have 
to  have  a  start  somewhere,  and  may  as  well  start  here  as  any- 
where else.  This  Brigade  can  meet  at  any  time  they  wish.  In 
the  month  of  October  would  be  a  good  time.  The  fair  ground 
has  simply,  been  named  because  of  the  conveniences,  buildings, 
etc.

My  Dear  Friend, — Yourself  and  Mr.  Hugh  Belknap  have  my  warmest 
thanks  for  the  kind  words  of  sympathy  expressed  in  your  telegram  of 
the  4th  hist. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Safely  was  born  in  Waterford,  New  York.  July  31,  1837, 
where  he  resided  until  he  was  fourteen  years  old.  His  mother  having 
died  some  time  previous,  he  came  to  Mt.  Vernon,  Iowa,  with  his  father 
and  family,  where  he  continued  to  live  until  the  breaking  out  of  the 
war,  in  the  spring  of  1861,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  13th  Iowa  infantry, 
and  was  mustered  in  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  Feb.  17. 18u2.  and  remained 
in  the  service  until  the  final  muster  out  of  his  regiment,  during  which 
time  he  served  in  every  grade  from  private  to  captain.  His  military 
career  afterward  and  during  the  war  is  so  well  known  by  all  the  vet- 
erans of  Crocker's  Brigade  that  it  is  needless  for  me  to  speak  in  detail. 
His  death  is  mourned  by  a  large  and  influential  circle  of  friends  in 
Indiana,  where  he  has  resided  and  made  his  home  during  the  last  five 
years. 

Mr.  Safety's  illness  commenced  with  a  chill,  while  in  Chicago,  about 
the  14th  of  August.  One  week  later,  at  home,  he  had  a  severe  conges- 
tive chill,  which  was  followed  by  typhoid  pneumonia  and  accompanied 
with  valvular  trouble  of  the  heart.  His  suffering  was  severe  and  pro- 
tracted, yet  he  bore  it  with  heroic  bravery,  retaining  his  faculties  and 
consciousness  to  the  last,  and  died  Sept.  1st.  His  long  and  painful  ill- 
ness was  marked  by  the  same  patience,  fortitude  and  courage  as  that 
which  characterized  him  through  all  his  affairs  in  life.  He  expressed 
a  desire  to  live,  but  was  willing  to  die  if  it  was  the  Lord's  will.  He 
spoke  lovingly  of  all  his  friends  during  his  illness,  and  wished  to  be 
remembered  to  them  all.  saying.  "God  bless  tliem  all." 

Often  he  has  sat  with  me  and  recalled  the  dear  old  comrades  who 
have  crossed  the  mystic  river,  and  especially  did  lie  lament  in  tenderest 
terms  of  sorrow  when  he  heard  of  the  death  of  his  friend,  the  friend  of 
every  true  soldier.  General  Belknap.     If  he  had  lived  it  was  our  inten- 
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tlon  to  attend  the  reunion  this  year,  and  I  know  his  love  for  his  old 
comrades  was  so  great  and  enduring-  that  nothing  could  have  given  him 
or  me  more  pleasure.  But,  alas,  he  has  joined  the  silent  majority,  and 
will  hold  his  camprire  with  the  great  and  good  Belknap  and  the  brave 
comrades  that  have  gone  before.  May  the  living  veterans  of  the 
Crocker  Brigade  and  the  old  Thirteenth  have  the  full  measure  of 
pleasure  and  enjoyment  at  their  coming  reunion  that  he  would  wish 
them  if  living,  is  the  sincere  desire  of  their  friend.,  and  yours.

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General  Belknap's  Last  Letter  to  Colonel  Rood. 

October  11th,  1890,  General  Belknap  wrote  the  following  letter 
to  Colonel  II.  H.  Rood.  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Brigade. 
It  was  post-marked  at  2  p.  m..  October  11,  1890.  So  far  as  is 
known,  the  only  letter  written  later  to  any  person  on  that  last 
afternoon  of  his  life  was  written  to  Mrs.  Judge  Samuel  F.  Miller, 
expressing  his  earnest  sympathy  with  her  in  the  loss  of  her  hon- 
ored and  distinguished  husband.  Thus  on  his  last  day  on  earth, 
and  his  last  work  on  that  day.  he  was  helping  the  widowed  and 
sorrowing.  It  was  a  fitting  end  to  a  life  which  had  been  full  of 
kind  words  and  helpful  deeds.  It  was  an  expression  of  his  duty 
to  others  which  guided  all  his  acts.  It  is  certain  no  man  in  posi- 
tions such  as  he  occupied  ever  did  more  for  his  friends.  He 
died  ashe  had  lived,  doing  his  own  work  well,  and  extending  a  help- 
ful hand  and  a  warm  and  generous  sympathy  to  the  suffering  and 
sorrowful.

My  Bear  Sir.— I  have  just  reached  home,  and  find  your  kind  letter 
of  13th  inst.,  which  gives  me  both  pain  and  pleasure.  I  am  really  glad 
to  be  so  kindly  remembered,  and  sad  indeed  to  have  to  say  1  cannot 
attend  the  Brigade  reunion,  as  I  have  been  so  kindly  invited  and  urged 
to  come.  I  am  sure  you  all  will  have  a  meeting  such  as  lias  not  been 
experienced  since  the  organization  of  the  Society,  and  that  there  will 
be  some  proper  action  taken  looking  towards  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
monument  over  the  remains  of  your  noble  father.  To  us  is  left  this 
duty  and  priceless  heritage  of  appropriately  marking  his  resting  place 
and  cherishing  his  dear  memory:  and  until  history  shall  do  him  justice, 
we  should  feel  this  belongs  to  us  alone.  That  General  Belknap*  had 
his  friends  and  admirers  by  the  thousands  all  over  this  broad  land  is  of 
course  well  known  to  everyone:  but  it  is  impossible  that  anyone  outside 
of  his""  old  command  should  know  and  feel  his  worth  as  it  is  known  to 
us.  He  was  the  one  man  within  my  knowledge  who  could  freely  frater- 
nize with  the  commonest  soldiers,  and  never  seem  the  less  a  general. 
I  love  to  think  of  him  as  I  have  seen  him  in  battle:  of  a  grand  stature, 
portly  and  erect,  with  eyes  Hashing  lightning.  No  grander  looking 
man  or  soldier  ever  graced  a  battlefield.  I  have  seen  his  face  beam 
with  pleasure,  when,  hastily  looking  over  the  line,  he  saw  every  man 
grimly  doing  the  work  of  a  soldier  in  a  manner  beyond  praise:  and  at 
such  time  I  would  not  have  exchanged  my  humble  place  in  their  brave 
ranks  for  any  title  within  a  monarch's  gift. 

When  Yicksburg  fell,  the  southern  forces  were  disheartened  and 
badly  demoralized,  but  the  armies  that  confronted  each  other  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Atlanta  campaign  wore  the  peers  of  any  forces  ever 
marshaled.  Scarcely  a  man  remained  upon  either  side  who  was  not 
thereby  his  own  will  and  eager  for  the  battle:  and  among  all  this  heroic 
ho^t  the  manly,  knightly  Belknap  was  conspicuous:  and  whenever 
opportunity  offered  there  was  an  example  of  heroism  set  which  won  for 
him  the  stern  love  and  admiration  a  soldier  feels  for  such  a  leader. 
Nothing  seemed  impossible  for  us  which  he  commanded  to  be  done:  and 
within  sight  of  where  I  am  now  writing,  I  have  seen  his  old  Brigade 
fighting  against  odds  with  undiminished  confidence,  although  they 
knew  the  nun  the;,  faced  were  the  equals  in  every  goodly  quality  to 
any  troops  ever  match*  d  in  brittle.  I  would  never  tire  of  telling  of  the 
knightly  deeds  of  our  dear  old  commander,  but  it  will  take  a  more 
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eloquent  pen  than  mine  to  place  them  on  record  as  they  deserve  to 
be  for  the  use  of  this  organization  alone.  We  have  among-  us.  however. 
I  am  glad  to  say.  those  who  are  especially  fitted  for  the  work.  I  beg 
you  will  remember  me  most  kindly  to  all  the  old  boys.  Thanking  you 
for  the  very  kind  expressions  contained  in  your  valued  letter,  and  hop- 
ing I  may  yet  have  the  pleasure  of  knowing  you  personally.  I  remain

Dear  Sir. — It  is  my  desire  to  supplement  my  brief  letter  of  condo- 
lence by  one  which  will  better  express  my  feelings  regarding  your  late 
distinguished  father.  It  was  my  high  privilege  to  enjoy  the  warm  friend- 
ship of  General  Belknap,  and  my  close  intimacy  with  him  enabled  me 
to  become  acquainted  with  qualities  in  him  which  go  to  make  up  all 
that  is  most  to  be  admired  in  the  highest  type  of  manhood.  A  correct 
history  of  the  war  could  not  be  written  without  testifying  to  his  gal- 
lantry as  a  soldier,  and  in  this  particular  the  official  records  have  not 
failed  to  do  him  justice;  but  to  my  mind  he  possessed  bravery  and  cour- 
age more  rare,  in  enduring  for  years,  silently,  the  odium  of  false  charges 
and  unjust  imputations,  to  shield  others,  when  he  had  but  to  speak  to 
vindicate  himself. 

The  fact  that  only  a  ditch  at  Atlanta  separated  us.  on  the  fatal  22d 
of  July.  1864,  and  that  our  coats  were  not  of  the  same  color  then,  and 
were  never  turned  afterward,  made  no  difference  in  the  cordial  rela- 
tions which  existed  between  us  for  years.  Of  his  numerous  thoughtful 
ads  of  kindness  to  me  I  will  not  stop  to  speak,  which,  while  I  gladly 
now  look  back  to  as  tokens  of  his  esteem,  they  were  small  in  compari- 
son to  those  which  I  know  he  so  liberally  bestowed  upon  others,  for 
truly,  his  generosity  was  never  appealed  to  in  vain,  and  with  the  needy 
he  made  no  distinction  between  those  who  fought  with  or  against  him. 

To  you,  no  words  of  sympathy  can  compensate  your  loss,  and  I  ten- 
der this,  my  willing  tribute,  as  an  offering  to  true  worth.  Amid  the 
mourning  which  will  go  up  from  the  hearts  of  his  old  comrades,  but 
none  will  mourn  him  more  sincerely  than  myself.

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William  Worth  Belknap  was  the  son  of  Brevet  Brig-.  Gen. 
William  Goldsmith  Belknap,  who  was  a  captain  in  the  3d 
United  States  Infantry  when  his  son  was  born  at  Newburgh, 
3Sr.  Y.,  September  22,  1829.  lie  (the  latter)  was  a  graduate 
of  the  College  of  New  Jersey,  at  Princeton,  in  1818;  came 
to  Keokuk  in  1851^  and  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Sev- 
enth General  Assembly  (the  first  to  meet  at  the  present 
capital).  He  was  appointed  Major  of  the  15th  Iowa  Volun- 
teers December  7.  1861;  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of 
Shiloli;  became  Lieutenant-Colonel  August  1, 1302.  and  suc- 
ceeded the  Colonel,  Hugh  T.  Raid,  June  3,  1864,  on  the  pro- 
motion of  the  latter  to  a  Brigadier-Generalship.     July  .30, 

1864,  he  was  himself  appointed  Brigadier-General  United 
States  Volunteers,  and  at  the  closing  of  the  war  was  -b re- 
vetted Major-General.     He  was  mustered  out  in  August, 

1865.  October  13,  1869,  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  War, 
which  position  lie  resigned  March  7,  1876.  Since  that  time 
he  has  spent  most  of  his  time  at  Washington,  although  he 
never  abandoned  Iowa  as  his  home,  making  it  a  practice  to 
come  out  and  vote  at  every  election.  For  some  years  he  has 
been  acting  as  agent  of  Iowa  in  the  prosecution  of  war 
claims,  in  which  he  has  been  very  successful.

Washington.  Oct.  16,  1890.— The  remains  of  the  late 
ex-Secretary  of  War,  William  W.  Belknap,  were  to-day  in- 
terred in  Arlington  Cemetery.  Religious  services  were  con- 
ducted in  St.  John's  Episcopal' Church.  The  remains  were 
taken  from  the  home  of  General  Belknap  to  the  church  at 
10  o'clock,  under  the  escort  of  the  Union  Veteran  Corps  of 
Washington,  a  delegation  from  the  Loyal  Legion,  and 
members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  The  honorary  pall  bearers  were 
Secretary  Xoble.  Ex-Postmaster  General  Cresswell,  General 
L.  A.  Grant,  Assistant  Secretary  of  War:  General  Cyrus 
Bussey.  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Interior;  ex-Represent- 
ative John  A.  Kasson.  Gen.  Batchellor.  Gen.  Bennett.  Gen- 
eral Vincent,  Senators  Manderson,  Halle  and  Washburne: 
General  Boynton.  Gen.  W.  G.  Veazey,  Commander-in-Chief 
of  the  G.  A.  R.;  Colonel  M.  E.  Emmet  Orell,  Commander 
of  the  Department  of  the  Potomac  G.  A.  R.:  James  Wort h- 
ington  and  Joseph  Iv.  McCamman.  The  active  pall  bearers 
were  six  non-commissioned  officers  from  the  Washington 
barracks.  The  services  at  the  church  were  appointed  for 
10:30  o'clock,  and  long  before  that  hour  the  unreserved  por- 
tion of  the  edifice  was  tilled  by  the  friends  of  the  dead  Gen- 
eral. Ample  space  had  been  reserved  for  the  family,  the 
members  of  Crocker's  Brigade,  the  honorary  pall  bearers, 
the  military  order  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  the  bar  association 
of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  members  of  the  Prince- 
ton College  Alumni  Association. 

When  the  procession  arrived  at  the  church  the  casket 
was  placed  in  front  of  the  chancel  rail  and  the  Episcopal 
service  was  read.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  burial  service 
the  choir  chanted  "I  Hear  a  Voice  from  Heaven."  Tl\e 
casket  was  then  taken  from  the  church  and  placed  on  the 
hearse,  the  pall  bearers  and  family  friends  and  clergymen 
entered  the  carriages,  the  line  of  march  was  reformed  and 
the  procession  slowly  took  its  way  to  the  cemetery.  The 
floral  offerings  were  handsome,  especially  those  from  his 
former  comrades  in  arms.

At  3  p.  M. ,  Reveille.      Bugle  and  Drum  Corps. 

The  banquet  was  held  in  an  immense  tent  on  the  banks  of  the 
Des  Moines  river,  in  Crocker's  Wood.  To  the  committee  on 
banquet,  consisting  of  Capt.  M.  T.  Russell,  Chairman ;  F.  S. 
Whiting,  C.  C.  Prouty,  J.  H.  Windsor,  J.  H.  MeCorcl,  Thos. 
Doane,  R.  Wilkins,  R.  L.  Chase  and  H.  C.  Windsor,  too  much 
praise  cannot  be  accorded  for  this  grand  entertainment.  The 
inside  of  the  tent  presented  a  magnificent  sight.  The  decora- 
cions  were  very  beautiful,  and  was  the  work  of  R.  L.  Blair,  and 
his  committee  of  ladies,  who  did  the  floral  decorating.  The 
ladies  who  assisted  were :  Mrs.  Capt.  Prouty,  Mrs.  E.  G.

Col.  Rood:  Before  proceeding  with  the  program,  Major 
Goodrell,  of  the  15th  Iowa,  has  a  word  to  say,  which  will  be 
brief. 

Major  Goodrell:     Comrades  of  the  loth  Iowa,  vou  remem- 
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ber  in  1S6 1  and  1S62,  in  the  city  of  Keokuk,  where  the  15th 
Iowa  was  being  recruited  for  the  field,  there  was  a  girl  eight, 
ten  or  twelve  years  old  who  visited  the  hospitals  and  camp  of 
the  15th  Iowa  almost  every  day.  In  that  time  she  sang  in  the 
hospitals  and  in  the  camps.  That  little  girl  has  grown  up  to  be 
a  young  lady,  but  the  love  and  respect  which  the  15th  Iowa  had 
for  her  as  a  girl  has  followed  her  to  this  day.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  way  of  music  or  request  but  what  has  been  given  to  the 
15th  Iowa.  In  the  first  place,  she  came  as  a  little  girl  to  sing 
to  our  regiment  :  she  followed  us  through  the  war,  but  whether 
it  was  her  fault  or  the  ''Cheek'1  of  the  man  she  married,  I 
know  not.  But  she  married  into  the  15th,  which  pleased  us. 
She  is  the  child  of  our  regiment,  and  as  a  token  of  the  respect 
and  esteem  in  which  we  have  held  her  since  1861,  the  members 
of  the  15th  Iowa  have  decided  to  present  her  a  small  memento 
of  our  love.  As  gold  represents  the  value  of  all  baser  metals, 
we  have  selected  a  gold  watch  to  present  to  her  as  a  token  of 
this  esteem,  which  we  hope  she  may  retain  for  many  years,  and 
that  in  the  years  to  conn1  we  may  still  have  the  presence  of  Mrs. 
Chock  to  sing  and- enjoy  our  reunions.  There  will  be  but  a  few 
more  for  many  of  as,  but  those  who  are  younger  can  keep  up 
these  reunions  and  make  them  interesting.

WITH  BELKNAP  TO  THE  SEA. 

BY  CAPTAIN  CIIAS.  W.  KEPLEIi,  OF  HIS  STAFF. 

There  is  grandeur  and  glory  in  the  sentiment  of  my  toast.  Memories 
of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago.  come  thronging  back  to  us  mingled 
with  pride  and  sadness.  As  we  stand  to-day  in  the  dazzling  light  of 
history,  aided  by  our  own  personal  recollections  of  that  great  march. 
we  feel  proud  that  it  was  our  fortune  to  forma  part  of  that  great  army 
of  selected  veterans  that  marched  to  the  sea.  With  all  the  attempts 
that  had  been  made  to  detract  from  the  glory  and  grandeur  of  that 
great  march,  the  history  of  the  world  to-day  records  it  as  one  of  the 
most  daring,  dashing  and  successful  campaigns  recorded  in  history  or 
in  song.  Fortunate  mortals  are  we  to  live  and  move  in  the  light  of 
such  a  history  we  helped  to  make,  and  thus  have  a  foretaste  of  what 
shall  be  said  of  us  when  we  are  gone.  The  sentiment  brings  to  our 
minds  recollections  of  a  young  and  vigorous  manhood,  with  handsome 
faces,  sparkling  eyes,  elastic  step,  with  all  hopes  and  ambitions  for  the 
future.  Memories  of  Lincoln,  Grant.  Sherman.  Sheridan.  Logan.  Blair, 
Crocker  and  Belknap,  all  of  whom  have  closed  their  eyes  to  this  earth 
and  opened  them  we  trust  in  a  fairer  land  on  high.  Memories  of 
loyalty  to  commanders  and  a  disciplined  army  of  soldiers  unparalleled 
in  the  history  of  the  world.  This  great  historic  campaign  originated 
in  tiie  fertile  brain  of  General  Sherman,  the  plans  of  which  were  fully 
submitted  to  and  fully  approved  by  Gen.  Grant.  The  authorities  at 
Washington  doubted  the  wisdom  of  cutting  loose  from  our  base  of  sup- 
plies because  the  books  on  military  movements  were  against  it.  The 
loyal  people  of  the  north  were  afraid  of  such  a  movement.  Gen. 
Grant's  chief  of  staff  strenuously  opposed  it,  and  after  falling  to  in- 
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fluence  his  chief  to  prevent  it.  went  to  the  authorities  at  Washington 
to  get  them  to  interfere  :  but  before  he  could  prevail  on  the  authorities 
Sherman  had  cut  the  last  wire  that  connected  him  with  the  north. 

Jeff.  Davis,  feeling  much  interest  in  our  welfare,  warned  us  against 
making  any  such  attempt,  and  while  we  were  filling  our  haversacks, 
preparatory  to  driving  Hood  and  his  army  north  to  the  Tennessee  river. 
where  it  was  cold  for  folks  that  went  "  barefooted,"  and  where  General 
Thomas  (if  you  would  give  him  his  own  time)  could  whip  him.  Jeff. 
Davis  was  telling  his  soldiers  south  of  Atlanta  to  be  of  good  cheer,  your 
faces  would  soon  be  turned  homeward  and  your  feet  treading  Tennessee 
soil,  and  Sherman  will  be  compelled  to  retreat,  and  his  retreat  will  be 
more  disastrous  than  was  Napoleon's  retreat  from  Moscow.  Well,  his 
prophesies  were  in  part  fulfilled.  When  we  succeeded  in  driving  Hood 
up  near  the  Tennessee  river,  and  near  where  General  Thomas  was,  we 
did  retreat  back  to  Atlanta,  a  distance  of  several  hundred  miles,  in  such 
disorder  and  utter  confusion  that  we  tore  up  all  the  railroads  and 
burned  all  the  bridges  in  our  track,  and  the  retreat  was  perhaps  as 
disastrous  (to  some  one)  as  was  "  Napoleon's  retreat  from  Moscow.'" 

The  faces  of  Hood's  Tennessee  soldiers  were  soon  turned  northward 
and  their  feet  were  soon  treading  Tenessee  soil,  but.  poor  fellows,  many 
of  them  trod  the  soil  of  their  native  state  but  a  few  days. 

Passing  over  the  advance  on  Atlanta  and  its  seige.  The  sixty-five 
days  when  it  was  not  sate  for  your  heads  to  be  above  the  surface  of  the 
earth:  Nickajack  creek,  the  memorable  2 1st  and  22d  of  July,  when  run- 
beloved  McPhersnn  fell:  the  sleeping  on  the  battle  tield  along  side  of 
the  dead:  the  wonderful  midnight  march  from  the  left  to  the  right  of 
the  line  on  the  night  of  the  27th  and  23th  of  July,  and  the  midnight 
march  of  L  mesboro:  the  march  in  pursuit  of  Hood,  north  to  the  Ten- 
nessee river,  and  the  return  to  Atlanta,  tearing  up  the  railroads  and 
bridges,  we  recall  the  memorable  special  tield  order  No.  119.  issued  by 
General  Sherman: 

"You  have  been  organized  into  an  army  for  a  special  purpose  well 
known  to  the  War  Department  and  to  General  Grant.  It  is  sufficient 
for  vou  to  know  that  it  involves  the  departure  from  our  present  base. 
and  a  long  and -difficult  inarch  to  a  new  one.  All  the  chances  of  war 
have  been  considered  and  provided  for  as  far  as  human  sagacity  can: 
all  ho  asks  of  you  is  to  maintain  that  discipline,  patience  and  courage 
which  has  characterized  you  in  the  past,  and  he  hopes  with  you  to  strike 
a  blow  at  <»ur  enemy  that  will  have  a  material  effect  in  producing  what 
we  ;il!  so  much  desire,  his  complete  overthrow. 

••  Hv  order  of  Ma.e  Gen.  Wm.  T.  Sherman. 

••  !>v  L.  M.  Dayton.  AiiUU<\mp:' 
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In  pursuance  of  this  order  we  recall  the  memorable  15th  day  of  No- 
vember, 1S64.  We  see  the  marching-  and  countermarching  of  that 
grand  army  of  veterans  moving  southward.  Behind  us  for  a  hundred 
miles  we  see  the  smoke  from  the  burning  railroads  and  bridges.  We 
are  marching  out  of  the  smouldering  ruins  of  Atlanta,  around  which  so 
many  of  our  dear  comrades  had  fallen.  But  we  pause  not  to  weep  for 
the  fallen  who  slept  by  each  stump  and  tree,  yet  we  twined  them  a 
wreath  of  the  laurel. 

As  Sherman  marched  to  the  sea,  we  see  the  gun  barrels  glistening 
in  the  sun.  we  see  the  white  top  wagons  moving  southward,  we  see  Gen- 
eral Sherman  in  the  prime  of  life  coolly  watching  his  battalions  as  they 
pass  by,  and  we  see  our  beloved  commander  proudly  riding  at  the  head 
of  his  brigade.  Whither  we  are  going  we  know  not.  We  see  the  happy, 
smiling  faces  of  the  soldiers  keeping  step  to  the  anthem  "John  Brown's 
soul  goes  marching  on." 

WTe  recall  the  long,  weary  marches  by  day.  and  the  lonely  vigils  of 
the  picket  by  night,  the  pontooning  of  rivers,  the  wading  of  swamps, 
the  constant  marching  by  the  side  of  the  road  to  enable  the  artillery 
and  wagon  trains  to  occupy  the  road  and  thus  be  close  to  us,  the  army 
of  foragers  sent  out  daily  and  returning  at  night  loaded  with  the  fat 
of  the  land,  the  petty  annoyance  given  us  occasionally  by  the  Georgia 
militia,  which  necessitated  putting  forward  a  skirmish  line  to  start 
them  on  the  run,  the  vague  and  uncertain  rumors  that  were  daily 
passed  along  the  line  ''that  we  were  going  to  Charleston,  to  Mobile,  to 
New  Orleans:  Richmond  had  surrendered.  Washington  had  been  cap- 
tured by  Lee's  army,  Hood's  army  had  crossed  the  Ohio  into  Indiana 
and  would  soon -capture  Chicago,  the  whole  north  was  on  the  run, 
Sherman  had  cut  himself  loose  without  orders  and  was  going  to  declare 
himself  dictator.  Lee's  whole  army  was  massing  in  our  front:  but  not- 
withstanding all  these  reports,  in  the  language  of  General  Belknap,  the 
marching  went  on  just  the  same.  All  the^e  incidents  pass  in  panorama 
view  before  our  eyes  to-night.  As  we  near  Atlanta  we  remember  the 
country  became  poor  and  rations  became  shorter  and  shorter  until  we 
had  none  at  all  except  the  rice  in  the  shock,  which  was  shelled  out  of 
the  straw  by  hand  and  ground  into  flour  or  meal  with  coffee  mills,  one 
man  working  ail  night  to  prepare  enough  for  four  men's  breakfasts  the 
next  morning.  We  remember  the  exploding  torpedos  placed  in  the 
roads  as  we  neared  the  gatesof  Savannah,  the  siege  of  that  place,  and  the 
night  the  flooded  gatesof  the  rice  field  were  lifted,  and  morning  found  us 
in  a  sea  of  Water.  The  southern  papers  had  told  us  that  we  were  actually 
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fleeing  for  our  lives  and  seeking  safety  at  the  hands  of  our  Meet  on  the  sea 
coast.  We  had  been  that  far  out  from  the  whole  world  for  two  months 
during  the  most  critical  and  anxious  period  of  the  war.  We  were 
anxious  to  hear  from  home,  and  when  amid  the  din  and  noise  of  can- 
non, shrieking  of  shells,  and  bursting  of  torpedos,  Sherman  saw  from  a 
distance  the  grand  old  stars  and  stripes  waving  on  the  parapets  of  Fort 
McAllister,  it  is  said  that  he  was  so  rejoiced  that  he  exclaimed,  in  the 
language  of  the  old  negro,  "this  nigger  will  have  no  sleep  this  night. -r 
But  when  our  Meet  came  whistling  and  sailing  out  of  Ossabaw  sound,. 
and  the  Ogweche,  laden  with  letters  from  home,  and  with  meat,  sugar, 
coffee,  crackers  and  salt,  the  shouts  of  the  soldiers  all  along  the  swamps 
and  rice  fields  near  Savannah  were  terrifically  sublime,  and  many,  if  not 
all  of  you,  like  the  old  negro,  >k  got  no  sleep  that  night. ;'  Then  followed 
the  unexpected  capture  of  Savannah,  and  you  remember  the  pleasant 
holidays  spent  there,  and  the  Christmas  present  sent  to  General  Grant 
by  General  Sherman. 

"Oh,  proud  was  our  army  that  morning, 

That  stood  where  the  pine  darkly  "towers, 
When  Sherman  said,  'Boys,  you  are  weary, 

But  to-day  fair  Savannah  is  ours.' 
Then  sung  was  the  song  of  our  chieftain, 

That  echoed  o'er  river  and  lea, 
And  the  stars  in  our  banner  shone  brighter 

Wrhen  Sherman  camped  down  by  the  sea.T" 

It  was  not  our  fortune  to  enjoy  the  pleasures  and  comforts  of  that 
city  long.  Our  faces  wore  soon  turned  northward,  and  we  recall  the 
swamps  of  the  Combahee  and  Edirto.  the  Pocatoligo  and  Salkihatchie, 
which  were  waded  in  mid-winter.  We  recall  the  flat  quagmires  of  the 
Pedee  and  Cape  Fear  rivers,  and  the  building  of  corduroy  roads ;  the 
mountains  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  clay  hills  of  Virginia,  on  our 
journey  to  Richmond:  the  rapid  march  over  the  battle-fields  from 
Richmond  to  Washington,  where  we  participated  in  the  great  review. 
Is  it  all  a  dream?  Surely  Sherman  was  right  when  he  said,  "Were  I 
to  express. my  measure  of  the  relative  importance  of  the  march  to  the 
sea  and  that  from  Savannah  northward.  I  would  place  the  former  at 
one  and  the  latter  at  ten,  or  the  maximum." 

I  have  hastily  reminded  you  of  the  great  march  of  nearly  two  thou- 
sand miles  in  the  enemy's  country,  bushwhacked  from  every  tree  and 
stump  along  our  pathway,  till  we  reached  the  capital  of  our  country 
we  had  fought  to  protect.  Gen.  Belknap  was  our  commander  during 
that  great  pilgrimage,  honored  and  loved  by  every  one  of  you,  a  brave 
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soldier,  a  true  friend,  born  to  command  men  in  battle,  and  he  never 
faltered  when  the  trial  came.  Guiltless  in  life,  tender  as  a  child  in 
his  affection,  immovable  in  his  friendship,  an  honest  man.  He  loved 
his  Brigade,  and  we  loved  him.  It  was  not  his  fate  to  die  on  the  field 
of  battle.  It  was  not  his  fate  to  die  surrounded  by  his  loving  compan- 
ion and  children  and  an  army  of  devoted  friends,  eager  to  catch  the 
last  words  that  dropped  from  his  lips;  but  could  he  have  looked  back 
and  seen  the  great  honor  bestowed  upon  his  memory,  it  would  have 
made  his  great  heart  as  glad  as  it  did  all  of  ours.  Noble  citizen,  kind 
husband,  loving  father,  true  friend,  great  captain  of  war,  prince  of 
presiding  officers  in  peace,  President  of  this  Brigade,  we  shall  never 
see  your  face  again  upon  this  earth,  but  the  record  you  gave  this  Brig- 
ade in  war,  the  influence  and  fame  you  gave  it  in  peace,  will  shine 
from  the  firmament  of  its  history  as  the  leading  and  most  brilliant 
star  to  light  up  our  pathway  till  the  last  tap  of  "lights  out  "shall. 
have  been  sounded  to  all  of  us,  and  these  happy  reunions  shall  be  no' 
more.  As  we  shall  make  our  pilgrimage  to  Arlington  Heights,  we 
shall  tarry  long  at  your  tomb,  and  there  will  come  to  our  hearts  the 
uttered  and  unuttered  words.  "Brave,  kind,  generous  and  true  friend. 
Gen.  W.  AV.  Belknap,  we  marched  with  you  to  the  sea.'" 

S'otur,  "Marching  Through  Georgia." 

The  Chairman:  One  of  the  places  in  history  that  has  not 
been  properly  filled  is  that  part  that  Gen.  Crocker  took  in  the 
Ticksburg  campaign.  He  was  temporarily  connected  with 
Quimby's  division,  but  somehow  in  the  writing  of  history  that 
part  is  left  out;  one  of  the  most  glorious  careers  of  any  Iowa 
soldier.  Col.  Cadle,  of  his  staff,  will  respond  to  the  toast,  Gen. 
Crocker  in  the  Vicksburg  Campaign. 

GENERAL  CROCKER  IN  THE  VICKSBURG  CAMPAIGN. 

BY  COL.  CORNELIUS  CADLE,  OF   HIS  STAFF. 

Comrades  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade, — It  is  within  a  few  months  of 
thirty  years  since  this  Brigade  was  organized.  I  had  the  good  fortune 
and  the  honor  to  be  its  first  Adjutant,  and  to  serve  on  the  start'  of  its 
first  commander,  Gen.  Crocker,  from  the  day  lie  took  command  of  the 
Brigade  in  April.  18'>2,  unl  I!  in. lone.  lSt>4,  when  he  whs  ordered  to  New 
Mexico  on  account  of  his  health. 
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That  Crocker  was  a  noble,  brave  and  efficient  officer  is  amply  evi- 
denced. That  lie  had  the  love,  confidence  and  esteem  of  his  officers 
and  men.  every  one.  either  in  this  Brigade  or  in  his  subsequent  import- 
ant commands,  will  affirm. 

It  was  not  at  once  that  his  special  military  attributes  were  recog- 
nized by  those  under  him.  His  discipline  was  severe  but  just.  He  in- 
sisted upon  full  and  complete  service  from  his  officers  and  men.  He 
made'no  distinction  between  them  when  reprimand  or  punishment  was 
necessary.  He  considered  that  the  efficiency,  safety  and  comfort  of  his 
men  were  only  to  be  secured  by  their  close  observance  of  the  duties  of 
a  soldier. 

The  men  of  this  Brigade,  who.  early  in  the  war.  were  loud  grumblers 
at  the  drilling  to  which  they  were  subjected,  recognized  later  on  that 
•'Crocker's  infernal  drill,"  as  they  called  it,  had  made  them  true 
soldiers,  and  that  good  results  of  that  work  were  apparent,  not  only  in 
their  efficiency  as  soldiers,  but  also  in  their  increased  ability  to  protect 
and  care  for  themselves  personally. 

"Crocker's  Greyhounds"  earned  a  proud  record  for  themselves  that 
will  last  with  history,  and  the  credit  is  largely  due  to  Crocker,  who 
made  the  Iowa  Brigade,  and  in  making  it.  he  made  his  own  brilliant 
reputation. 

General  Grant,  in  his  Personal  Memoirs,  says: 

••  1  regarded  Logan  and  Crocker  as  being  as  competent  division  com- 
manders as  could  be  found  in  or  oufof  the  army,  and  both  equal  to  a 
much  higher  command.  Crocker,  however,  was  dying  of  consumption 
when  iie  volunteered.  His  weak  condition  never  put  hum  on  the  sick 
list  when  a  battle  was  in  prospect  as  long  as  he  could  keep  on  his  feet.' 

The  subject  assigned  me  to-day  is  \J  General  Crocker  in  the  Ticks- 
burg  Campaign."  The  ten  minutes. given  to  speakers  will  allow  me  to 
briefly  sketch  his  part  in  that  compaign. 

On  May  2.  1863.  he  was  detached  from  his  old  command  and  assigned 
to  the  command  of  the  7th  Division.  17th  Army  Corps,  the  commander 
of  that  division.  General  Quiuby,  having  taken  leave  of  absence. 

The  engagements  of  Raymond.  Jackson  and  Champion  Hills,  on  the 
12th.  14th  and  16th  of  May,  were  the  battles  in  which  Crocker  com- 
manded the  division.  They  were  short,  bloody  and  decisive.  The  lo^s 
m  ('rocker's  Division  in  these  engagements  was  174  killed  and  772 
w  Minded. 

The  battle  of  Jackson  was  fought  bv  Crocker  with  the  bayonet-.  Two 
17 
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brigades  in  line  in  front,  with  a  battery  in  the  center,  one  brigade  in 
the  rear,  charged  across  an  open  field  in  the  face  of  heavy  musketry 
and  artillery  tire,  and  drove  the  enemy  from  their  works  and  out  of  the 
city,  capturing  a  number  of  prisoners  and  several  pieces  of  artillery. 
While  the  enemy  was  fleeing  through  the  grounds  of  the  Capitol  build- 
ing, the  union  flag  was  placed  upon  the  dome  of  that  building,  under 
the  order  of  General  Crocker.  In  this  charge  there  were  34  killed  and 
227  wounded. 

Grant,  in  his  Memoirs,  says  of  the  battle  of  Jackson: 

"  McPherson  brought  up  Logan's  division  while  he  deployed  Crocker's 
for  assault.  Crocker  moved  his  division  forward,  preceded  by  a  strong 
skirmish  line.  These  troops  at  once  encountered  the  enemy's  advance 
and  drove  it  back  on  the  main  body,  when  they  returned  to  their  proper 
regiments  and  the  whole  division  charged,  routing  the  enemy  com- 
pletely, lie  captured  seven  guns,  and  moving  on,  hoisted  the  national 
flag  over  the  Capital  of  Mississippi." 

Gen.  J.  D.  Stevenson,  commanding  a  brigade  in  the  3d  Division, 
17th  Army  Corps,  in  his  report  says  : 

''The  division  of  Gen.  Crocker  being  in  advance,  encountered  the 
enemy  in  force.  We  were  ordered  up  to  their  support,  but  arrived  only 
in  time  to  witness  the  brilliant  and  successful  charge  of  his  division, 
driving  the  enemy  in  dismay  from  the  field." 

Franc  B.  Wilkie,  a  Chicago  war  correspondent,  whom  many  of  you 
saw.  says  of  Crocker,  in  his  interesting  book  "Powder  and  Pen,"  re- 
cently published  : 

*•  Prominent  in  his  march  around  Yicksburg  were  many  men  who 
afterward  obtained  national  reputations.  One.  who  was  a  superb 
lighter,  was  Gen.  M.  M.  Crocker,  of  Iowa,  a  lawyer  by  training  and  a 
soldier  and  a  lender  by  instinct.  He  was  a  very  handsome  man,  some- 
thing of  the  style  of  John  A.  Rawlins.  Both  of  them  had  consumption, 
and  had  the  clearness  of  complexion  and  the  large  blazing  eyes  often 
characteristic  of  sufferers  from  this  diabolical  disease.  Crocker  was  a 
fighter  in  the  amplest  sense  of-  the  word  :  it  was  his  division  that  cap- 
tured Jackson  on  our  march  to  Yicksburg.  although  the  credit  has 
generally  been  given  to  the  late  Gen.  Logan." 

It  was  a  most  magnificent  charge  across  that  open  field:  in  the  face 
of  a  deadly  lire  our  men  never  wavered,  keeping  perfect  alignment.     I 
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remember  that  I  wished  our  Iowa  Brigade  was  in  it.  Crocker  rode  on 
the  right  of  the  line,  keeping  even  with  it  during  the  charge  and  going- 
over  the  works  with  his  men. 

The  battle  of  Champion  Hills  was  fought  under  the  personal  direc- 
tion of  Gen.  Grant.  It  lasted  from  11  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  4 
in  the  afternoon,  and  Crocker's  loss  was  128  killed  and  543  wounded. 
Grant's  report  of  this  battle  says : 

••'There  had  been  continuous  firing  between  Hovey's  skirmishers 
and  the  rebel  advance,  which  by  11  o'clock  grew  into  a  battle.  For 
some  time  this  division  bore  the  brunt  of  the  conflict,  but,  finding  the 
enemy  too  strong  for  them,  at  the  instance  of  Hovey,  I  directed  first- 
one  and  then  a  second  brigade  of  Crocker"s  division  to  reinforce  him. 
The  battle  of  Champion  Hill  or  Baker's  creek  was  fought  mainly  by 
Hovey's  Division  of  McClernand's  Corps,  and  Logan  and  Quinby's 
Divisions  (the  latter  command  by  Gen.  M.  M,  Crocker)  of  McPherson's 
Corps." 

Charles  A.  Dana,  then  Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  who  was  with 
Grant  during  this  part  of  the  campaign,  said  in  his  telegraphic  report 
to  the  War  Department  : 

"The  battle  began  about  11  a.  m.,  and  was  gained  at  4  p.  m.  The 
brunt  was  borne  by  Hovey's  Division  of  McClernand's  Corps  and  Lo- 
gan's and  Crocker's  Divisions  of  McPherson's  Corps.  Hovey  attacked 
the  hill  and  held  the  greater  part  of  it  until  2  p.  >L,  when,  having  lost 
1.600  men.  he  was  succeeded  by  Boomer  and  Holmes'  Brigades  of 
Crocker's  Division,  by  which  the  conflict  was  ended  in  that  part  of  the 
field.    Boomer  lost  500  men." 

Gen.  Quinby  returned  on  the  l^th,  and  after  the  battle  assumed 
command  of  his  division,  and  Gen.  Crocker  was  assigned  to  duty  on 
the  staff  of  Gen.  Grant. 

On  relinquishing  the  command,  the  following  order  was  issued  by 
by  Gen.  McPherson : 

''-Special  Order  Headquarters  ITth  Army  Coups, 

No.  87.  Near  Edwards  Depot,  Miss.,  May  16,  1863. 

"1.  Brig. -Gen.  1.  Y.  Quinby.  having  returned  from  leave  of  ab- 
sence and  reported  for  duty,  will  assume  command  of  his  division  and 
will  relieve  Brig. -Gen.  M.  M.  Crocker.  Gen.  Crocker,  oh  being  relieved. 
will  report  to  these  headquarters;  for  duty. 


2.    Tiie  Major-General  commanding,  on  relieving  Gen.  M.  M.  Crock- 
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er  from  the  temporary  command  of  the  7th  division,  desires  to  express 
his  high  appreciation  of  his  soldierly  qualities,  his  efficiency  in  com- 
mand, his  gallant  heroism  on  the  field,  where  he  displayed  in  the  bat- 
tles of  the  12th,  14th.  and  16th  such  skill  in  handling  his  division,  such 
coolness,  and  daring  intrepidity  as  have  won  for  him  the  respect  and 
admiration  of  every  officer  and  soldier  in  this  command. 
"By  order  of  Maj.-Gen.  McPherson  : 

"W.  T.  Clark,  A.  A.  Gen.- 

Gen.  Crocker  remained  but  a  short  time  on  Gen.  Grant's  staff.  The 
condition  of  his  health  was  so  apparent  to  Grant  that  he  ordered  him 
home  for  relief. 

In  July  General  Crocker  returned  and  was  given  command  of  the 
4th  Division.  16th  Army  Corps,  which  a  few  days  afterwards  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  17th  Army  Corps,  and  sent  to  Natchez.  Returning  to 
Vicksburg  in  November.  Crocker's  Division  took  part  in  the  Meridian 
expedition. 

When  the  army  veteranized,  there  was  a  complete  reorganization  of 
the  Division,  and  the  Iowa  Brigade  was  assigned  to  it.  This  was  at 
Crocker's  earnest  request. 

When  the  Division  reached  Sherman's  Army  near  Atlanta  in  June. 
1864,  General  Crocker's  physical  condition  was  such  that  a  few  weeks 
longer  in  the  Held  would  have  killed  him.  lie  was  ordered  to  New 
Mexico,  where  he  remained  until  1865.  He  was  then  ordered  to  Wash- 
ington with  a  view  to  assignment  to  a  command  in  Texas,  but  on 
August  2(?  he  died. 

1  cannot  find  more  fitting  words  with  which  to  close  than  those 
littered  by  him  whom  we  loved  and  have  lost.  He  who.  rather  than 
have  the  honor  impugned  of  those  whom  he  had  sworn  to  cherish,  suffered 
his  reputation  to  be  blasted  in  the  public  estimation,  but  retained 
always  our  esteem  and  regard,  for  we  knew  him  to  be  clear  of  all  stain. 
The  words  are  those  of  General  Belknap,  in  an  address  delivered  at  the 
reunion  of  thecombined  Armies  of  the  Tennessee,  the  Cumberland  and 
the  Ohio  at  Chicago  on  December  16,  1868.  His  words  impressed  me 
the  more  from  the  fact  that 'after  Crocker  left  the  Held  I  served  with 
Ransom  and  was  with  him  when  he  died: 

"And  now.  comrades  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  we  willingly 
weave  the  cypres- with  the  laurel  that  enshrine  the  memories  of  the 
thousands  of  our  own  command,  whose  valor  in  action,  ever  conspic- 
uous, remains  remembered,  though  their  last   right  has  been  fought. 
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and  their  camp  is  with  a  command  higher  than  any  they  ever  served 
with  here.  We  do  not  number  them  nor  can  we  tell  of  all :  but  drums 
'will  cease  to  beat  and  bugles  to.  blow  ere  their  examples  be  lost.  Their 
military  life  is  Written.  The  records  of  the  rebellion  have  closed  their 
pages  for  them.  But  while  there  survives  a  man  of  his  Division,  he 
will  recall  the  form  and  features  of  Iowa's  Crocker,  as  in  the  heat  of 
action,  chivalric  and  inspired  by  excitement,  he  gave  his  whole  soul  to 
the  cause.  The  people  of  his  state  protect  his  memory,  and  in  every 
house  and  home  upon  its  prairies,  his  honored  name  is  a  household 
word.  The  sons  of  Illinois  fail  to  find  at  their  gatherings  the  form  of 
their  loved  Ransom.  With  a  heart  as  gentle  as  a  woman's,  he  was  yet 
full  of  that  old  Roman  rire.  which,  gathering  its  inspiration  from 
famous  martial  scenes,  kindled  in  his  mild  eye  unwonted  light,  and 
gave  to  the  noble  gentleman  the  mien,  the  attitude  and  aspect  of  the 
born  soldier.  Both  of  them  survived  many  hard  fought  fields,  to  die 
the  death  so  unwelcome  to  a  soldier— one  surrounded  by  friends  of 
home,  the  other  away  from  its  comforts  and  attentions,  with  his  last 
hours  soothed  by  those  who.  on  his  staff,  had  learned  to  love  him:  but- 
to  the  last  both  remembered  the  companions  of  their  campaigns,  and 
with  the  rinal  beatings  of  their  hearts,  sent  us  all  the  soldier's  last 
farewell.*'

THE  VOLUNTEER. 


BY   GENERAL  JOSIAH  GIVEN.    DES   MOINES,    IOWA. 


The  reason  they  asked  me  to  make  a  speech  here  was  because  they 
thought  T  didn't  know  anything  about  Crocker's  Brigade.  That  is  a 
mistake:  !  heard  of  you  once,  away  down  south.  Riding  up  to  a  cabin 
i»y  the  roadside  where  was  a  tail,  lank,  cadaverous  looking  o!d  woman 
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with  a  calico  sunbormet  on  her  head  and  a  tobacco  stick  in  her  mouth, 
I  asked  :  "Bid  the  men  tell  you  what  brigade  that  was  that  passed 
here*?  "Why,  yes.  they  did  say  something  about  it."  "-Was  it  the 
Crocker  Brigade  ?"  "Oh  no,  it  never  was  the  Crocker  Brigade:  they 
never  went  near  the  milk  house  at  all."  (Laughter  and  applause.) 
"Oh,  no,"  says  she.  "It  is  hot  the  Crocker  Brigade,  but  I  thought  per- 
haps it  was  the  "Hog  Brigade'  from  the  way  they  chased  my  pigs."  1 
was  pulling  rein  to  start  away  when  she  remarked,  "Hold  on  Mister." 
says  she.  "I  thought  for  a  while  we  were  going  to  have  a  whole  camp 
meeting  here:  one  fellow  says  Pray,  Pray,  Pray.  I  thought  sure  they 
were  going  to  have  a  camp  meeting,  when  another  fellow  runs  out  of 
the  smoke  house  with  something  under  his  coat  and  says,  ;I  have 
found  it.'  "  I  was  not  long  in  discovering  that  that  was  Gil)  Pray.  The 
old  lady  continued,  "1  know  it  must  be  the  Cheek  Brigade  for  that  is 
the  name  of  the  fellow  that  stole  all  my  soft  soap."  But  I  forget.  I 
was  to  talk  about  the  volunteer,  and  I  suppose  I  have  a  right  to  do  so. 
as  I  volunteered  three  times.  I  did  so  well  they  let  me  off  on  short 
service  the  first  time.  The  volunteer,  the  great  rank  and  rile  of  the 
army  is  what  I  am  to  talk  about:  therefore,  neither  my  silence  nor  my 
words  should  be  construed  into  a  reflection  upon,  or  want  of  regard  toi 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  old  Regular  Army  and  Navy,  with  whom 
we  often  stood  in  the  battle's  front. 

With  our  small  standing  army,  the  volunteer  has  ever  been  looked 
to  as  the  hope  of  the  country  in  times  of  danger,  and  never  looked  to 
in  vain. 

Wise  statesmen  have  distrusted  such  a  policy  :  they  have  said  that 
an  inexperienced  citizen  soldiery  is  not  equal  to  the  defense  of  such  a 
country. 

It  is  not  only  to  the  hundreds  of  hard-fought  Melds  between  Sumter 
and  Appomattox  that  I  point  in  proof  of  the  valor  and  efficiency  of  the 
volunteer.  I  point  you  to  two  grand  though  bloodless  victories  over 
prejudice  won  by  the  volunteer,  victories  seldom  if  ever  noted  in  the 
pages  of  .history.  They  were  the  first  and  the  last  victories  of  the 
union  volunteer. 

You  recall  the  unorganized,  undisciplined,  undrilled  crowds  of  men 
who  gathered  in  the  early  camps,  all  ignorant  of  the  life  and  trade  of 
the  soldier.  Many  of  them  had  never  seen  a  soldier.  They  were  great, 
good-natured  mobs  of  men.  Following  tic  first  review  of  the  then 
undrilled  lsth  Ohio,  Gen.  Turchin  said  to  us,  "Boys,  you  he  good  pat- 
riots; you  have  great  love  for  your  country,  out  you  bees  not  soldi ers. 
You  bees  just  farmers  mil.  guns  in  your  hands.'1    We  were  mad,  but 
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after  a  few  weeks  of  drill  felt  better  when  the  General  said,  "^Nbw, 
boys,  you  are  good  soldiers  as  well  as  farmers." 

The  world  stood  amazed  at  the  facility  with  which  these  crowds 
were  moulded  into  the  invincible  armies  and  navies  of  the  union. 

You  remember  the  days,  the  weeks,  and  months  of  fatiguing  drill 
by  which  this  first  victory  was  won. 

The  other  and  grander  victory  was  your  last.  It  was  freely  pre- 
dicted that  when  those  great  armies  were  disbanded  and  turned  loose 
upon  society,  lawlessness  would  prevail.  Again  the  civilized  world 
stood  amazed  at  the  fact  that  those  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Ameri- 
can volunteers,  fresh  from  four  years  in  the  field,  were  absorbed  into 
the  walks  and  pursuits  of  civil  life  without  a  ripple  upon  the  peace  of 
society. 

The  veteran  warrior  of  yesterday,  as  seen  to-day  at  the  plow,  in  the 
shop,  store,  pulpit  or  bar,  or  in  the  arms  of  his  family,  was  only  recog- 
nizable as  the  soldier  by  his  scars  or  martial  bearing, 

The  American  volunteer  is  no  tramp.  He  is  the  intelligent,  patriotic 
citizen,  with  family,  home,  friends  and  country  to  love  and  defend. 
You  men  of  Crocker  Brigade  were  such  volunteers.  You  were  of  those 
who  won  these  victories  over  prejudice,  and  the  grander  victory  over 
treason,  that  made  this  peaceful,  happy,  prosperous  present  possible. 
Yet,  my  comrades,  their  are  those  even  now  unkind  and  unjust  enough 
to  say  that  it  was  for  pay  and  bounty  rattier  than  love  of  country  that 
you  became  volunteers.  To  men  who  left  dependent  ones  at  home,  pay 
ami  bounty  were  acceptable,  but  the  history  of  the  volunteer  shows 
that  lie  was  no  mercenary  soldier. 

Let  me  name  two  of  the  many  events  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion 
that  prove  how  entirely  false  and  malicious  this  charge  is.  The  terms 
of  enlistment  of  many  regiments  expired  in  the  spring  and  early  sum- 
mer of  1864,  thus  leaving  Grant  and  Sherman  powerless  to  move  against 
Richmond  and  Atlanta.  Abraham  Lincoln  had  appealed  in  vain  to  the 
country  to  till  up  the  ranks.  Thousands  that  should  have  come  hid 
themselves  in  the  fastnesses  of  the  Rockies  or  hied  away  to  Canada.  As 
a  last  resort.  President  Lincoln  appealed  to  the  volunteers  to  reenlist, 
and  he  did  not  appeal  in  vain.  As  it  was  with  us  in  the  valley  of  the 
Tennessee,  so  was  it  elsewhere.  At  the  sound  of  the  Assembly,  the 
half-clad,  half-fed  men  of  the  74th  Ohio  crawled  up  out.  of  their  dugouts, 
where  they  had  sheltered  from  the  winter  winds,  nnd  listened  to  the 
reading  of  General  Order  X".  '•!-;.  catling  upon  them  to  reenlist,  for 
another  three  years  or  during  the  war.  There,  with  Lookout  and 
Mission  Ridge  in  view,  and  the  graves  of  fallen  comrades  yonder  on 
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Chickamag.ua  to  remind  them  of  the  privation,  perils  and  horrors  of  war, 
all  but  fifteen,  I  think  it  was,  of  that  gallant  regiment  stepped  to  the 
front  and  dressed  upon  the  colors  for  another  three  years.  To  stand 
still  was  home  and  all  its  comforts  and  security  in  a  few7  weeks,  to  step 
to  the  front  was  war  with  all  its  perils  and  privations  for  another  three 
years.  The  history  of  the  world  does  not  furnish  another  such  instance 
of'pure  unalloyed  patriotism  as  the  veteran  reenlistment  of  the  1863-4. 
I  see  from  the  records  that  you  too  responded  with  wonderful  unanim- 
ity to  the  call  of  Uncle  Abraham,  your  reenlistments  being  about  as  fol- 
lows-: 11th  Iowa  420,  13th  450,  15th  440,  and  16th  415.  I  presume  with 
these  out.  there  were  but  few7  left.  By  the  laws  of  several  of  the  states. 
their  volunteers  in  the  field  were  permitted  to  vote  at  general  elections. 
In  1864,  the  two  political  parties  contending  for  control  of  the  govern- 
ment resolved  with  respect  to  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  one 
resolved  in  substance  that  the  war  against  the  Rebellion  was  a  failure 
and  that  hostilities  should  cease,  the  other  that  it  should  be  prosecuted 
with  renewed  energy  to  final  victory.  The  volunteer  bad  then  all  the 
bounty  he  could  expect  to  get.  and  certainly  ail  the  experience  of  war 
he  could  desire.  To  the  volunteer  the  success  of  one  party  meant  a 
cessation  of  hostilities,  (surrender  we  might  call  it),  and  home  with  its 
security,  plenty  and  pleasures,  the  other  war  with  its  perils,  privations 
and  horrors  for  years  may  be.  If  the  Volunteer  were  the  mercenary 
soldier  that  some  declare,  then  surely  they  would  have  voted  to  go 
home,  but  not  so.  for  that  was  to  surrender  to  treason  and  dissolution  of 
the  Union.  As  you  men  of  Crocker  Brigade  voted  so  did  the  volunteers 
generally.     Your  vote,  as  cast  at-the  regimental  camps,  was  as  follows :

This  does  not  include  the  vote  of  those  on  detached  duty.  No  fairer 
or  freer  vote  was  ever  cast  or  taken,  than  the  vote  of  the  army.  Some 
may  say  that  this  is  party  politics  and  should  not  have  been  mentioned 
on  this  occasion.  It  was  politics  then;  it  is  history  now.  It  is  not  of 
the  politics  of  this  day:  no  tariff  or  prohibition  in  it. 

Who  will  dare  to  say  in  tin-  face  of  these  facts  of  history  that  the 
American  Volunteer  i<  not  the  true  patriot,  or  that  as  a  soldier  he*was 
inemcient  or  inercenary'r  Su  long  as  the  lessons  of  patriotism  are 
taiiirht  as  now  in  the  families  and  schools  of  the  country,  the  nation 
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may.  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  safely  rely  upon  the  volunteer. 
United  as  we  now  are.  our  volunteers  under  one  flag  may  defy  the 
drilled  legions  of  the  world. 

The  American  Volunteer  is  the  invincible  soldier  in  war,  and  the 
exemplary  and  useful  citizen  in  peace.    Long  may  he  live. 

The  Chairman  :  It  is  most  fitting,  after  such  an  eloquent 
presentation  of  the  gallantry  of  the  volunteers,  that  we  should 
hear  something  of  the  nation  they  defended.  Senator  Allison 
will  speak  to  you  upon  that  subject. 

THE  NATION  THEY  DEFENDED. 

BY   SENATOR  W~M.   B.    ALLTSOX,   OF  DUBUQUE,    IOWA. 

Senator  Win.  B.  Allison  spoke  as  follows  : 

GoL  Rood,  Gentlemen  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,  and  Fellow  Citizens,  —  I 
consider  it  a  high  compliment  to  have  an  invitation  from  these  old 
soldiers,  so  distinguished,  to  have  the  opportunity  of  speaking  to  them 
briefly  to-day.  It  is  one  that  I  have  accepted  with  thanks.  The  sub- 
ject assigned  to  me  is  one  that  can  very  illy  be  treated  in  the  few  mo- 
ments of  your  time  that  I  can  afford  to  take.  The  country  that  you 
have  defended  has  passed  through  many  perils  and  many  severe  trials, 
bur  there  are  only  three  or  four  that  need  be  named.  In  the  very  be- 
ginning, after  the  men  of  the  revolution  had  passed  through  that  criti- 
cal period  of  war  for  seven  long  years,  the  men  who  led  in  the  struggle 
and  the  patriots  who  were  in  sympathy  with  them  in  the  continental 
congress  soon  found  that  they  had  thirteen  colonies  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  as  they  had  when  the  war  began.  They  had  made  treaties  with 
foreign  governments,  but  such  were  the  dissensions  and  divisions 
among  these  colonies  that  these  treaties  were  not  fully  and  finally 
observed,  and  foreign  governments  began  to  say,  "We  cannot  treat 
with  the  continental  congress,  or  with  the  congress  of  the  revolution  ;  " 
and  hence  such  men  as  Washington.  Madison,  Franklin,  and  Hamilton 
conceived  the  idea  that  the  seven  long  years  of  war  which  they  had 
fought  would  be  useless  unless  they  could  form  a  government  commen- 
surate witli  the  power  foreign  nations  would  expect  of  them.  They 
called  a  convention  to  form  a  constitution  for  our  government.  There 
were  dissensions  and  divisions  among  these  colonies  as  to  the  powers 
that  should  be  granted  to  this  new  government  that  was  to  take  rank 
among  the  nations  of  the  world. 
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But  the  men  of  that  convention  were  the  men  who  had  passed 
through  the  trials  of  seven  years  of  war,  and  through  trials  of  Ave  years 
of  peace,  and  they  determined  that  a  government  should  be  formed 
there  which  would  link  these  colonies — thirteen  of  them — into  indis- 
soluble bonds,  and  they  put  before  these  colonies  the  constitution  of 
the  United  States.  That  constitution  was  intended  to  exercise  its 
power  and  control,  nor  over  colonies  or  over  states,  but  over  all  the  men 
Who  came  within  its  power  and  within  the  control  of  its  legimate  legis- 
lation. Therefore  Washington  and  Madison  and  Hamilton  and  their 
contemporaries  had  no  doubt  that  they  had  established  a  government 
of  enduring  power.  This  government  was  set  on  foot,  and  a  few  years 
later  there  were  dissensions  and  divisions  I  cannot  speak  of,  when  we 
had  the  war  with  Great  Britain  in  1812.  Later  on.  certain  portions  of 
our  country  thought  some  of  the  laws  which  were  passed  by  congress 
were  unwise  laws,  and  they  would  rebel  against  them  or  refuse  to  obey 
them.  '•  Old  Hickory "  was  then  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
he  gave  those  rebellious  states  notice  if  they  did  not  obey  the  laws,  the 
army,  navy  and  volunteer  soldiery  of  the  United  States  should  be  used 
to  put  down  the  incipient  rebellion.  So  we  went  on  growing  slowly  in 
wealth  and  slowly  in  power,  having  within  that  constitution  one  single 
black  drop,  which  was  intended,  sooner  or  later,  either  to  destroy  the 
government  or  have  its  own  power  destroyed.  One  state  could  not  be 
admitted  like  Iowa,  .unless  another  state,  representing  that  power, 
should  be  admitted  at  the  same  time.  In  1850,  for  the  first  time,  when 
California,  was  admitted  into  the  Union,  that  power  was  broken,  and 
from  that  day  until  1861  it  became  apparent  that  a  conflict  was  to 
ensue  which  would  test  the  power  of  this  government  tor  self-preser- 
vation. That  conflict  went  on  in  a  peaceful  way  until  in  i860,  Abraham 
Lincoln— God  bless  his  name  and  memory — (applause) — became  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  by  the  voice  of  the  people  of  these  United 
States.  That  was  made  an  excuse  of  states  to  revive  the  doctrine  that 
had  been  inculcated  for  many  years,  that  one  state  could  leave  the 
Union  whenever  it  decided  so  to  do.  State  after  state  so  decided  in  the 
winter  of  1860-61. 

That  was  the  situation  when  this  war  began.  Why  did  it  begin ? 
Every  one  who  hears  me  now.  who  was  then  living,  knows  that  in  1561 
if  there  had  not  been  a  struggle  on  behalf  of  the  Union,  that  instead 
of  having  a  united  country  to-day.  we  would  have  a  divided  country 
consisting  of  at  least  two  governments.  These  people  in  t lie  southern 
states,  eleven  of  them,  determined  they  would,  so  far  as  they  could. 
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separate  themselves  from  this  great  government  of  ours  and  abandon 
the  constitution  which  they  had  sworn  to  support.  There  was  but  one 
of  two  alternatives:  one  was  to  tight,  and  the  other  to  surrender  then, 
and  have  two  separate  governments  where  our  fathers  had  created  but 
one.  The  loyal  sentiment  of  these  northern  states  has  been  portrayed 
to  you  by  others  who  have  spoken  before  me.  and  that  loyal  sentiment 
manifested  itself  from  one  end  of  this  country  to  the  other,  and  the 
result  was  that  an  army  of  more  than  2.000.000  men  was  mustered  for 
the  defense  of  this  Union,  and  for  its  preservation.  What  was  that 
government  at  that  time  that  you  and  the  millions  who  followed  you. 
and  were  with  you.  sought  to  defend  '?  It  was  the  government  estab- 
lished by  our  fathers;  the  fairest  and  best  government  on  the  face  of 
the  globe  then  as  now.  It  was  a  government  giving  the  largest  liberty 
to  citizens  and  to  people  of  all  these  states,  and  protecting  every  man 
in  his  life,  in  his  liberty  and  property.  It.  was  then,  in  1800,  a  govern- 
ment small  in  comparison  with  the  government  we  have  to-day.  Then 
it  was  a  government  of  31,000.000  of  people,  and  more  than  one-third 
of  that  31,000,000  in  hostile  array  against  the  government  itself.  It  was 
then  a  government  with  less  than  thirty  millionsof  wealth  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  country,  and  nearly  one-fourth  of  that 
wealth  in  active  rebellion  against  the  government.  You  men  of  the 
Crocker  Brigade,  and  the  other  men  of  this  Union,  your  companions 
and  associates,  left  the  comforts  and  peace  of  home  and  went  forth  for 
four  long  years  to  defend  this  government  in  its  integrity  and  unity. 
1  agree  with  General  Given  that  it  was  the  veteran  soldiers  of  the  re- 
public who  won  these  victories.  They  were  the  men  who  stood  along 
the  front  of  battle  from  Chattanooga  to  the  Atlantic.  They  were  the 
men  who  marched  with  Sherman  to  the  sea.  They  were  the  men  who 
stood  in  solid  ranks  with  Thomas  and  Schotlelcl  at  Franklin.  They 
were  the  men  who  met  Lee  in  the  rinal  surrender  at  Appomattox  Court 
House. 

What  was  the  inheritance  yon  have  given  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States?  An  inheritance  which  in  thirty  years  has  more  than 
doubled  the  population  of  the  United  States:  an  inheritance  which  has, 
within  those  thirty  years,  more  than  tripled  the  wealth  of  the  United 
States,  because  in  I860  the' wealth- of  the  United  States  was  shown  to 
be  sixteen  thousand  millions,  and  in  L890,  thirty  years  afterwards,  it  is 
sixty-two  thousand  millions:  more  than  quadrupled  the  wealth  of  the 
United  States  during  these  thirty  years.  You  have  saved  a  govern- 
ment which  has  welcomed  t<>  her  shores,  in  these  thirty  years  since  the 
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war  ended,  more  than  eight  millions  of  oppressed  people  of  other  lands. 
These  are  some  of  the  things  which  you  have  done  for  the  country 
which  we  have  here  this  day.  These  are  some  of  the  blessings  which 
you  have  transmitted  to  the  men  who  live  this  day.  I  can  say  for  my- 
self, as  I  believe  I  can  say  for  the  patriotic  citizens  of  this  country,  that 
no  money  compensation  can  possibly  be  given  to  you  for  this  great  ser- 
vice for  freedom  and  mankind.  (Applause.)  This  country  of  ours  has 
entered  on  this  new  career  of  prosperity  and  glory  by  your  conduct. 
The  slave  system  hung  like  "The  Old  Man  of  the  Sea  "  upon  our  indus- 
tries and  progress.  The  necessities  of  the  war  threw  it  aside,  and 
to-day  even  the  men  who  were  in  rebellion  against  you.  more  than  a. 
majority  of  them,  are  content  with  the  fact  that  you  were  victorious 
and  they  were  unsuccessful.  Xow  these  are  some  of  the  things  which 
you  have  done:  enduring  the  trials  and  perils  of  four  years  of  war.  I 
think  I  can  truthfully  say  that  a  grateful  country  will  smooth  the  path- 
way of  these  veterans  to  their  graves.  I  can  truthfully  say.  also,  that 
the  people  (>f  this  country  will  in  future  years  point  to  the  glorious 
records  you  and  your  comrades  have  made  with  a  pride  which  becomes 
a  great  and  free  people.  T  hope  that  this  spirit  of  patriotism  and  love 
of  country  will  be  cherished  by  our  people,  and  that  the  stories  which 
you  have  told  to-day  and  that  can  be  told  of  this  war  will  be  told  to  all 
the  children  who  come  after  us. 

We  have  seen  a  most  touching  and  tender  exhibition  of  these  stories 
«»f  patriotism  as  we  came  here  to-day.  Let  the  stories  be  taught  to 
the  generations  that  come  after  us.  and  as  long  as  they  arc  taught  you 
may  rely  upon  it  that  the  spirit  of  patriotism  will  not  die  in  our  land. 
Yon  may  also  rely  upon  it  that  those  who  come  after  you  and  enjoy  the 
blessings  which  you  have  handed  down  to  them  will  appreciate  your 
great  services,  and  those  who  have  been  distinguished  will  be  remem- 
bered to  the  last  generations  of  time. 

This.  then,  is  the  country  you  have  saved,  and  tin's  is  the  country 
you  hand  down  to  your  children:  and  I  am  sure  that  every  reunion 
such  as  this,  reciting  the  story  of  Crocker.  Belknap,  and  their  associ- 
ates,  will  be  a  story  of  emulation  fur  all  young  men  who  come  after. 

I  thank  you  for  the.  privilege  to  say  these  few  words  for  the  country 
which  you  have  defended,  and  which,  but  for  you.  would  be  divided  by 
an  artificial  line  extending  from  ocean  to  ocean,  with  standing  armies 
to  protect  these  two  line-:  but  now.  through  your  effort-,  we  can.  as  we 
did  before,  rely  upon  a  small  standing  army,  and  when  an  emergency 
comes  the  defenders  of  our  country  will  be  tvljat  they  were  in  1861,  the 
volunteer  soldiers  of  our  nation.    (Continued  applause.)

The  Chairman:  About  the  1st  of  September,  1S01,  the 
first  soldier  to  be  buried  in  Linn  county,  this  state,  lost  his  life, 
and  a  funeral  was  fittingly  held  over  him.  A  squad  from  Co. 
K.  1st  Iowa,  came  down  to  perform  a  soldier's  duty  on  that 
occasion.  At  its  head  was  an  Orderly  Serjeant,  who  had  com- 
mand  of  the  squad,  known  then  over  that  part  of  the  state  as 
Jack  Stibbs.  That  Orderly  fought  his  way  up  through  the 
ranks  until  he  wore  the  stars  and  eagle  of  a  Brevet  Brigadier- 
General.      He  will  give  you  something  very  line  and  happy.

These  were  given  in  the  General's  inimitable  way,  and  brought 
round  after  round  of  applause. 

The  Chairman  :  We  have  reserved  until  the  last  the  address 
of  Col.  Henderson.  "While  Crocker's  Brigade  was  fighting  in 
in  one  part  of  the  field,  he,  under  Davis,  was  fighting  across 
the  railroad.  Many  of  our  gallant  sons  fell  there,  and  he  left 
a  ]qix  there.  We  have"  always  had  a  high  opinion  of  him  be- 
cause he  lost  it  on  the  sanguinary  field,  lighting  side  by  side 
with  us,  repelling  Price  from  Corinth.

THE   RAXK  AND  FILE.

Comrades,  and  that  includes  every  member  of  your  families.  I  am 
here  to-night  with  a  feeling  of  sadness.    For  years  General  Belknap,  a 

very  true  friend  of  mine,  has  invited  me.  as  have  other  officers  of  -this 
Brigade,  to  be  present  with  you  at  one  of  your  meetings.  It  has  never 
been  possible  for  me  to  he  present  until  on  this  occasion,  and  now  poor 
Belknap  is  with  us  no  more.  And  yet.  while  there  survives  a  soldier 
wli»»  knew  him,  he  will  always  he  with  us.  1  have  been  asked  to 
respond  to  ••The  Hank  and  File."  [  do  so  gladly,  -for  I.  entered  with 
the  rank  and  file,  and  like  thousands  of  others,  never  dreamed  of  hold- 
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ing  a  commission.  Who  were  the  "rank  and  file*?"'  Webster  says, 
"the  great  body  of  the  common  soldiers,  including  also  Corporals  who 
carry  firelocks."  In  brief,  they  were  the  magazine  of  death.  They 
were  the  men  standing  in  the  ranks,  gun  in  hand,  and  touching  elbows 
for  the  Union.  They  were  the  first  to  feel  the  shock  of  battle,  and 
receive  in  their  bodies  the  bullets  of  treason.  They  made  Grant, 
Sherman  and  Sheridan.  They  were  a  living,  impenetrable  rampart, 
raised  around  home  and  country.  History  will  tell  that  they  set  free 
the  slave-master,  and  liberated  the  South  f  rum  a  more  terrible  bondage 
than  history  has  ever  before  portrayed.  They  purged  this  land  of  the 
bloodhound,  the  slave-pen  and  the  lash.  They  poured  out  their  blood 
on  the  Calvary  of  freedom,  cleansing  the  Eepublic  of  the  blackest  stain 
of  the  ages.  They  faced  death  for  country  without  the  spur  of 
ambition:  they  demanded  no  compensation.  Th'ey  practically  received 
no  compensation,  and  this  Republic  cannot  compensate  them  with  gold. 

Who  are  biThe  Rank  and  File'?" 

They  are  the  translated  souls  and  the  living  fragments  of  the  grand- 
estarmy  that  ever  trod  the  earth  for  human  liberty!  Untutored  to 
war  were  the  most  of  "The  Rank  and  File."  They  loved  peace,  and 
abhorred  the  field  of  carnage:  but  they  were  tutored  at  the  breast  of 
the  American  mother,  who  reared  them  as  men  able  to  defend  and 
preserve  their  birthright  — the  American  union  ! 

Some  one  complained  last  year  that  they  do  not  march  well,  that 
they  do  not  keep  step.  I  have  noticed  that  myself.  I  grant  that  they 
marched  better  in  "61  than  they  do  in  "91.  They  were  the  vigorous 
young  men  of  the  country  then  :  they  are  the  "old  soldiers"'  now. 

They  did  not  need  canes  in  "61.  They  do  now.  and  they  have  earned 
them.  They  don't  carry  them  for  ornament.  These  men  were  the 
support  of  the  republic  then:  most  of  them  need  a  stick  to  help  sup- 
port them  now. 

In  1  his  high  noon  of  peace,  in  a  country  sound  and  safe,  I  say  to 
you.  "go  as  you  please. "  for  you  have  a  perpetual  lien  on  "the  route 
step'"  of  the  old  soldier. 

Keep  "in  touch"  with  each  other  as  well  as  you  can.  but  if  you 
don't  keep  step  this  country  will  love  you  just  the  same. 

1  offer  n<>  fulsome  praise  to  the  character  of  "The  Rank  and  File." 
They  were  mortals,  and  in  touch  with  mortals.  Strong  as  they  were, 
they  had  their  weaknesses :  and  yet.  out  of  their  failings,  somehow. 
their  grand  achievements  ri<e  and  stand  forth  all  the  brighter  and. 
purer. 
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I  may  differ  from  some,  but  yet  I  believe,  and  here  proclaim  the 
belief,  that  when  God's  angel  beats  the  long  roll  on  heaven's  eternal 
fields,  "The  Rank  and  File"  will  be  in  line  there,  and  keeping  perfect 
time  to  the  happy  chants  of  the  immortals. 

Monuments  are  being  reared  to  the  memory  of  our  great  generals, 
and  this  is  most  proper.  But  who  can  build  a  monument  for  "The 
Rank  and  File"'?  Comrades,  there  is  not  room  enough  in  the  blue 
sky  for  such  a  monument.  It  could  only  be  built  where  it  would  stand 
iri  the  hearts  of  your  grateful  countrymen.    (Applause.) 

The  Chairman  :  This  closes  the  program,  and  the  Sixth 
Biennial  Reunion  of  Crocker's  Iowa  Brigade  stands  adjourned 
until  we  meet  at  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  in  September,  1893.

A   LOVE   FEAST. 

The  boys  of  the  Crocker  Brigade  finished  their  business  yesterday 
afternoon,  having  had  the  most  successful  meeting  in  their  history.  In 
the  morning  they  marched  up  to  the  corner  of  Crocker  and  Fourth 
streets,  where,  on  the  northeast  corner  is  Gen.  Crocker's  old  residence. 
Mrs.  Crocker  was  there  to  greet  them  and  the  house  was  gaily  decorated, 
as  were  nearly  all  the  others  in  that  neighborhood.  Two  large  Hags 
were  suspended  in  the  middle  of  the  street.  Tin:  boys  gave  Mr-. 
Crocker  three  lusty  cheers,  to  which  .-he  waved  a  glad  acknowledg- 
ment. 

After  the  business  meeting  and  dinner,  the  Brigade  took  its  way  to 
the  Savery  house,  where  a  train  of  electric  cars  awaited  them  to  carry 
them  to  Crocker  Woods  to  the  banquet.  They  went  over  the  Ninth 
street  line.  At  Crocker  School,  on  the  way.  one  of  the  pleasantest 
events  in  the  whole  reunion  occurred.  The  whole  school  was  out.  lin- 
ing the  walk  for  the  entire  block,  waving  iiags,  shouting  their  en- 
thusiasm and  singing  patriotic  songs.  The  soldiers  as  they  passed  took 
or!  their  hats  in  acknowledgment  of  this  tribute  to  their  old  com- 
mander and  themselves.  It  was  a  very  pretty  thing  for  the  school  to 
do. 

BAN'qUET   IN  THE   WOODS. 

At  Crocker  Woods,  which  i-  the  name  which  Hon.  J.  S.  Polk  gave 
to  Prospect  Park  yesterday,  the  soldiers  had  the  keenest  pleasure  of  the 
whole  reunion.     Here  was  the  bivouac,  the  woods,  the  men,  the  cannon 
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and  other  things  to  recall  the  days  of  war  and  the  close  associations  of 
these  sturdy  men  so  many  years  ago.  Nearly  700  of  the  comrades  and 
their  families  went  out.  They  visited  together  for  an  hour  after  they 
arrived,  when  the  drum  corps  sounded  the  call  for  dinner,  and  at  3:30 
they  marched  to  the  big  tent  where  the  banquet  was  spread.  Gen.  J. 
II.  Stibbs.  of  Chicago,  and  Grandma  Ankeny,  90  years  old  hut  full  of 
life  and  patriotism  and  love  for  the  boys  in  blue,  led  the  procession, 
which  marched  into  the  tent  in  double  rile.  They  were  soon  seated. 
As  soon  as  they  had  taken  a  survey  of  the  surroundings  they  proceeded 
to  an  attack  on  the  eatables,  which  were  all  of  a  fine  quality,  elaborate 
and.  best  of  all.  in  abundance.  The  tent  was  decorated  in  the  same 
style  as  the  opera  house  the  night  before  at  the  camp  fire.  The  flags 
around  the  sides  gave  the  tent  a  military  appearance  and  the  tiring  of 
a  cannon  outside  as  the  guests  were  seated  emphasized  this  impression 
of  warlike  surroundings.  The  Iowa  State  Band  at  the  rear  of  the  tent 
entertained  the  company  with  several  of  its  best  selections.  The  most 
noteworthy  feature  of  the  interior  of  the  tent  was  the  work  of  Mr.  R. 
L.  Blair  and  his  committee  of  ladies,  who  did  the  tloral  decorating. 
The  ladies  who  assisted  were  :  Mrs.  Capt.  Prouty.  Mrs.  E.  G.  Pratt, 
Mrs.  Seward  Smith.  Mrs.  J.  II.  McCorcl  and  Mrs.  Capt.  Russell.  They 
were  supplied  with  twenty-five  market  baskets  full  of  flowers  from 
children  of  Crocker  School,  from  their  home  gardens.  These  were  made 
up  into  100  table  bouquets  and  a  button  hole  bouquet  at  each  plate. 
The  effect  was  very  pleasing  and  the  cityrs  guests  were  very  grateful  to 
these  children  and  ladies  for  this  attention. 

After  the  banquet  had  been  disposed  of.  the  company  adjourned  to 
the  pavilion  and  sat  under  the  trees  where  it  was  cool  during  the 
speaking. 

The  reunion  has  been  a  success  all  through.  The  local  aianage- 
ment.  thorough  and  generous  in  all  its  provisions  for  the  comfort  of  the 
veterans,  has  made  (hem  all  love  the  old  home  of  General  Crocker. 
The/ go  home  well,  and  more-  than  satisfied  and  delighted  with  their 
treatment  here.  For  this  result  the  people  of  the  city  may  thank 
the  well  selected  committee  who  had  charge  of  the  arrangements. 

OUB   COMPANY    B. 

Among  the  old  soldier  boys  who  have  been  in  the  city  the  past  two 

days,  no  group  has  deserved  more  of  public  attention  than  Company  B, 

Fifteenth  [own,     This  company  is  the  only  one  in  Crocker's  Brigade 

which. was  recruited  in  Ivs  Moines  and  vicinity,  and  It   is  therefore

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strictly  a  home  institution.  They  marched  in  the  parade  under  the 
command  of  their  old  captain,  C.  E.  Lanstrum,  of  G-alesburg,  Illinois. 
Company  B  was  recruited  in  September,  1861.  and  about  the  first  of  the 
next  month  started  for  Keokuk,  by  stage  coach.  The  officers  were  Wil- 
son T.  Smith,  captain;  A.  G.  Studer,  first  lieutenant;  C.  E.  Lanstrum, 
second  lieutenant.  Captain  Smith  resigned  after  the  battle  of  Shiloh. 
and  was  succeeded  by  Captain  Studer,  who  in  time  gave  way  to  Cap- 
tain Lanstrum,  in  the  fall  of  1862.  Captain  Lanstrum  was  with  the 
company  until  May,  1865,  and  a  few  weeks  afterward  Captain  YV.JL 
Goodreil  was  captain.  The  company  originally  had  110  men.  There 
are  now  about  forty  living,  scattered  all  over  the  world,  and  it  is  quite 
a  record  that  twenty-five  of  them  were  able  to  be  present  at  the. reunion. 
While  the  company  was  at  Keokuk  in  camp,  the  then  Lieutenant 
Lanstrum  stole  back  to  Des  Moines  and  took  as  his  bride  Miss  Sue  A. 
Crocker,  sister  of  the  general. 

NOTES. 

Comrade  George  IT.  Ragsdale.  of  Company  C,  Thirteenth  Iowa,  set 
up  two  tents  and  two  stands  of  arms  on  his  lawn  at  Ninth  and  School 
streets,  and  made  a  pleasant  company  headquarters  for  the  boys.  * 

.John  Payne,  of  Connersville.  Indiana,  auditor  of  Fayette  county  in 
that  state,  was  another  of  the  comfortable  looking  sons  of  Company  B, 
Fifteenth  Regiment,  who  came  back  to  renew  old  associations.  Mr. 
Payne  enjoys  a  unique  distinction.  Since  the  day  he  enlisted'  and 
marched  off  to  the  war.  he  has  never  been  in  Des  Moines.  Such  an 
extraordinary  history  demands  an  explanation,  but  Mr.  Payne  was 
unable  to  give  a  satisfactory  one.  In  his  case  it  is  not  remarkable  thai' 
he  is  here,  but  surprising  that  he  has  been  away  so  long.  At  the  time 
of  enlistment  Mr.  Payne  was  a  rustler  for  the  Iowa  State  Journal,  in  the 
days  of  Stillson  Hutch  ins,  now  of  the  Washington  Post  The  years  have 
dealt  kindly  with  Mr.  Payne,  and  it  takes  an  effort  of  faith  to  believe 
that  he  ha-  years  enough  to  warrant  the  assertion  that  lie  is  a  visitor 
after  thirty  years'  absence. 

One  of  ithe  most  enjoyable  features  of  the  great  reunion  was  the 
meeting  of  individual  companies,  where  personal  friendships  and  inci- 
dents of  tlie  war  were  called  tip  and  rehearsed.  Sixteen  remaining  vet- 
erans of  Company  C  of  the  Fifteenth  Iowa,  met  at  the  house  of  their 
comrade.  F.  C.  Overton,  at  618  Fifteenth  street,  and  with  their  old 
captain.  S.  Rynearson,  recalled  the  story  of  Shiloh  and  the  march  to 
tlte  sea. 

This  company  bore  the  flag  of  the  Fifteenth  at  Atlanta  on  the 
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line  where  McPherson  fell,  and  met  the  center  of  the  45th  Alabama, 
one  of  their  number  killing  the  confederate  standard  hearer  in  a  per- 
sonal encounter,  and  trampled  the  rebel  flag  under  his  feet.  The  Cap- 
tain of  the  company  sent  Mr.  Overton  the  following: 

'•On  behalf  of  the  members  of  Company  C.  15th  Iowa,  attending  the 
reunion,  I  desire  to  record  the  gratitude  of  the  company  to  Comrade  F. 
C.  Overton  and  wife,  for  their  cordial  reception  and  hospitality.  Com- 
rade Overton  was  a  good  young  man  and  a  brave  soldier,  a  good  forager 
and  entertainer,  and  we  find  he  has  lost  none  of  these  qualities. 

"S.  Eyne arson, 
"Captain  Co.  C,  15th  Iowa." 

In  1862,  soon  after  the  battle  of  Shiioh,  the  citizens  of  Keokuk, 
through  Sam.  G.  Bridges,  presented  to  the  15th  Iowa  Infantry  a  hand- 
some silk  tiag.  in  place  of  the  colors  carried  through  the  battle  of  Shiioh, 
which  had  been  riddled  and  the  staff  shattered  by  many  balls  on  that 
hotly  contested  field.  The  tiag  was  carried  by  Color  Corporal  Elbridge 
G.  Black,  Company  E.  until  killed  in  the  battle  of  Corinth,  Miss., 
October  3.  1802,  when  it  was  borne  aloft  by  Corporal  Wm.  C.  Wells,  of 
Company  I.  The  tiag  has  been  in  the  custody  of  General  Wm.W,  Bel- 
knap since  18(52:  also  a  U.  S.  banner  carried  in  1862,  and  a  bunting  tiag. 
under  which  the  regiment  was  recruited  in  1861.  The  flags  were 
brought  to  this  reunion  of  Crocker's  Brigade,  and  at  the  regimental 
meeting  of  the  loth  Iowa  Veteran  Infantry,  if  was  ordered  that  these 
flags  be  turned  over  to  the  state.  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Belknap,  his  son, 
heartily  concurred  in  this  action.  Yesterday  afternoon  Ben  Johnson 
and  L.  S.  Tyler,  of  the  15th  Iowa,  and  Mr.  II.  B.  Belknap  carried  these 
old  flags  to  the  arsenal  and  turned  them  over  to  Adjutant  General 
Greene,  who  will  place  them  with  the  other  flags  and  banners  carried 
by  the  15th  Iowa  during  their  four  years'  service. 

In  our  notice  of  stage  decorations  at  opera  house  yesterday  we 
omitted  to  state  that  the  oil  portrait  of  General  Belknap  was  painted 
by  Miss  Margaret  Craig,  of  Keosauqua,  Iowa. 

Mr.  Peter  Kiene,  Jr..  and  wife,  of  Dubuque,  were  the  guests  of.  Mr. 
G.  W.  Brower,  during  the  Crocker  Brigade  reunion.  They  returned 
home  yesterday. 

Mr.  Hugh  It.  Belknap,  sou  of  the  late  General  Belknap,  remained 
in  the  city  yesterday  to  see  the  last  of  the  boys  who  were  so  beloved  by 
hi-  father.  IF"  feels  very  much  gratified,  and  the  young  man  may 
indeed  feel  himself  highly  honored  bv  the  consideration  shown  lorn  lo 
the  members  of  Crocker's   Brigade,  which  seems  to  have  transferred 
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its  affection  from  father  to  sen.  Mr.  Belknap  lives  in  Chicago,  and 
holds  a  very  responsible  position  in  the  construction  department  of  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railway. 

From  the  Des  Moines  Daily  News,  Sept.  25, 1891. 

The  Crocker  Brigade  banquet  yesterday  afternoon  will  long  be 
remembered  as  the  pleasantest  feature  of  the  great  reunion.  The 
decorations  of  the  tent  were  elaborate,  and  the  music  by  the  Iowa 
State  Band  seemed  bettor  than  ever  before  rendered  by  this  tine  aggre- 
gation of  artists.  The  spread  was  a  grand  one,  and  the  veterans  took 
care  to  do  justice  to  it.  An  affecting  feature  of  the  banquet  was  the 
presenting  of  a  tine  gold  watch  with  a  diamond  setting  to  Mrs.  Cheek- 
by  the  boys  of  the  15th  Iowa,  the  speech  being  made  by  Captain  Good- 
will. Mrs.  Cheek  sang  for  tic  boys  when  she  was  a  little  girl,  in  the 
camps  at  Davenport  and  Keokuk,  and  they  haven't  forgotten  it.  The 
banquet  responses  to  toasts  were  all  good,  and  the  veterans  went  home 
well  pleased  with  the  reunion.

Just  before  the  meeting  adjourned,  W.  H.  Goodrell,  of  Iowa 
City,  said  that  he  wanted  to  make  a  motion  which  would  give 
him  great  pleasure.  Referring  to  General  Belknap  in  a  few 
eulogistic  words,  he  moved  that  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Belknap,  the  late 
General's  only  son,  be  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Regi- 
mental Association.      Nearly  every  man  shouted  a  second.

Before  the  motion  was  put  the  young  man  was  called  out,  and 
said  that  when  at  the  Brigade  meeting  this  morning,  he  was 
made  an  honorary  member,  and  he  thought  his  cup  was  full  ; 
but  now  it  was  running  over.  He  had  learned  through  his 
father  to  love  every  member  of  the  Brigade.  "At  the  reunion 
at  Iowa  City  six  years  ago,"  he  said,  "when  at  the  regimental 
meeting,  three  hearty  cheers  had  been  given  for  General 
Belknap,  I  remember  so  well  when  we  were  going  to  the  hotel, 
my  father  put  his  arm  around  me  and  said,  'By  George,  Hugh, 
I  don't  care  who  goes  back  on  me,  if  the  Crocker  Brigade 
stands  by  me."  I  assure  you  that  your  kindness  has  been  a  very 
great  comfort  to  me.  and  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  you  for  it.  M 
When  the  young  man  had  finished,  the  motion  was  put  to  a  ris- 
ing vote  and  carried  with  a  hurrah.  Handkerchiefs  were  out 
all  over  the  room  :  the  young  man's  grateful  words  had  ^one 
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straight  to  the  hearts  of  the  strong  men  who  so  loved   their 
gal  1  ant  commander . 

Maj.  H.  C.  McArthur,  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  chairman  of 
the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  reported  the  follow- 
ing resolutions  in  memory  of  General  Belknap,  which  were 
unanimously  adopted  : 

In  the  silent  midnight  watches,  October  12,  1890,  death  entered  our 
lines,  and  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  severing  the  silver  cord  of  life, 
and  the  noblest  one  of  our  association,  General  William  Worth 
Belknap  passed  over  the  mystic  river.  • 

The  angel  of  death  never  claimed  a  more  noble  man. 

"He  was  a  friend  to  truth:  of  soul  sincere. 
In  action  faithful,  and  in  honor  clear." 

To  the  stern  decrees  of  an  all-wise  Providence  we  bow  with  grief- 
stricken  hearts. 

"This  gap  this  breach,  hath  left  is  wide  : 
The  loss  thereof  can  never  be  supplied." 

We  mourn  as  those  bound  to  him  with  ties  of  friendship  welded  in 
the  tires  of  battle.    Therefore. 

Resolved,  In  the  death  of  General  Belknap  we  have  lost  a  friend  and 
comrade  whose  place  can  never  be  filled,  whose  military  record  bristles 
with  noble  deeds,  and  whose  civil  life  is  above  reproach.  His  honesty 
and  integrity,  loyalty  to  friendship  and  nobility  of  character,  his 
bravery  and  heroism  on  the  Held  of  battle  make  his  name  and  fame 
the  common  heritage  of  our  state,  and  enshrine  him  in  the  hearts  of 
it<  'people. 

Resolved,  This  regimental  association,  "The  Crocker  Brigade."  the 
state,  yea  the  nation  have  lost  a  man  as  brave  as  the  bravest,  and  true 
as  the  truest.  He  never  turned  the  back  of  his  hand  to  a  friend,  or  his 
back  to  an  enemy.  He  never  "crooked  the  pregnant  lunges  of  the 
knee  that  thrift  might  follow  fawning.''  His  military  and  civil  record 
will  bear  the  closest  scrutiny,  and  show  bravery  and  honesty  to  a  fault. 
Inaction,  battling  for  his  country,  never  faltering  in  civil  position, 
never  swerving  from  the  right. 

Resolved,  Our  sympathy  goes  out  to  the  bereaved  family  and  relatives 
in  this,  their  great  sorrow;  a  sympathy  which  those  alone  can  feel  who 
have  with  him  passed  through  war's  desolation,  touching  heart  to 
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heart  in  the  shock  of  battle,  and  so  learned  to  love  this  patriot  soldier, 

illustrious  and  gallant  comrade,  and  we  beg  of  them  to  accept  with  us 

the  consolation  that  such  souls  as  his  are  not  born  to  die. 

Besolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  records 

of  this  association  and  of  the  Crocker  Brigade,  and  that  an  engrossed 

copy  be  furnished  the  family  of  the  deceased.

Among  other  proceedings,  Comrade  L.  S.  Tyler  of  Co.  H 
spoke  of  three  certain  flags  in  his  possession,  and  they  were 
directed  to  be  formally  turned  over  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  state,  which  was  done,  as  shown  by  the  following  account 
and  history  of  said  flags: 

On  April  29,  1862,  Sam.  G.  Bridges,  Esq.,  of  Keokuk,  pre- 
sented to  the  15th  Iowa  Infantry  a  handsome  silk  flag,-  with  the 
name  of  the  regiment  emblazoned  in  gold  on  the  blue  iield,  the 
staff  adorned  with  cord  and  tassels  of  white  and  blue  silk,  and 
surmounted  by  a  beautiful  gilded  eagle.  The  regiment  was 
drawn  up  in  line.  Colonel  H.  T.  Rcid  responded  in  an  eloquent 
speech,  and  three  cheers  were  given  for  the  flag,  and  three 
others  for  the  old  flag  (that  having  been  riddled  by  eleven  balls 
through  it>  silken  folds,  and  four  balls  cutting  it.-  stall  nearly 
in  two  at  Shiloh,  was  soon  after  sent  to  the  Historical  Society), 
and  three  cheers  and  a  tiger  for  Bridges. 

The  new  flag  was  carried  by  Color  Corporal  Elbridge  G.  Black. 
Co.  E,  until  killed  in  battle  at  Corinth,  Mississippi,  October  3, 
1802,  when  it  was  caught  as  it  was  falling  by  Corporal  William 
C.  Weils,  Co.  I,  who  carried  it:  through  that  battle  and  for  many 
months  afterward,  in  other  campaigns. 

Tin-  Hag  was  carried  with  the  regiment  nearly  two  years,  and 
since  the  Fifteenth  veteranized,  on  January  5.  1S04.  has  been  in 
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the  custody  of  General  William  W.  Belknap.  It  has  been  ear- 
ned to  all  of  the  Iowa  Brigade  reunions,  from  1881  to  the  pres- 
ent one  in  Des  Moines,  by  L.  S.  Tyler,  of  Co.  II,  15th  Iowa, 
who  once,  at  General  Belknap's  request,  sent  this  flag  to  him, 
at  Washington,  D.  C,  but  he  returned  it  almost  immediately, 
to  be  placed  in  a  bank  vault  at  Keokuk,  writing  :  "  It  is  too 
sacred  to  keep  where  tire  may  destroy  it." 

This  fla£,  and  a  U.  S.  regimental  banner,  carried  for  two 
years,  and  a  bunting  flag,  under  which  the  15th  Iowa  was 
recruited  in  1851,  were  brought  by  Comrade  L.  S.  Tyler  to 
this  reunion  of  Crocker's  Brigade,  and  at  the  regimental  meeting 
of  the  15th  Iowa  Veteran  Infantry,  it  was  ordered  that  the  flags 
and  banner  be  turned  over  to  the  state.  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Belknap, 
the  General's  son,  heartily  concurred  in  this  action.  On  Friday 
morning,  September  25,  1891,  L.  S.  Tyler  and  Ben  Johnson, 
of  the  Fifteenth,  and  Mr.  Hugh  R.  Belknap,  carried  these  old 
flags  to  the  arsenal  and  turned  them  over  to  Adjutant  General 
George  Greene,  who  placed  them  with  the  four  other  flags  of 
the  regiment,  carried  in  their  four  years1  service. 

No  other  business  appearing,  adjourned,  to  meet  in  Ottumwa, 
two  years  hence.

The  Secretary  read  the  inimites   of  the  last  meeting,  which 
were  approved. 
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The  Treasurer's  report  was  presented,  and  on  motion  was 
ordered  plaeed  on  file.
